In the pages 
of these productions, we not alone find the deeds 
themselves but the very thoughts and motives of 
tlie actors ; and thus the scenes pass before the 
mind, leaving their impressions, and enabling us 
to approximate that certainty of conclusion which 
can never be arrived at except by a contemporary

Of this'closs of Irish Historical XAtemtme, to 
which we allude, and which is, unfortanately, very 
limited among tis, perhaps there is no more thIu- 
able specimen than The Urkiitdb Desbrtob, 
being a narrative of the events occurring in a most 
interesting and suggestive period of Irish history, 
written by a most eminent man, Nicholas French, 
the master-spirit of the times. We conld very wil- 
lingly comment upon the contents of these pages, 
but such is not our present purpose -, we confess we 
are one of those that would prefer to see the reader 
draw his own conclasioDS from the " examples" or 
experience which history afibrda, than to see him 
rest for a moment upon the opinion (£ another, 
truthful though it be. We wish to see a student 
leam a lesson for himself, that he might apply 
his wisdom to the opportunities that present them- 
selves ; and surely, in the political crisis that sur- 
rounds us, Ireland can ill afford to lose the help 
or ^mpathy of even the weakest of her children. 
Having thus far premised, we must, for these 
reasons, commit this " litlie book," without fur- 
ther observation, to the reader, with the hope that 
he may read it with a purpose, and pr^t by 
the perusal. 

Like all Doctor French's works, " The ITn- 
kinde Desertot^ is very scarce ; the w^ which 
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was eoH at the celebrated eale of Mr. Townlejr 
l^ugbt thirty guineas. lo the printed catalogue 
of tlie Bight Hon. Mr. Grrenville, the Bibliotheca 
GrenvilHana, voL i^ p. 258, and in the Manual 
of Ifae French writer, Brunet, ss well as in all 
other woj^ upon Bibliography, it is treated of as 
a Book of great rarity ; and, notwithstanding 
diis, it is now placed within ths reach of the 
Irish student, of every class, St a prux contrast- 
ing oddly with what he may read of in these 
authorities. 

In the Introduction to these Volumes, the Edi- 
t(^, while treating of the Siege of Louvain, has 
alleged that the occurrence took place in 1635 ; 
Dr. French, in speaking upon the same subject, 
in this Yolume, page 106, stales that it happened 
in 1634, The Editor's authorities are, Relatio du 
l^ge Zouvam, 1835, patam, Strafford^ t Letters^ 
voL i, 440, where may be seen a letter from Pres- 
ton, in reference to this siege. These, t^^ether with 
die fact of the Centenary Festival of the citizens 
of Louvaiu having been held in 1835, and not in 
1 834, establish, beyond doubt, that the event took 
place in 1635. Even Temulceur, to whom Dr. 
French refers as his authority, confirms the view 
which the Editor has taken. In page 84, voL i., 
the editor has also staled, tl^at it was " betieved" 



the " Keeding Iphigenift" was iotended as a 
Preface for the " DcdefuU FaU of Andray 
SaU." This belief was the result of a conv^m- 
tion with Dr. Todd upon the aufaject, and that 
gentlemaD has dnoe been kind enoagh to confirm 
the impression which the editor formed at the 
time. There remains no longer a donbt upon 
fha matter, and to Dr« Todd is abne due the 
merit of Uiis ^acororj^

for Beligion , nnd Loyalty to my 
Prince (in theyeare 1652.) by Cromwelians then 
bearing sway, (wee were Bom fifteen of vs ship't 
in one bottom) landing in Britaine in France , I 
tooke my way to this Province not fan'e from 
Narbon , where I had frinds having liu'd there 
before : And heer I have been about 24. yeares 
very aolitary, seeing rarly any of my Countri' 
men. Thus farre from Labans house and noys , 
I finde great tranquility and ease of minde in 
M)^da)ens silent contemplation. 

When I have been forced a way , the Land 
was possessed by Philistyin , they had the Arck 
captive, and mder them my country was turned 
to a Babylon of sinn & vyce : Nothing was to 
be seen in the Streets of this Cittie but oppres- 
sion of the lust, iniquity, rage, and fury against 
Boman piety ; the Altars falae downs , and the 
Priestes bitterly persecuted, some of them eon- 
snming a way in prisons , aom cast into exile , 
and others chased in wods and mountains , like 
wyhl beasts , all of them charged with two great 
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crymes : To be Catholick Priestes , and Ijoyall 
to theire king. All the Catholicks true to God 
ftod Prince, transplanted into a corner of the 
Kingdom. And this calamity thej suffered with 
the rest , that Boyall authority was layd a aid ', 
and a Dagon sett vp (The tyranny of the vsnip- 
ing Parlament) and reverenced. 

This was the face then ofthatincbanted Hand : 
and they say things are aoe way amended (as to 
Catholick natires) eince the kings going home , 
that change having noe ways bettered theire for- 
tunes , but that theirs calamities and miseries (soe 
it is written from many hand's) are dayly in- 
creaeed, soe as men beaten with Scourges in 
Crumwell's tyme , cry out they are now beaten 
with Scorpions. 

Often tuLve I lamented all a lone for my deare 
Countrys desolation , and found my greefe incon- 
solable , because I saw noe end of their suffer- 
ings: Somtym it came to my minde, that if a 
sincere relation of our hard servitude and ex- 
tremities were ^ven to Catholic Frincea with 
humUe prayers , this would doe vs good ; but a 
gaine when I called to minde that this had been 
don allready , and that able and noble personages 
had said these things in significant language , 
and that they had in all Courts but cold and de- 
laying answers, I dispair'd of all releefe that 
■way. One of our Bishops having been in Kome 
Anno 1652. Ad visitanda limma Apostolica , bad 
conferrence with the then Cardinal Secretary 
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(sfter Alexander Septimns) bis £minencj said 
to the Bishop, it waa a sensible greefe to his 
Holjuesse to see his Cliildreii of L-land a con- 
stant people in Catbolick Religion kg sorly 
affiicted , and cast doirne , and holy faith allmost 
extinguished, aad that there was noe way possi- 
ble to releeve them ; the Prelate reply'd our 
wonnd is now indeed soe wide and feastered, as 
is very hard to heal it , but when it was fresh , 
not soe wide, and as yet curable > oor Nation 
found no Samaritan that would power oyle and 
wine into it. 

One thing I shall say ; worthy to be written 
in Characters of gold, that a Catholick Prince 
driven out of his owne Dominions , was bee that 
offered fairest Ad rem Catholicorum m Hibernia 
restUuendant ; Charles P. M. late Duke of Loraine 
a CfBsar in fortitude and Resolution , one of the 
greatest Gaptaines Europ had seen for som ages , 
a Prinoe , that by longe experience of crosses 
and Calamities made the world know, Quod td- 
verit forlia agere , %■ fortia pati. 

To this Duke were sent from Irland Anno 
1651. Stilo teteri & Bishop & a Chevalier of high 
quality from the Clergy ; and from the then Vis- 
roy or Lord Deputy and the people a Viscount 
and two noble Clievaliers , all able men and fitt 
to manage soe important a business , as that was. 
The Dnke received thenLwith all afability, and 
after a deliberation , and debate of som monthes , 
they proceeded to an agreement vftry advan- 



tngious to CaUiolick Religion , the king , and 
Nation ; tlie saia of this capitulation was , that 
his highness rndertook to warr vpon the Rebel- 
ling Farkment , to pay the Army and to furnish 
Cannon and all war-like Amnnition vatiil the 
Kingdom were recovered ; and those vndertoofc 
in behalfe of the Nation to raimbours bis high- 
Bess , and to give him for Caution som townes ; 
bis Highness medled not at all with the civill 
governient of the Kingdom , but only with the 
Militia, and was ing^d to restore the Can- 
tionary townes , his disboursments being payd. 
The Duke advanced twenty thousand pistoLj in 
ready mony , six thousand therof went over 
with bis Envoy the Abbot of S. Catharin , whoe 
tooke vp fourteen thousand more of the Mar- 
chuita in Irland , which som was payd them in 
Antwerp by the Dukes order. 

His Highness sent over two little vessels with 
Amunition and Armes, which arrived , and two 
other little vessels were taken vpon the Coast of 
Britanie; The whole came to som thirty thonsand. 
pistols ; and was not this a Prindy and magnifi- 
cent liberality of a Duke then out of his owne 
Country? But let noe man wonder at this, it 
being natural! to the great Dukes of Loraine to 
fight Battles for holy Religion , and the house of 
Grod in all extremities ; and what other can be 
expected from Princes descending from Godefrr' 
king of Hierusalem P I should fill a vollume , if 
I should speak at large of bis warlike feats and 
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vallour , let the day u)d Battle of Xortingham 
atonespeali, wherein werestaine ISOOO Swedes; 
to his rallour and conduct wag attributed a great 
efaara of this victory : Vno verba iu all encounters, 
hee play'd a souldiers part as well as that of a 
Captaine ; Et Ucet/uerit maxinmt Tmperio mililari, 
fait tameu major exemplo /orlUadinit. This di- 
gression , and mention of hia high exploits and 
fortitude , is a gratitude due from mee to liis 
highness, who hath been a patron and fatbur to 
my Countrimen in theire exile ; and confident I 
am God will poure blessings abonndantly vpon 
his gallant Cbilde Prince de Vaudemont , and 
noe teas on his Nephew present Duke Charles of 
Loraine a Prince of great expectation , and on 
the whole family a most glorious hou^, that 
hath evermore defended and protected the Ca- 
tholick Church. 

To speak of the greatness, antiquity, and 
splendor of the house of L<n«ine is but to hold a 
candle to the sunne; All Europ knowes the 
puissance and piety of the house of Guise (a 
branch of Loraine) which gave a Queen to 
Scottland Mary second wife to King lames the 
fifth ^ mother to Queen Mary of Scotts (put to 
death in England by Cruell Elizabeth) gi-eat 
Grandmother to King Charies the second, by 
her right hee is true Heire and King of the 
three Kingdoms. There are otiter noble Fami- 
lies in France , as D'lbouf , Maine , loyes , Har-

cour, and many moro , golden streamea Sowiag 
from theire fouataine the houBe of Guise, (aa 
that from Lomine) those houses have alsoe given 
moat Excellent Heroes and Captains , all of them 
ever true to the iioly Church , and Loyall to 
theire Princ<«, the most Christian Kings. 

Soone after the a foretud Capitulation was 
perfected , our King arriving at Paris , (after the 
defeat and Boote of his army at Wofceater) the 
Duke demanded his Royall assent to the agree- 
ment hee had made with his Catholick subjects : 
the King heervpon cald together his counsell , 
(Ormond was one of them) for giving answer ; 
they Judged it noe way expedient , that the 
King should agree to what had past between the 
Duke and his subjects at firuBseils ; Whicb 
seemed strange to all that heard it , seeing ao4 
Prince in Europ took part with our King , but 
the Duke a lone. It seems this Counsell , (all 
compos'd of Protestants) would not have Irluid 
recovered by a Catholjck Prince , they could by 
noe meanes agree with two Articles of the Capi- 
tulation , the one ; that the Duke had been 
accepted by those contracted with him , for Pro- 
tector Boyall of the Nation , they were leda 
troubled that Cnimwell, who had murthered one 
King , and forced a notber (the Present King) 
out of his Dominions , should take all , then a 
most antient Catholick Duke and his Migestyea 
kinsman should bee sdled Royal Protector of the 
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Cstbolicks of Irland, wli«ras soon after CrumweU 
was over all Europ called Protector of the three- 
Kiugdoma. 

The other displeasing Article was, that his 
Highness engagi'd himselfe to restore Catholick 
Religion in Irland in its splendor, and soe 
Catholick was the Duke , as hee chieflj took in 
hand oar quarrell for making good this Article. 

The Capitulation (from which wee hoped for 
preservation) being blasted in this Kinde, his 
Uiyestey Employed two Envoyes to the Duke , 
an £nglish Protestant Lord , and Sr. Henry de 
Visque his Majesties tlien Resident in Brussell, 
with those the King returnd the Duke thanks hj 
n Einde letter for his care of his intrest , and de- 
sired him to treat with these new men; who 
were curtaously received by his Highness ; hut 
at the second conference hee told them hee did 
not know what matter of Capitulation coold pass 
between faim and theire master, who had not at 
that tyme in his owne possession as much as one 
Citty , wal'd-towne , fort , or Port in his thre^ 
Kingdoms ; yet not withstanding if his Majesty 
would bee pleas'd to consent to the Articles hee 
had perfected with the aforesaid Catholick com- 
missioners , hee would perform all of his part ; 
which answer being not accepted by the Kings 
counsell , the Duke by a hani^m manirest soon 
after , dischu'g'd hb owne honour from all blame 
and Imputation touching tlie foremontioned Ca- 
pitulation and agreement

Be pleased my civill reader to consider the de- 
plora)^e and sadd condition of the Catholicks of 
Irland at thai tyrae. Theire spiritnall fathers , 
the Bishops, and theirs Lower Pastors and the 
Beligious men asaieting them in the vjn-yard , 
were many of them sent into exile , (in one yeare 
fourteen Bishops) the Noblemen and all the Ca- 
tholick gentry haled violently ont of theire owne 
houses , and lands , and shntt vp in a comer of a 
Province (naked and disarmed) either to be all 
murthei-ed in one day, (there was a consnltation 
of officers to that purpose , but they agree'd not , 
God would not have aoe many Innocents Massa- 
cred at one tyme) or to perish in many days in 
famin , miseries , and servitude as many of them 
ended afterwards : The lawes prescrib'd to them , 
were cruell and Barbarous ; if any of them went 
to a sea-port or to any other Province withont 
express order and licence, it was lawfull to kill 
them whersoever they were found; to keep a 
Musquett , sword , or any other weapon , or pow- 
der in a Catholicks bouse , was present death ; to 
receive or harbor a priest , was aboe death ; and 
there was a nother thing as yet more bloody. 
They framed an ingagement to he taken by dl 
sorts of men vpon oath , to obey the Parlament , 
and renounce the King and (he family of the 
Stuarts for ever , and all took a ticket of having 
taken that ingagement , and poor men , that had 
not theire tickets about them , were killd vpon 
the high way by the souldiers for not having it ; 
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these were tbe execrable Lawes the CatTiolicks 
then liu'd vnder. The Lord of UnDood bad go- 
vemed the Catfaolicka as the Kings Lord lAtate- 
nont about those tymes , but when CramweU 
came over, and like a lightning passed tbrough 
the Land , taking in Prorincee , wali'd Townes , 
and Cittja ; bee never appear'd , never fougbtthe 
Enemy , nor releered any place beseeged ; (truly 
wee found nothing in him of CouuBell or forti* 
tude) and when all was lost but two Townes and 
ooe Province , (which were soon after taken) bee 
past into France, and left the Catbolicks to the 
butchery. 

The counsell by this means destroy'd the con- 
tract. And were not these Counsellors well 
nSected to Catholicks, that vpon a serious 
deliberation would not have the Catbolicks pre- 
served, and protected by a Catholick Prince, 
but left to the mercy of Crumwell a bloody 
tyrant? The forwardest of all in doeing this 
Mischief was Ormond ; this was the Kindness to 
T3 of that man ever fatall to Catbolicks. 

An Italian gave to a great person , wh»<e 
qnalitys hee knew well , this Character, Inimicui 
gnwunmiu , & amicus kviigitaui. Which may be 
well apply'd to Ormond in relation to Catbolicks ; 
his anger to them was still inplacable, and his 
Kindness sleight and vncertaine , his frindship , 
was a Court i'rindship , much like those druggs 
of Apothicaries , that are hott in the mouth , 
and cold in operation ; what good and faire 
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words did thia ffobleman give to the CftthoUcks 
of Irlaod when hee came from the Queen and 
Prince in the yeare 1648. To conclude a peace 
with them P'the words in his mouth then , were 
hott and comfortable , but when they came to 
operation , they were indeed but rotten drugga. 

After thia feat hee had don in Paris , (the 
casting a way the Duke of Loraines IVotection) 
hee was with the King ia the low countryg , and 
there hee dissembled and tampered with th« 
good plaine Irish , and gave them good words 
and frindly promises of doing them great good , 
if Grod reatoPd the King ; the King was restwed , 
and Ormond turo'd hie eailes and playd another 
game , and stuck close to Clarindon , that studied 
our Ruin, hee then made a stepp further, and 
closed in great Kindness with Orery and the 
Crumwelions ; the Catholicks claiming theire 
owne landes and estates produced good Evi- 
dences , Justice and theire Innocency ; (bnt 
those were of little value with Ormond , and 
Clarindon ;) Orery with hb band of Crumweliana 
show'd gold and pretious gifts , and those proved 
strong Evidences : Ormond then fell of cleorly^ 
from vs , and injured vs without ail feare , and 
commonly where there is noe feareof revenge, 
ill given men have noe conscience or feare ef 
offending others ; with Clarindon all things were 
vendible , and with Ormoud all was lawfull , thiit 
was not vnprofitable. 

I present you with a wise fable, and I think . 
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to my purpose, ^sop aays. Heu mi&i (inqait 
vu^e* rubo) confugi ad te tanquam ad auxilia- 
lorem , led tu pefut me tractatli ; kens tu (inquit 
rubui) errasti , qua me apprekendere votuisfi , 
ftti omneg apprekendere toleo. " A lass (said 
the fox to the great bramble) I come flying to 
the as to a shelter ani frind: but thou ha^t 
handled mee werss then I was before : but tha 
bramble said , a loss poor fox thou art a stray in 
takiog gripe of mee , for thou knowest I scratch 
all that Handels mee." 

My courteous reader , that Ormond hath all- 
ways been a great biwnble cruelly scratching and 
tormenting the Cstholicks of Irland , this little 
booke , I put in your hand , will show evidently. 
I have spent some houres of Leasure , God was 
pteos'd to afford mee about this little worke , 
wherin I set downe sincerly the malice , craft , 
luglings , and slights , of those , that have con< 
triu'd our ruine ; noe nun will appeare vpon the 
stage see ottcn and frequently as Ormond, in 
acting his part in our Tragedy ; this is the best 
account I can give to my Countrimen of my ionge 
silence in my solitude. 

I know my owne weakness , and the slowness 
of my tallent , but I had tyme at will for helping 
this i the sneile corns to the topp of the hilt in. her 
due tyme , as well as the Eagle, and with tyme 
and straw (as they vse to speake) men ripen 
medlers , and soe doe men theire affaires with 
leasnre and meanes, and who will doe a thing well, 
must have patience to tarry till it may be well 
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don; I bad patience and leasure enough, and at 
length I have brougUt my designe to an end , 
whether it be well done m noe , I leave lo the 
judgment of the impartiall readw. 1 gave notice 
of what was doa to a Doctor of devinity, a 
person of Emminent Learning , and to other 
frinds in Paris , they vig'd mee with strouge 
lynes , to print all was don without delay : I 
alsoe writt to a Tenerabie Prelate then living in 
Flanders, whose judgment I much esteemed, 
and the inviolable Amity between va of a bove^ 
45 yearea ; bee quite beyond my expectation 
disswaded the printing , and gave reasons that 
seemed sound , bee would not blame those pressed 
mee to the printing , nor judge ill of theire in- 
tentions , but was of opinion , they had not 
rightly considered the more substantial! ciroum- 
atances of the matter , and eayd , deare frind 
my advice in this point is. Fetttjia Lenle, bee 
suggested that regard should be had of Oimonds 
nobic Catbolick Ancestors, and specially of his 
Grand-father Walter Earle of Ormond , and of 
his owne pious parents , and of his Brother Hr. 
Bichard Butler a Chavaliere of great devotion , 
and yet valliant in the face of his Enemy , and 
of his sisters , all of thent vertuous Catbolick' 
Ladys ; bee knew them all , and was well knowne 
to some of them : certainly I did not think this 
very reuerend church-man had been soe kind 
to Ormond , bis letter hee ended with these lynes. 
Hy worthy fr'md , I beseech you bee as kinde 
to Oimond , as the overseer of the vyn-yard was 
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to tbe flggtree in bis charge , who , (when tbe 
Lord of the vjn-yari finding noe fruict in the tiiee- 
ta hee expected sayd in anger Saccide ergo illam 
^c. " Cat downe thia ynprofltable tree , why 
doth it Btttnd beer and ocupy the ground for 
nothing ?") Answered (grieving the tree ahonld 
be fallne ,) " I pray let the tree alone for a nother 
yeare , mtill I shall digg about it , and dung it , 
if it shall happily yield fruite, if not you shall 
cutt it downe." What can wee tell (sayd my 
frind) if Ormond may not as yet yield fruicte, 
and comfort all tliose hee hath afflicted. Have 
therefore patience with him for a while , even 
for the vertue & piety of his very noble Catbolick 
fore-fathers. 

I yielded to this venerable persons ludgment , 
and suspended the printing from the yeare 1668. 
to thia 1676. Waiting still what Ormond would 
doe , and if hee would relent , and becom frindly to 
his Countiy ; bat all this tyme nothing is done : 
The great Lord of the vyn-yard findes noe 
Charity in him , hee is allways the same , a 
hard harted-man, and our vnplacable enemy. 
Hee IB Btill a high fig-tree, bearing great leaves 
of vanity , (bat noe fruicte) sucking vp the fatt 
and upp of the earth , and therby starving all 
the plants round about him, thousands of wi- 
dowes, Orphans & Innocent sooles: hee kept 
tbe heat of the sune from vs all , (the kicgx 
mercy ,) hee barred all lustice t« be don vs , and 
tbe general! pardon to be extended to vs , 
(wee only have been excepted and excluded 
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from Ihat Grace by this Noble mana cunning 
crtielt)'.) Wee have dig'd about him to louge, 
and Epent our dung in vaine , Onnond will yield 
noe fruicte ; (hee is a Babilon will not be c'ured.) 
God hath borne longe with his doeing evill , hee 
hath longe held his peace , but hee will not hold 
liU peace still ; hee will in the end cuct downe 
in his anger this high Bterrill tree , vnworthy to 
Btand any longer vpon earth ; and for his sin and 
crnelty against his country and nation, will 
likely pull downe bis house and generation , whioh 
wee noe way desire. 

I make heer a sincere protestation before God 
end men , that I contend not against tbis Noble- 
mans person or dignity , I honour bis noble Ca- 
tholick bonse , and soe mncb care I have of his 
sonle , aa I am ready to shed my blood for doing 
him good that way ; my minde therefore is , to 
deliTer his artifices , pOTfidie , revenging minde, 
and rankor against my Nation , which I will doe 
plainly and faithfully, without art and passion , 
thinking in my minde it will redound to Gods 
glory to vex this Childe of pride, that hath 
vexed and persecuted soe longe, and soe sharply 
thousands of Gods humble Children , and brought 
them to distruction. I pat an end to this preface 
letting fly an arrow at Onnond (a sharp-ended 
one) out of the Prophets Quiver , * "In Uie land 
of the holy bee hath done wicked things , and 
hee shall not see the glory of our Lord."

Mt fatber (well kDowne in the country bee liod 
in) vras pleoaed to send mee a broad Ajino 1637> 
(three jeares before the Irish wan*) to be bred 
vp in vertue and learning, and I made bj Gods 
blessing that progreaa in mystudies , oa I came 
to a convenient fortune , vhich I am to Enjoy 
all my life : soe aa I never intend to retume to 
my country , and yet I cannot in nature butiove 
the people , and hartily lament their woea, ca- 
lamitys, msuportable servitude. Demaunding 
from those exiled the present state of the Nation , 
they ell told mee , ther was notbing to be aeen at 
home , but ImcIus Sf pavor , men, woemen , in- 
fkate , widowes, and orphans, alt squallid , na- 
ked i langnisbing and even dying with famine ; 
Prok dolor: denigrataexl luper carboiuifacuteonmi 
fr Hon jmt eogwti in plateu , adhant ctUu ottHtiu 
tomm. And all this tyme I saw none would 
speake the horrid injurys the Nation anSered. 
At length I saw a small book bearing thia title. 
" A namtive of the settlement and sale of the 
Kingdom of Ireland by the Earle of Clarindon 
printed Anno 1660." Tberecameout Anno 1674. 
a little treatis aUled. " The Bleeding Iphigenia," 
an excellent piece , ehiefly against Clarindon & 
Orrery onr capitall Enemys. But this last dis- 
course called " The Vntuud Desertor of Loyall 
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men & true frinda," (The AuUior I have 
never seen noc kDowne) proving cle&rly Ormond 
to have been tlie greatest Eneraie the Nation ever 
had , (all men aay the Bame) is the most excellent 
thing of all I saw , sound and well ordered , full 
of trueth , strong in sence , & containing faire 
& Christian documents ; by which the author 
hath for ever oblig'd the whole Nation. This 
man tells the King freely , that suffering himselfe 
to be deluded by ministers of III meaning, 
(chiedy Clarindon & Ormond) they took the oper- 
tunity like two whales & monsters of Avarice 
& crulety to devour his faithful! subjects ; wher- 
fore hee pittifully complaines, that justice was 
not don to the oppressed. 

Even with Pagans the opinion of sanctity and 
lustice in theire King was great. Magnus 
CffTut nan centebat convenire cuiquam jntperium, 
qui non melior estet eijs , qKihM imperarit. Mexioa- 
RoniDi aatem mot erat , gtti gvotiei regem aligtuni 
tuntam itun^urareTit , Iiujaraadum ab illo postulabaU, 
qnod luilitiam eaet admim^Tatarat , non appreaanu 
sabditos ,- /atunu in beUofortii ac itrenuut ; evratftr 
TTuque dmiqne, vt sol cursttm auuia ac iplendorem re- 
tauret , nuiej targirentw plueias , Jtuvij matiareiU 
aquit ; ^ terra snot proferret fmctiu. And a 
nother Author says. ^nnu« bonus non taut de 
bonis fructibtu, quam de juste Tegnanlibus est 
existimandus. God grant to all Chriatiaa Kings 
to rule with Justice &. peace , Amen.

FIRST CHAPTER. 

The long silence the Irish Catholicks had 

tcith Ormond (Since the king's 

comminge in) did redound 

much to theyr i 

lo»$e. 

To know wlien to speak, and when to be 
Bilent, is a commendable virtue : SaJomon the 
wisest of men , taught this lesson to men \a thes 
words. Tempus est taeendi , and tempwt hqitendi 
he began with tempiu tacendi , and his reason 
was, qwa veritOM (inqvit legit lator) prima tacendo 
diteitur , poglea doeondo prcedicatur , trnth is first 
learned by silence , next published by teaching. 
Socrates that famous Grecian, tapiejiiiisimiu ko- 
flWNiffi pronuncod by the Oracle, did mnch 
commend Silence vnto his disciples, and with 
great reason , in as much as Uiere is greater 
wisdom , and lesse danger in being silent , 
then in speaking ; wherefore Symonides one of 
the wisest men of his owne time , was often 
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heard to say, togulam me esse dolui MBpS , tacuitie 
wtTuptam, "often have I repented totave spoaken , 
never for having hel4 my peace ;" notwithstand- 
ing all thes great encoinis of Silence , celebraled 
by Boe many wise S^es in all tymes , nevertbe' 
lease a long and vnseasonable Silence, is, and 
may be as blameable , aa the other is recom- 
mendable. 

To be Silent and hould my peace when an 
-open injurie is don to tdj Keliglon , countrie and 
Parents, ia neither wisdom pietie , nor vertue 
to be commended ; this b , and hath been (as I 
peroeave) the long Silence the Catholicks of 
Irlond, had with the Lord Duke of Ormood 
giving him both time and leasure, to worke 
theyr mine and downfall , witholit preventing 
the same (in a just forme and seasonable time) by 
theyr instant adresses , to the kii% , councel , or , 
any else. 

We have kept a longer Silence (to our great 
detriment) then Pythagoras his schollars have 
don , theyr Silence was limited to five yeares 
only , before theyr publick Tentamens in st^oole , 
for the performance of which Magister dixit , 
was sufficient to them; but we, poore soulesl 
have been silent neer now vpoo thirteen yeares , 
suffering with all patience the open wrongs , 
and manifest Detriments this NoUe-man have 
donvs, Boe that vnder the notion of a friend, 
we discovered him at long-running to be our 
open enemie. 
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The same Onnond's speech ^oone after the 
kings hnppia restauration) to Orrery, Month- 
rath , Clotbworthy , Mervin , and such otbera 
of that fortnnet tnbe , have been in thia nature, 
Omnea bettia agri venite ad devorandum (netnpe 
Ibemiam) Vrnveria bestia: taltua. " All yee beasts 
of the field come to devonre (be means Irland) 
All yee beasts of the forreet." "What were we 
doing ? Where have we been ? Or what be- 
came of oar senses at that time when Ormond 
convoked tbos men to devours vb ? We were 
all of TS in a deepe Silence , much like men in a 
fatal lethargic , soe as the words of the same 
prophet may be properly said of us Spectilatores 
ejui (id ait Ibemia) cmei omnet , neMcUntttt VniiieTsi , 
amei muii nor valentei latrare , vidaUes viata , dor- 
miaUei., ^ taaaUet lomma , "her watch-men all 
blind hauB been ignorant ; dumb doggs not able 
to bai^E eeeynge vain things , sleeping and loving 
dreams :" truly wee were M much like bewitched- 
people , dotinge upon a man ^ that loiied us not , 
and like men dreaming vain dreams; ourBiahops, 
and churchmen (lett these venerable persons 
^iue me leave to speake my sentiment) our 
Bishops I say , and Cleargymen , were but coms 
fflttfi mm vaienUi latrare. I did not Bee, nor 
beare of any in that numerous congregation (a 
monghst whom there haue been several Teamed 
and wise men) that haue written any thinge 
to this purpose , in characteriEing (as they 
Bhould baue don) this great man , and his craftie 
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designes to the publiok mine , ezceptinge one of 
the divines (that then attended upon the Eccle- 
sia^ical congregation of whom mentti^. was 
made in our pref^e) who composed a substantial , 
and solid peece replenished with uncontroulable 
reasons, justifijng, the just rejection of that 
peace , made and agreed , in the kingdom's be- 
haUe (by certain Commissioners) with Ormond 
in the yeara 1646. this rejection of that peace 
Ormond takes tor pelra scatidali, and as a dis- 
honour (forsooth) to his person , soe that, from 
that day to this houre he hath been , and is still 
an open enemie to the Bishops of Irland and 
Cleargy; this divine that I speak off, did in a 
sober and modest stile plainly set foorth what 
Ormond did intend , and said nothinge in all that 
peece but what was just and reasonable aa now 
more clearly we see; this worke came to my 
hands, and haue perused it with much attention, 
out of wch I haue collected partly some light for 
my furtherance in this present tractat , and now 
behoold the Bishops (at that time exiled in this 
Kingdom , to whose Judgment he submitted that 
worke) would not haue this wel studied peece to 
to see either presse , or light , in soe much , that 
those elncubrations , and labours were set a side 
and rendered uselesse and fruitlesse to the 
Nation. 

I doubt not but the prelata intended wel , 
though otiiei'wise fell out , for they were still in 
a charitable hope and expectation that Ormond 

.....Coogic 
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in time would Relent, and doe tlie nation good, 
but they , and railliona besides theyr Lordships , 
bane been mistaken in Onnond , whose indignn- 
tioD more and more daylie increasing (not satis- 
fied in tbe extremities of our woes aod calamities) 
Beems rather to rejoyce in the continuation of 
onr afflictione , and annihilation of our persons , 
then to gine any aigae of relentmeut or hopea of 
any good; a glorie without honnour. 

Never did any Uagiciaa charme with speU , 
«r philters any sort of men , more then thiB 
Onnood did that hannelesse people , by what art , 
or fascination is to me unknowns. 

In London soe wounderfull was the veneration 
my Countre-men had to this great man's person , 
and ftoe great was theyr zeale to please , and loath 
in tbe least to displease him , as even when some 
begun to apprehend fearea and jelouaies of sini- 
strous proceedings , perceaving things not to goe 
as they expected, yet not with standing they 
scarce durst mutter theyr to well grounded feares 
and fiuspitioDB each unto an other, and this con- 
tinued for a long time, every man was, sicttt 
mvttu non aperient os suum in the cause of £e- 
ligion and countrie , though they haue seen evi- 
dently his daylie heapinge of injuries upon the 
nation: nay some were soe etarck blind, and 
slumbred upon this fatal Duke, as even after he 
poeseeaed wroungfuUy theyr estates and fortunes , 
they were construing all to the best , and sup- 
poaing some deep misterie of pietie in the man , 
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and yet conld giue noe reason for such theyr vain 
conjectures and hopes ; EOiiie in theyr priuat dis- 
courses (as if they were deluded by fiends and 
specters) wid imagin some fiiture g<wd Ormood 
would doe the nation , this epidemical dimnis and 
Btupiditie attached the judgment and braines soe 
firmly of many , that several of them could not 
be persuaded but Ormond would as yet giue them 
a day of rejoycement and happiness ; I haae 
been much amaied, and noe lesse perplexst , after 
seeyng and hesriag some of theyr silly and sim- 
ple expressions , pronuuced in theyr priyat con- 
fabulations in London , and letters from that 
cittie to thes ports much to this efiect, " Ormond" 
{said one) "will never betray ua, hell never 
shrinke from us , he is our owne , his intention* 
are good ;" an other said : " Ormond is to Noble 
to doe soe base an Act , it is not his Kinde to 
doe unworthie things , " his father and Mother," 
(quoth the third man) ■■ were constant true Ca- 
tiiolicks ," (that is indeed true) " was not I be- 
seech you, his grand-father" (said the fourth 
man) " Walter earle of Ormond , for his devotion 
atiled Walter of the beads and rosarie? will the 
child of soe good, soe godly, and vertuous pro- 
genitours , deceave the confidence , wee his conn- 
tremen doe place in him ? noe , it cannot be ; 
happie are we that he is soe great with bis Ma- 
jestic , for though he seems at present some what 
could towards us , and to shake hands with Orrery 
and the rest of the Cn»iiweHan faction , yet his 
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birt howeaer it with us , and for us , lie may for 
ft tiaie fftvonr theyr wajes , but to alick for good 
and all to ench men , rebeUiona enimies to the 
Eing , and to Mm eetfe , is a thing I can not be- 
leeue , for you must know that Ormond is a viife 
man , a great politician , you shall see in time how 
handaomly he will wind bimselfe out of thejrr 
clftves." 

These and snch like idle Senuocinations was 
theyr discourse , but slack 1 thes wise men did 
but flatter them selves and the time with such 
frivolous thoughts and oonjeotures , grounding 
the fundation of theyr future prosperitie in Or- 
mond's affection to the nation , and his special 
cftre of theyr preservation , which was in good 
earnest but to raise theyr building upon a funda- 
tion of sands , or as I may say to build castels 
in the ayre ; but ttro jopiunt Pkryges , the web is 
dispelled that couered ouer our eyes, we can, 
tanieni, see something, and much like thos that 
rested long under the luniper tree (whose sha- 
dow is both noxious and griyons to nature) when 
they a wake , feele a violent head-ach i soe we , 
hauing slept and sinmbred long (without due care 
to oar owne preservation) under the noxious sha- 
dow of Ormond's apparent afiections , at last ex- 
perecled , hauing opned onr eyes , we find our 
head, heart, and whole body in a far worse dis- 
temper then they that laid under the luniper 
tree ; our feauer is mounted to a hectical height , 
psrtly by our owne carelessness , and cheefiy by 
the improper administration of our physitian 
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Orraond, who instead of BolHtiferous potions, 
deluded us with poyson ; This Noble nmn hiiiie 
poysoned (as I may say) the heart of' us all (I 
mean of his Majestie) with toxical councels , and 
iaUaeiouB informations against us, soo aa this 
poyson possessing the vitals , we are faintinge 
and must of need perish , if the antidot cordials 
of his Majestie's goodness , in whom , next to 
God as the fontaine of mercy and justice ,'we | 
place all trust and hope, will not affoord us life 
and comfort , which antidot cordials hane been 
hitherto (as is evidently Knowne) unjustly de- 
tained from us , by the suggestions of Ormond 
and Clarindon. 



CHAPTER II. 

A diligerU Search off the motifs and 

induced Ormond to forsake (since the j 
kitiga restauration) the Catholicks 
oflrland, and to stick to the 

Cramwelians. I 

We are now to search out the motifs induced : 
Ormond abandon the Catholicks, and cause ' 
moved him to this suddain separation ; whether 
by ill chance , the Catholicks plotted against his 
life , person , libertie , or fortuues P or whether 
they with-drew first from him, or haue given any 
occasion or offence sufficient to compel him ta 
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Hich a repentinoua mutstion ? or whether it was 
tbe king's interest (for the better settlement of 
that kingdom under the crowne) made him fallen 
hands with them new open , and forsake the old 
stead-fast friends ? 

There is ooe man wilt beleeue that soe noble 
a person, soe compleat a stat«B-iDaa, soe much 
esteemed in court and cittie for gallantrie , and 
honour , a man soe much cried up for his tnte- 
gritie , and good nature , to be the paramount of 
thousand , as all his frinds (in the beginning of 
his power) gane out of him , then when he bc- 
gon to haue dealing with the confederate Catho- 
licks ; there is not a man , I aaj would beleeue 
that a person of such nnparaklled parts , would 
deflect soe nastilie in that nature from them with- 
out some efiicatious ground , nnd reason. 

This unexpected catastrophe , as it suggested 
matter of admiration to all sort of people , soe it 
hath struken even dumb his neerest relations, 
and thes his friends , that most dearelj respected 
him, in soe much as they durat not speake on© 
woord in defience of this his instabilitie ; I am 
confident his grace wanted not such persons, his 
close sticklers , men skil'd both in the engliah and 
lattin letters (which formerly with heat and leale 
were ID a readiness to maintaine , by hooke , or 
CTooke , with apparent and seeming ratiocinations 
Iiis sinistrous doeyings , faults , and faylings) now 
In this matter they dare not appeare to justifie 
bis running away from tbe camp of Israel , to 
c 
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the Phylistin's field , from the associttion and 
amitie of honourable and iionestl; true men (the 
kings good subjects , and his owne steadfast 
frinds) to a Cromweliau faction , that heald out 
Boe long in bloudjr rebellion against the cronne 
and roj*l family ! even Father Waylah himselfe 
(who beyound all mortals Sacrifices himselfe to 
Onnoad , and who have written soe much of that 
Nobla mans constancie , vertues , and supeTemi- 
nent talents) sits now mute , and silent , he layes 
nothing , gives not a word in vindication of his 
great patron's defection from his friends , alii- 
ances , and conntriemen t I perceave the fatbere 
mind and the cause of his silence in this matter, 
he knowea it is hard for him , inoita Minerva, Sp 
petfima exutente catua to la; hand to his pen> 

His Orace , the duke himselfe is sensible, there 
are several inducing and obliginge reaaoDS, for 
continuing his afiection (if he had been soe 
pleased) and association with the Caliiolicks of 
Irland; as may be, tiie antiquitie, greatness, 
and Catholick pietie of his familie, and renowned 
Ancestoura for soe many hundred yearas in that 
Kingdom of Irland , his vast patrimonie , th« 
Noble houses of two Viscounts , three Barrons, 
and great number of rich , and worthie families 
of Knights , and Esquires descended lineally from 
his pedigree , that his Noble brother Mr. Kichard 
Buttler , his vertuous sisters , gallant Ladies , 
were borne in that land , and have theyr estates 
and beeing therin , add to this the alliance of 

.....Coogic 
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several other peers of the land to hia familie ; all 
which are undeniable and strong indacemuits , 
powerfnU to move , and bind aocli a person , or 
any other to love the Catholioks of Irland and 
closely fasten unto them , in all theyr just con- 
cernments , and undertakingH. 

Id this place Z would faine Know , what had 
Orrery , Monthrath , and the rest of that crue to 
doe with the house of Ormond ? did there I^ 
eood lucke intervene at any time tuixt Uieyr 
families and his, any concatenation of mar- 
ri^ee ? any relation of consangoinitie P any 
flrme connection of anstained friendship P not 
that ener or I conld heare off; but all to the 
conb-arie , well Knowne they were bis deadly 
enemies , and stared with an envioaa eye vpon 
his Lustre and Splendour, who like unto a 
procerons Cedar they perceaved did overtopp 
them selves. 

His Grace (I suppose) will not aay he deserted 
the Catholicks (whose lojaltie to the crowne of 
Sngland have been sufficiently Knowne , even to 
the very rebella themselves) to joyne in friend- 
ships with these freash men (but stale rebells) 
for better advancing and securiDg his Majesties 
interest P certiunly a man of my lord's Judgement 
(aa I am confident) wid blush to pretend any 
such excuse , or to say soe : my lord of right 
should a gon with more moderation in soe wughtie 
a matter, and nioely ponder (before pacting 
trieudship with them) whether or noe (^ley that 
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have been for soe m&ny yeares , fyrie and sworne 
enemies to the King and crownc) would a.t long 
triall prove worthie of hia amitie , or of any other 
man's else , that had been atill faithfull and loyall 
to the King and crowue ; this my lord neglected 
to have don , but rather , by his repentinous con- 
junction of friendship with those well approved 
uud trustie ministers of Cromwel , gave occasion 
to several wise men to suspect, and tbinke that 
Ormond did not much in heart averse Cromwel, 
nor dislike of hia proceedings , and that which 
we doe wonder at , is , that all this while we couU 
noL see , nor heare by mouth or pen any apolo^e 
from this good duke , that may give tliB world 
satiiifaction for his soe doeing. 

In my opinion his Grace bad good reason to 
be silent in this matter , and to conceale from the 
eyes , and cares of men , the cunning motifs , 
slights , and arcana's that pusshed him on : for to 
manifest his reasons , were maaifestare erroret ia- 
excKsabiiBi moi. Seeing then that heerin my 
lord duke is pleased to be silent ; I hope hia 
Grace will give the looser leave to speake , and 
discover to the world the reasons deduced his 
Grace from the right roade of vertue .justice , 
pietie, and honnour, (deserting his trustie old 
friends) to kint vnexpected new suddrfn friend- 
ship , with his old enemies ; it is to well Knowne 
to our woe-full experience, he made the worst 
use a christian noble man conid have don , of the 
power hci bad from bis majestic , in order to the 
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Catholick interest of Irland striving ; constantlj 
und mnsing how to subvert , and suppress equitie 
and justice to our destraction , which have been 
the cheefest ground induced him to tJiia associa- 
tion , with the Cromweliaoa , that at once , and 
along with them he toslj plunder our houses , 
fortunes , and estates ; and soe really it fell oat , 
for of all men be had the fattest , fayrest , and 
greatest share. 

The greatness of fais person cannot terrifie me 
Avm apearing for my countrie, and countrie- 
men , nor from spewing clearly , freely , and 
plainly the tmth , if in case I shtUl specie , or 
write any thinge ungroundedly I shall desire 
some of his learned sticklers take the paynes to 
answer for him , and confute me , if he can ; (we 
know bis lordship batb more Hierelings , para- 
sita , and flaterers , then true friends , and I 
beleeve 'his Grrace will find my, saying to be 
true I afibre he dyes ; for it will be but the just 
judgment of God, that he, who deserted his 
honest and true friends , should be desert«d by 
all ; I could hartily wish in the meane time he 
bad in him these tme rertues , that would both 
merit , and deserve true friends. 

For compassing what I haue taken in band , 
the right doore and ingresse to my discourse , 
most be a true and naked relation of Ormonds 
dealings and transactions , with the Cathoiicks of 
Irland since the first vnfortunat day they Knew 
him ; tina will make the reader Enow what 
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manner of nun lie was , aad is , whether of ver- 
tue , oi' vice , love or hatred to the Catholicks of 
Irland ; all wch I wil endevour Succintly , with 
candid veritie (soe save me God) to performe , 
craning from mj benevolous reader the patience 
off perusing all with attention, and to iiuepend 
his ludgment till Full; instructed of all that 
past. 

It is not my present intent to stand vptMi iua- 
tifying the reuolution and warr of that Kingdom , 
begun the yeare 1641 . to which they were for- 
cibly compelled ; I haue understood that matter 
19 performed alaredy and soundiie to the pur- 
pose , hy askiifaller quil then myne : my present 
scope is , and will be , to have the reader Kdow 
what Ormond did in that warr, and aftber the 
warr, and soe I dout not but the reader will be 
able to passe a free and impartiall ludgment vpon 
his Grace , and me ; and next whether his de- 
sertinge of the Catholicks , and combining with 
tlie new men , is or can be lustifiable and ex- 
cusable ; 

To this therefore effect , the reader may un- 
derstand, that the now duke, (then Earle) of 
Ormond , at the beginning of this warr , was 
leulenant Genei-al of the Kings forces under the 
lords justices, 8r. William Parsons and Sr. lolia 
Uurlace ; I passe by how he demeaned him selfe 
in that high post, either shewing enimitie to the 
Catholicks , or desiring the revolution should be 
suppressed : (some say he was for the suppress-

ing od it) let us suppose lie did what beeame a 
man placed in that office he had , and leave that 



CHAPTER m. 

Heere is shewen how Onnond wa» chosen lord 
lieutenant , and his several cessations 
made with the confederate Catho- 
lics , arid vast sumrnes of monys 
receaved to transport over 
souldiersfor his majes- 
ties ; service. 

This Sr. 171111801 Parsons a could , rigid, and 
wise-man , but at) inveterat enemie to the Catho- 
licke religion and Catholicks . at once with Sr. 
Adam Loftus , Sr. Robert Meridech , Sr. lohn 
Temple , and others of the councel became much 
addicted to the House of commons in England 
(which house began at that time to contest and 
be at variance with the King) and in good faith 
made noe other use of his Majesties power and 
Sword of lustice in that Kingdom, then to in- 
crease and kendle (rather than quench) the flame 
of tliat revolution , which they cated a rebellion ; 
heere you are to observe , that the said lords 
lustices and aboue specified councellours , though 
they were disloyal and perfidious to the King , 
yet the false and petnicious relations thes knaves 
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gave , and divulged by proclamations of the Irish , 
that the vniversalitie of the Catbolicka of Irland 
got up into a new rebellion (whereas for one 
Catholick that was engaged in that revolution, 
there were thousands in the nation knew nothing 
off it , even the nobilitie , citties and gentrie of 
the nation were soe) they were easily beleeved 
in that theyr false and Malicious aspersion ; soe 
that his Majeatie did noe lease call and 6steeme 
us rebeUea , then the House of conunons in Eng- 
land did ; these men's disaffection to the King , 
and thejT Treacherie , beyng at lengbt disco- 
vered , his Majestie recalled theyr commissiona , 
and appointed Ormond lord lieutenant of the 
Kingdom : after his Excellenoie was invested 
with this new commission and power , the par- 
lament of England more and more growing 
stroung in hostilitie against the King, and de- 
claring open warr to bis M^estie , (which was 
plain rebellion , not like the painted rebellion of 
Irland) his Excellency, who had at that time j 
trustie friends in the Councel of the confederal I 
Catholichs , treated with the assembly of said ' 
Catl-olicks , and in their absence, with the fore- 
said Coancel for a Cessation of armes between 
his Fartie and theirs ; to which the Catholicks 
did Freely and willingly consent , and to that 
effect graunted and paied over to my lord Lien- 
tenant thirty thousand and eight hundred pounds 
sterling for to transport over into England some 
of the Kings forces , to Suppresse the rebellion 
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in that Kingdom ; this free speedy , and loyaU 
contributionofsoe vast a summe of monies, in soe 
seasonable a time , to furnish and pay the Kings 
souldiers against the rebella of Knghind , was noe 
signe of rebellious hearts in the Catholicks. As 
for what these forces ferried over did there, 
wlietbei' they beat the rebells , or were beaten , 
is not toy snbject in hand ; I come to my lord of 
.Onnond , who for some yeares continued his 
capitulations , and treatings with the Catholicks 
of Irland , and did indeed wijre-draw them to 
theyr great losse , both to the dishartning of their 
souldiers , consumption of their treasures , and 
letting slip great advantages of service ; great 
matters we expected from Ormond , and noe lesse 
did our Commissioners tell us ; that be was ready 
Gondesci^nd to our demaunds , and graunt us good 
things , but in the end litle or nothing was don ; 
not withstanding all tliis , any thing that seemed 
to be with the Kings interest , or for the Kings 
service did much relish with the Catholicks , and 
soe desirous and forward we were to make peace 
with any party the King owned to be his owne , 
84 we omitted to pursue vigorously a good warr , 
and at long running wee made noe good peace 
for libertie. Religion, Fortunes, or honour of 
the Nation. 
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CHAPTER IV. 



Glatimorffans peace rendered voide by the 

Kinffs^ disavowina any authoritie ^ 

given to that effect. 

Twice ve concluded peace li; our Commifflion- 
ers , the one off which have been .with-the Eorle 
of Glanmorgait, and the other with Onnond: and 
io fin Wee had neither peace , nor the assorance 
of a peace ; the said Earle of Glanmorgan , 
shewed us under the privat signet a faire and 
large cotnmisaion he had from the King, autho- 
rizing him to conclude a peace with us, and to 
graunt us such favourable conceBsions for reli- 
gion, as Onnond the Kings Lieutenant (who 
also had a commission under the great seale) 
could not Fublickly graunt , or be seen in ; this 
peace made with Glanmorgan became voyd and 
of noe force , the King disavowing any power 
given to that effect vnto Glanmorgan t yon sball 
find the Kings disavowing of any such power in 
his booke , commonly coled , Reliiptia Saerm Ca,- 
roliiuB , pi^ ; the 29 : in a message given (as it is 
written) in our court at Oxford the 29 lanu: 
1645. to the speaker of the house of Feeres pro 
tempore , to be communicated to the two houses 
of Parliament at Westminster , and to the com* 
missioners of the Parliament in Scotland.

" His Majestie bavlDg rec«&Ted information from 
tiie lord Leutenant ftnd Councel in Irland , that 
the Earle of Glanmorgan hath , without his or 
thar orders or priuitie , entered into s treaty with 
seme Commissioners on the Boman Catholick 
partiB there , and alsoe drswne yp and agreed 
ruto oertain articles with the said Commiasioners 
highly dert^tory to his Majesties honour , and 
royal dignitie, and most prejndicial vnto the 
Protestant religion and church there in Irland : 
wherevpon the said Earle of G-lanmorgan ia ar- 
rested vpon suspition of high treason , and im- 
prisoned by the said lord Leutenant and Councel , 
at the instance and by the impeachment of tha 
lord Digby , who (by reason of hia place and 
former employment in these a&ires) doth best 
know how contrarie that proceeding of the said 
Earle hath been to his Majesties intentions and 
directions , what great prejudice it might bring 
to hi$ affures , if those proceedings of the Earle 
of G-lanmoi^an should be any way Tnderatood 
to have been done by directions , liking or ap- 
probation of his Mfyestie having in his former 
messages for a personal treaty offered to give con- 
tentment to his two Houses in the btiainess of 
Irlaod , lutth now thought fitting , the better to 
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shew his clearer intectioni, and to give satisfac- 
tion to his two Houses of Farlament , and the 
rest of his subjects in all his kingdoms, to send 
his declarations, to his said houRes , containing 
the vhole truth of the business which is. 

" That the Earle of Glanmorgan having made 
offer vnto his Mdjestie to raise forces in the 
Kingd'om of Irland , and to conduct them into 
Kngland for his Majesties service, had a com' 
mission to that purpose , and to tliat purpose 
only. 

" That he had noe commission at all to treat 
of any thing else , without the privitie , and 
direction of the lord Leutenant, much lesse to 
Capitulat any thing concerning religion ; or any 
propertie belonging either to Church or Laity. 

" That it clearly appeares by the lord lieute- 
nants procediogs with the said Earle , that he 
had noe notice at all of what the said Earle had 
treated , and pretended to have capitulated with 
the Irish , vntiU by accident it came to his 
knowledge, 

" And his Majestie doth protest , that vntill 
such time , as he had advertisment , that the 
person of the said Earle of Glanmorgan was 
arrested, and restrained (as is aboue said) he 
neuer. heard , nor had any kind of notice , that 
the said Earle had entred into any kind of treaty 
or capitulation with the Irish commissioners: 
much lesse that he had concluded or signed these 
articles soe d«atructiue both to Church and Slate , 
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and Boe repugnant to his Majeaties publick pro- 
lessions , and knowne resolution, 

"And for the further vindication of hie Ma- 
jesties honour and Jntegritie heerin , he doth 
declare , that be is soe far from considering anj 
thing contained in those papers , or writings 
framed hy the said Earle, and those commis- 
sioners with whom he treated , as he dotb abso- 
lutely disavow him therein, and both giuen 
commandements to the lord Leutenant and the 
Counsel there , to proceed against the said Earle , 
asone, nhoeitheroutof falseness, presumption, 
or folly, hod soe hazarded the blemishing of bis 
Majesties reputation, with his good subjects, 
and aoe impertinently framed those articles of his 
owns head, without the consent , privitie or di* 
rections of hie M^estie, or the lord Leute- 
nant, or any of bis Majesties Councel there ; but 
true it is , that for the necessarie preservation of 
his Majesties protestant subjects in Irlond , whose 
case was dayly represented voto him to be so« 
desperat, hb Majestie have given commission 
to the lord Leutenant to treat and conclude sivh 
a peace there , as might be for safty of that 
Crowne , the preservation of the protestant re- 
ligion, and noe way derogatory to his.owne 
honour and publick professions." 

You see plainly by tbi^ bis Majesties disavow- 
ing letter of any power given to Glamuorg^i , as 
to the effect of peace to be concluded with the 
confederal Catbolicka , bow Glanmorgans peaue 
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came to nothing , and of noe validitie , though 
much labour , paines and monniea it cost to the 
Mofederat Catholicks ; and not without great 
discredit to the said Earle. As for the peace 
made with Ormond yeare 1646. (who had the 
Kings commission vnder the great seale) it had 
noe better issue then the former , as sbal be made 
cleare out of the aboue specified divine bis writ- 
ings , reasona , arguments , and woords as they 
are put downe. 

And in as mncb as the Bishops and Ckai^ 
their opposition to that peace , hath drawne vpon 
them the implacable anger of Ormond ; pervsing 
what I shall write , you shal be able to iudge the 
reasons given by the Prelats were valid, and 
themselvea honest in their intentions , and vp- 
right in their proceedings , and that they bane 
done nothing but what pietie , and the obligation 
of tbeir pastoral care did require ; conseqaently 
you will graunt that the dukes anger, and ran- 
cour came by noe offence given by the Bishops , 
but through his owne heightie mind , which in 
all matters , and in all occasions must mle and 
domineere, or will have peace, not quietness 
with any man ; this matter comprehending many 
parts , arguments , and circumstances , I shal be 
forced to bestow more time about it. 

It fell out soe , that the confederat Catholicks 
appointed certain persons of qualitig, as Com- 
missoners of trea^ (they appointed others for 
preparing instructions for those that were to treat,

whom iitej oamed commiasioners of instractions) 
t» treat and conclude a peace wiUi Ormond then 
lord Lentenant ; this done in the yeaie 1644. the 
names of those appointed , were Richard lord 
Tisconnt of Mongaret, Donogh lord viscount 
of Mnsgrie , 8r. Robert Talbot Baironet , 
Dermot & Brien , Patrick Darcy , Gefiery 
Browne, and lohn DiUoa Esquires. After a 
long debate vpon neare two yeares , a peace was 
at length concluded between them and his Ex- 
cellency the lord Leutenant , oonBiating of 'Uiirty 
articles , which articles (after being perfected , 
duely and matorely examined by Tuderstanding 
and learned men) were suspected vnsafe for the 
Chatholicka ; this is the subject the mentioned 
divine handled and soundly Proved , and vpon 
the same occasion learnedly justified the rejec- 
tign of that peace out of the arguments , and 
decrees of the Ecclesiastical congregation. 
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CHAPTER V. 

The rejection of the peace of 1646 , jncuie by 

the Bishops and Clearly at fVaterford 

maintaiTted and justified ; which 

peace root alsoe voyd for beinff 

perfected without autho- 

ritie of Ormondes 

part. 

Tai9 author sayes, the Bishops and Clear^ 
sllarmed at the publication of the said peace in 
Dublin , and Kilkennie , and obedience the Citi- 
zeDS and other natives gave therunto , (they saw 
the Gonvernment was devolved , the aopreme 
Councell of the Nation dissolved , and the farces 
and armie^ , and all to be put into the hands of 
said Onnond lord Lieutenant ; the peace (as 
above was said) being not secure for the cheefeet 
concernments of the Catholicks) convened and 
came togither at Waterford (a noble and Catho- 
lick Cittie) the sizt of August 1646. the zeale of 
Gods house , and of thcTr flocks soe requiring , 
to consider seriously the contents of the Articles 
of said peace , and ackordingly to determine , as 
pietie and the saflye of Keligion , and thir flocks 
would require at their hands. 

" The method (said the Author) the Bishops 
and Cleai^ observed in rejecting said Peace , 
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and the order of their coiuDltations , was grave, 
and yet free, giving every divine licence to argue, 
discoarse, and deliver his opinion aa to the 
qnestion proposed ; the Cbanceloar of the con- 
gregation taking in the meane time his notes in 
writing of every mans sense and sentence of the 
question ventilated , and after a full debate , repeat* 
ingt)ieaffoce,thesubstanceofthe ailments ; they 
voted with much tranquilitie a reatlt or conclu- 
sion , and indeed soe much was said to every of 
these articles that came vnder debate as nothing 
was left vnsaid , that could be pertinent," 

A love PrjncipiiHn was the begining of this 
Congregation, they publickly sacrificed and 
prayed with flamming Charitie , and profound 
humiiltie , demanding from God light and wise- 
dom in this most important aSUire that soe 
touched holy Religion and his divine worship; 
that he would be pleased to give a IHessing to 
tlieir worke there : and for the better gaiding 
their Consciences , they seriously perused. 

First the oath of association (the rule of warr 
and peace with the con federal Catholicks,) which 
could not be contravened by any without perfi- 
diousness, and impietie. 

2. .The model of Gouvemment. 

3. Several remonstrances printed in France , 
the yeare 1642. Fourthly, our grevances pre- 
sented at Tryme , MarcU, the 17. 1642. Fifthly , 
the several acts and protestations made by the 
Kingdom in open assembly at Kilkennie in the 
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aKmthBof July and August 1645. for the liberties 
and aplendour of Religion , and for the Chorcbes. 
Stxtly, the !?■ propositions exhibited to his Hajes 
tie, yeare 1644. Seaventhlj , the further addition 
and propositions after prc^unded to the lord 
Marques of Ormond. 

All these things they examened with great de- 
liberation, and atteDtion, being the rules laid 
downe 1^ th#who1e Kingdom for regulating the 
committie of treaty, as alsoe the conunittie 
of inatmctions for the Baid treaty , and all others 
to whom any chaise was intmsted. 

They began with the important pn^tositions 
the committie of treaty for the peace , were to 
present vnto the Lord Marqnez of Ormond Leu- 
tenant Generael of Irland , for and in behalfe of 
the confederat Catholicks of Irland , for couclu- 
ding a peace ; those propositioDS were the cbeefe 
rules theyVere bound to observe in that treaty. 

1. One proposition was, that the Roman 
Catholick both Cleargy and Laity hane and 
enjoy the free and pabliclc exercise of the 
Roman Catholick Religion throughout that Ejng- 
dom , as it was in the raigne of Henry the ^. or 
any otber Catholick King his predecessonrs 
Kings of England, and Lords of Lrland, had 
either in England or Irland. 

2. That the secular Roman Cleargy of Irland , 
viz: Pnmats, Arch-biahops , Bishops, Ordina- 
ries , Deans , and Chapters , Archideakens , and 
other dignitaries , Persons , Vicars , and all oUier 
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Pastors of tlie secular Cleargy , and their respec- 
tive successours, Bhall have and enjoy all and 
flveiy of tfaem all manner of jurisdictions , privi- 
ledgea , and immunities in as full and ample 
manner as the Roman Catholick Cleargy had or 
enjoyed within this Kealme at any time during 
the rai^e of the late King Henry the 7- of 
England and Lord of Irland, any declaration of 
law, laws, statute, power or anya^horil^ to the 
contrarie not with standing. 

3. That all laws and statutea made since the 
time of King Henry the 8. whereby any restre- 
iDght, penaltie, mulct, or incapacitie, or other 
restriction what-soever is or may be laid vpon 
any of the Roman Catholicks, either of the 
Cleargy, or laity, for such the said exeicise 
of the Roman Catholick Steligion within this 
Kingdom, andof their several functions, jurisdic- 
tions, andPriviledges, maybe repealed , revoked, 
and declared voyd in the next Farlament by one 
or more acts of Parlament to he passed therin. 

4. That the Frimats , Bishops , Archbishops , 
Ordinaries, Deans, and Chapters, Archdeakena, 
Ghanceloura , Treasurers , Chanters , prevosts , 
Goardiana of Collegial Churohea , Prebendaries, 
and other dignitaries Persons , Vicars , and other 
I*astors of the Roman Catliolick Cleargy and 
their respective successours shall have, honld, 
and enjoy all the Churches and church linings 
in as large and ample manner as the late Protec- 
tant Cleargy respectively enjoyed the same in 
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ihe first day of Septem. 1641 , togitJier wiUi all 
tlieir rights, profits, emolaments , perquieita, 
liberties to their respectiye Seas , and Churches 
belonging as well in all places now in the poeses- 
sion of the confederat Catbolicks ,. as alsoe bH 
other places that shall be recovered bj the con- 
federat Catfaolicks , from the adverse partie 
within this Eiogdom saving to ^the Roman 
Catholick L#]r, and their respective rights 
Rckording to the lawes of the land. 

The Roman Catholick Regular Cleai^ of the 
Kingdom were to have and hould the Bodyes , 
sites , and precincts of their Abbeys , Monaste- 
ries , and churches &e. 

These foura propositions were swome hj the 
Confederat Catholicks in a general Assembly to 
be insisted vpon , and obtained vpon any treaty 
of peace, otherwise that they would not lay 
downe their armes while they had power and abi- 
litie to niuntaine the warr. Mow said foure Pro- 
positions or matters (soe swome to be insisted 
vpon) were not granted in the 30 Articles of 
1646 (as above is cleare and manifest) nor as 
much as presented or Vrged , as the Commis- 
sioners themselves did confess, which seems a 
breach of trust in those of the Commitie of Treaty, 
who were obliged to present and vrge ssid propo- 
sitions ; certaine I am that one of the most vn- 
derstanding of that Committie tould me , it was 
but meere folly to present and o£Fer them , for 
that Ormond was noe way content to consent , 
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ir give way to them , nor even to Glanmorgan'i 
'" which were of far lesserir 



portantw for Religion and Nation , then the above 
four propositions ; and that for this reason they 
said nothing of foresaid propositions ; nor of Ghin- 
moi^n's concessions vntil afler signature of the 
30 Articles ; they then desired Glanmorgan's 
concessions should be at once printed and pub- 
lished with the 30. Articles as contajped and com- 
prised in one of them , to witt , the Article "of hia 
Majesties gratious favour and further conces- 
uona," (which is as I remember the first Article of 
all) but my lord of Onnond absolutly denied said 
concessions of Glanmoi^Bn should be published 
at once with the 30 Articles, and that lie had 
nothing to doe with Glanmorgan's treaty or con- 
cessions. Of the above foure propositions the 
cbeefest things to be vrged and insieied vpon, ac- 
fcording the instructions they had, they eayd no- 
thing to Onoond. After this foUowelh a title m 
luec verba. 

How the commitie of treaty demeaned them- 

■ telves in concludii^ ike peace of ■ 

1646 «n'M Ormmd. 

Tbb Commitie (saith this Divin) confessed, they 
\-pon concluding the peace of thirty Articles re- 
feied principally vpon Glanmorgan's concefr- 
sions , as to the libertie and exercise of Religion , 
and as to the establishement and secarilie therol^ 
D 3 
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and tbej conceaved the benefit of Gluimorgan's 
conceaaions were included in these artJcles of 
1646 , and made of eqaal force with tbem ; 
wheraa the benefit of said Glanmorgan's con- 
cessions is rather waved and renoDced in said 
Articleaof 1646 ; those Conuniasionen of Treaty 
GQjes Grlanmorgan's concessions are included 
vnder these woi^ of the first of the 30 Articles, 
"further confessions granted , or to be granted by 
his Majestie." But you are to obeerre that all 
a long vpon the debate of the peace of 46> they 
never made (as above said) as much as mention 
to my lord of Ormond of Glanmorgan'a conces- 
sions to be included and to be of equal force with 
the 30. Articles; it is true after signature of said 
30. Articles they moved Ms Excellency of Glan- 
moi^an's concessions , bnt he tould them [dainly 
he never meant by the Article of further conce»- 
sions , that the Catholicks thereby should have 
die benefit of Glanmorgan's concessious. 

Behould how the greatest matter, that could 
conceme the Catholicks , (the matter of Religion) 
was handled by the Commitie of Treaty , to wit , 
the foure propositions above mentioned , and 
Glanmorgan'a concessions , (the basis vpon which 
the Catholicks relied for Seligion , and splendor 
thereof, immunities, liberties. Churches, and 
church-livings) committed to them to be insisted 
vpon ; now in all the time of said treaty , and de- 
bate with his Excellency about the 30. Articles , 
not one word was spoken of said propositions and 
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conceeeioDS nor at the very time of signature and 
perfection of the 30. Articles : as if they had been 
of BOO litle worth as they merited not to be moved 
once, being notwithstanding the principal part 
of their tmst. Did they think by silencing them 
in time of Treaty to stoale them vpon my lord of 
Ormond, he was to wise to be aoe gulled , or did 
they meane by not moving them , to leave them 
for a seede of a new warr when iJie Sing in Par- 
lament should denie na the benefit of Glanmor- 
gan's concessions , and of thoee other propositions 
and things , as in my opinion he could rational!; 
doe , they being not articled and agreed vpon in 
the 30. Articles perfected by Ormond, by vertue 
of his commission mder the great seale , and con- 
aequently not obliging the I^ng as a matter con- 
tained included , and perfected in the said 30. Ar- 
ticles ? what answer then can the commitie make 
for themselves as to the foure propositions and 
Glanmorgan's concessions not spoken of in the 
time of treaty ? how could the benefit of them be 
obtained in Parlament , when the peace of 46. 
should be ratiiyed and made good to the Nation ? 
Ormond would denie in open Parlament any con- 
sent given by him to such concessions or propo- 
sitions , oir that they had been as much as moved 
to him or proposed upon time of treaty , or per- 
fecting the 30. Articles ; now it is cleare that in 
contracts nothing can be claimed , but what is 
don by the consent of the parties contracting. 
Heere our Commitie of treaty ^ in a labirinth 
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for obtaining the four propositions and fflan' 
morgaa's concessiona in Farlameni , ivbat tbej 
sffirme , Ormood stifly denies , (and groundedl}') 
for who will eaj he consented to concessions or 
propositions never mentioned or vrged during 
the treaty, nor at tlie time of perfecting the 30. 
Articles? what shall the King determine in this 
dispute and difference : what other hut dcnie 
the benefit of said propositions and Glanmorgan's 
concessions for not being consented vnto by his 
commissioner Ormond P what then will the Ca- 
tholicks of Irland doe F either they must content 
themselves with Ormoad's peace of 30. Articles, 
and goe without the benefit of both the proposi- 
tions and said concessions (the best and principal 
ground and securitie for Religion) or else they 
must make warr with the king for obtainiog 
them , wheras vntill then they have never warred 
against his Majestie. 

Heere have I given you nakedly the deport- 
ment of the commitie of Treaty , with the na- 
fure, substance, and qaslitje of that peace of 
46. altogither vnsecure and unsafe for Catholick 
religion , and all the interrest of the Nation. 

Now if in case that said Commitie of trea^ 
for concluding of peace swanied from any of the 
rules and instructions given them (as indeed they 
have don) what they ad«d can noe way oblige 
either the Cleargy or the people to their owne 
overthrow and destruction ; it were a hard case 
for a common wealti), if persons by her im- 
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powered , vitb tmst , and not perfonning the 
same trust , coold bind the conunoa-weabh to 
Acts prejudicial and destructive both to their 
preservation , interrest and libertie , as many of 
those 30> Articled were to doe. 



CHAPTER VI. 

The opinum of two famom lawyem vpon the 

peace of OUaivwrgan , and that of 

Ormond, with the final result 

arid iuebement of the Pre- 

lats afier examenrng the 

said peace of 30 

Articles. 

Wkk are in this place to see what the Congre- 
gation did , with their divins. After making a 
sound ponderatioD vpon the above foure Propo- 
sitions , and other Acts and Ordinances of the 
several assemblys of that Kingdom , they came 
to a matnre examination of the 30. Articles, 
above mentioned , and for their surer and better 
vnderstuiding of all , made vse of the advise and 
coansell of the two eminenteat , and famous law- 
yers of the land , who made oertaine sound ob- 
servations vpon that peace and eoncesaione of

Otanmorgan , the anbatance of those observations 
is digested into ibur Articles. 

1. That the Committie of treaty waved the 
benefit of G-lanmorgsn's concessions , by not onely 
not insiiiting vpon them , but not soe much as 
proposing them , during the treaty with my lord 
Leutenant , which was contrarie to the trust and 
charge laid vpon them by the Kingdom. 

2. A publick faith given by the Kingdom to 
the lord Nuntio and Cleargy to moke Glanmor- 
gnn's concessiona , and all conditions for Churches 
and Religion , as publick , as valid , and of as 
much force as that of the temporal, was not 
performed. 

3. That the king did disavow Glanmorgan'g 
concessions , soe as they became vtterly therby 
void , for which reasons the Cleargy were to pro- 
vide for themselves by other wayea. 

4. Vpon the perclwing of those observations , 
the said lawyers hath this ensueing language. If 
the case of reference to further concessions, 
granted in the agreement of said 30. Articles can 
not extend to what the lord Leutenant puhlickly 
disauoued , and as wee vndersland (on the very 
perfection of aaid 30. Articles) he before wit- 
nesses , expressed , to witt that the said clause of 
further concessions in his peace was not meant 
by him to extend to Crlanmoi^i;an's concessions , 
shall then the eecuritie of Religion and Churches 
in all the Kingdom depend on a matter that hath 
soe many doubts iu it ? 
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Besides if those 30. Articles concluded with 
Ormond had BDf matter of moment in them for 
Rdigion , before perfection of them , the King 
reuoked the lord Leutenant's commission , and 
by this all goes to ground , for without authoritie 
he could not perfect articles. This revocation ia 
in print and expresssed in a letter from hia Ma- 
jestie to the Marquez of Ormond lune the 11. 
1646, as followeth ; 

"C. B. 

" Bight tmstj' &c. having long with much grief 
looked vpon the sad condition our Kingdom of 
Irland hath been in these divers yeares , through 
the wicked and desperot rebellion there , and the 
blood; effects have insoed there vpon. For the 
setling wbere-of wee would have wholy applyed 
our selves , if the difference betwixt vs and our 
snbjectA heere , had not diverted , and with- 
drawen ns , and not having beene able by force 
(for diat respect) to reduce them , wee were ne- 
cessitated for the present safty of our Protestant 
Bobjecta there , to ^ve you power and authoritie 
to treat with them, vpon such pious, honorable, 
&nd safe grounds as that our kingdom did then 
require ; but for many reasons to long for a letter 
wee thiuke fit to require you to pnx^ed noe fur- 
ther in treaty with the rebeUa , nor to ingage vs 
upon any condition with them afW sight hereof 
And having formeriy found such reall proofs of 
your ready obedience to our commands, wee 
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doabt not of your care in tbia wherein otnr aer' 
TJce and the good of our Frotestant Bnhjecfs in 
Irluid is 80Q iducb concerned, from Newcastle 
lunethe 11. 164&" 

This letter was receaved by Ormond befiM^ 
perfecting of the 30. Articles , where fore said 
articles can be of noe force, what remedy then 
can be had P what healp to make the 30. Artj* 
cles valid P they said Digby brought some thing 
in Cypher to incourmge the Lord lieutenant , 
and what then ? shall wee rely upon a cypher , 
and K^tt noe better eecuritie fbr our Religion , 
and Churches , for our lines , fortunes and es- 
tates , then the relying apon a cypher P this were 
in good earnest to m^e a peace in Cypher. 

Heere I haue given yon the sence of the two 
famous lawyers upon the 30. Articles i one of 
those for his abilities was well known to the 
leamedest juges of England and Irland , was a 
Counsellor to Ormonds familie , and one that 
knew as much of the ground and cause of our 
quarrel and of all that passed in the Assembly , 
Conncel and several commities as any who som- 
ever in the Kingdom. 

By what is said you see Ormonds commsssion 
was reuoked before perfecting the snid peace of 
30. Articles (which shall be more expressly made 
cleare hereafter) and did not Excellencie know- 
ing this , play fooly with the confederat Catho- 
ticks? what then did he intend by intruding 
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this peace Tpon us P what other but to cheat and 
deceave us by getting from us vpon consideration 
of ancli a peace (as in effect he did) all our forts , 
dtties, btwnes, annes, armies, and naaTyTnder. 
hia owne command , and hy dissolning our asso- 
ciation and gouTernement ; was not this a hand- 
Bom tridie and plott for vndoeing us taking away 
all our defense for noe other consideration then 
that of thoee plaiatred articles perfected without 
aay commission , that could and lightly wonld be 
dis&Tooed in Farlament by hia Majeslje , as con- 
cluded without his authoritie , and consequently 
wee should gaine Aoe grace nor pardon by them. 
After the Bishops and other ordinariea , and 
dinins , had well considered these things , and 
more particularly the result of the two renowned 
lawyers , wbo were especial leading-men in the 
common-wealth ; after long debate , and learned 
arguments , great diligence , search and paines , 
they found it evident , that Religion , estates , 
Uvea , liberties , and saftie of the Catbolicks , lay 
open to danger, notwithstanding the 30. articles 
agreed upon with Ormond by the commitie of 
treaty (who discharging not the trust laid vpon 
them by failing to pursue the iostmctioos giuen 
them, as aboue was said) and finding all the 
citties, townee, forts Gairisons, armie, ships, 
magazinB , and the strenght of the Catbolicks to 
be rendered vp to the lord Lentenant (as some 
of them already was) and the supreame Councel 
had by that time ceded theire autlioritie , and 
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submitted to tbe a^ peace , whicti had been (aa 
was said) proclaiaKd and published solemnly by 
the Kings-at-flnoea in Dublin and Kilkennie, 
and that Aa htrd Leatenant come from Dublin 
gallant^ attended bj many hundreds of prime 
GendemsQ , was then at Kilkenny and began to 
pMTerne according the articles of the peace; 
the Bishops (I say) and Cleai^ naked and with- 
out any ^rde other then the protection of God , 
and affection of good Catholicks , after invoking 
the name of the most high , came to a final re- 
sult , which was the insueing decree , which they 
put foorth , and caused to be published to the 
Catholicks over the Kingdom.

These are the names of such as sate in the Ec' 
clesiastical congregatioo of both the Irish cleargy 
secular and regular in true spirit of the Holy 
Ghost conuened at Waterford before the most 
Illustrious and moat Reuerend Archbishop Fir- 
tnaaus Kuatio Apostolical in Irland. 

The decree is thus Englished : 

" As to the question hetnixt vs moued , and 
for many dayes discussed whether such aa would 
accept of that peace contuned in the 30. articles, 
remitted vnto ts from the supreme Councel , are 
tn be declared perjurious , and consequeutly 
whether as perjurioua they are to be excomrou- 
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uicated : wee baving first given care to each ones 
opinion and sentiment in this matter , as alsoe 
luaiiig read the writings of some doctors of Di- 
uinitM , it is decreed , and hy each ones vote ia 
puticalar (none contradicting) that all and euery 
one of the confederat Catholicks , that will adhere 
to snch a peace , or consent to the fiirtlierers 
tfaerof , or in- anj other manner or way will em- 
brace the same, shall be absolntljas peijnrions es- 
teemed, cheefly in as much, as there ia noe mention 
made in them 30 articles , nor prouision for the 
Cathotick Reli^on , or safty tiierof , nor any re- 
spect had for ^ preservation of the Kingdom's 
priuileges , as were promised in the oath of as- 
sociation , but to the contrary all remitted and 
referred to the Kings will and pleasure , from 
whome (as the case stands at present with his 
Majestie) noe certainty of things can be had or 
expected , yet in the mesne time all the armes , 
armies, fortifications, even the very snpreme 
Counc^ of the confederat Catholicks are and is 
to be subjected to the authoritie and rule of fais 
Majesties Conncel of State , and protestaot of- 
ficers ; from whom that wee may be safe and 
secure , wee have taken that oath. 

" Out of which and several other reasons wee 
(moved themato by onr only conscience , having 
God -before onr eyes) would have it known to 
all , and to each person , and persona as well C^ 
the Irish natiues , as to forrain nations , that wee 
gave noe consent , nor will any to such a peace , 
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if ibej nil) not grant ts farther , sorer and safer 
conditiona for onr Religion , oar King and Conn' 
trie according to oor oath of association ; and to 
the end our flocks (all the confederal Catholioks) 
who in their general assemblies required our 
sentence , in this spiritual matter appertaining 
to T8 onelj as Ecclesiastical ludges , ma^ know 
for certain what is by vs determined herein , and 
sa godly and faitbfidl Catliolicka obeying their 
Pastors , may coucurre with ts : wee hare or- 
dered this decree to be written and published 
each where both in the Englisli and Irish toung. 
Given under our hands , and sealed with our 
proper seales. The other question of Ercom- 
mnnication wee reserve to next sessions. Given 
at Waterford like 21*. of August 1646." 

This Decree was the principal worke of the 
Congregation, after which they writ to the 
CittJes and townes in the Catholick quarters , to 
the Generals of the Armies, and some other 
principal officers, and to seueral other noble 
men , warning them of the danger and insecuritie 
of said peace , adhorting all to concnrre and 
joyne with them in rejecting the same peace , 
and at the same time they writ the ensneing 
letter to the lord president and members of the 
late supreme Councel residing at Kelkennie. 

" Right honorable after a serious debate with 
Mr. Flonket and Mr. Darcy deshiug and hoping 
for a good understanding between vs (wherel^ 
the voion and true peace of the Kingdom may 
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be preserved) wee conceaued and drew up the 
inclosed declaration and propositions containing 
our true sense of the late peace , and our iust 
demands for a sufficient prouision , and securitie 
for the CathoUck Religion, churches, Hues, 
liberties and estates of the confederat Catholicks 
of this Kingdom , prayiag we may with all con- 
venign speed receaue your answers (which, if not 
timely returned , wee shall find our selues obliged 
in conscience to let our declaration aod pro- 
positions be made pubiick) with our best wishes, 
wee rest your Honnours louing frinds. Water- 
ford. .24. August 1646. by command of the 
lord Benucclni Archbishop and Prince of Fermo , 
Apostolical Nuncio, and of the Ecclesiastical 
Congregation of both the secular and Regular 
Clergy of IrUnd. Nicolaut Epiicopua FernensU 
Caneellariut Congregationis," 

The Buperscription was. " For the Bight 
Honorable the lord Mongarret and the rest of 
the lal« supreme Councel." 

The declar&tiou mentioned in the aboue letter 
(which was printed) doth manifest what post 
vpon the examination of the peace of. 30. Articles, 
and of the aboue mentioned matters , with our 
sense and jadgment vponaIl,.our prayers and 
fatherly commands to ourflocks ouerthe lungdom, 
and to the Generals and other officers and sol- 
diers to haue nothing to doe with that peace ; the 
propositions mentioned in said letter were ex- 
pedients offered by the Congregation for securing 
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One (and that a principal proposition) that 
Gbnmorgans conceagions ypon which ths cdmitie 
of Treaty relyed as to Religion) sfaoold be made aa 
valid publick aa Ae 30. articles , and of the same 
force with them for the benefit and satisfaction 
of die CatholiekB. Ormond , (who was then in 
Kelkennie when the mentioned letter was re- 
ceaued hj the supreme Councel) answered he 
had noe power to consent to such concessions , 
nor as much as to add any article to the 30. 
articles , his Commission (by vertue of which he 
had concluded siud 30. articles with them) being 
expired , yet he promised alt the friadly offices 
tbat lay in his power, and all mediation with 
th« Icing for the satisfaction of the Catholieka, 
which was noe aecuritie nor satialaction to the 
Cathidick Prelate. 

The supreme Councel, after receaaing the 
mentioned declaration and propositions, em- 
ployed Sr. Lucas Dillon knight and Gerrat 
Finnel Esquire (both of the Councel) with Tho- 
mas Tirol and Laurence Dndal esquires , adding 
to thent Nicolas Plunket and Patrick Darcy 
esquires (who were in Waterford before) both 
members of the Conncel, to offer certain pro- 
posab for satisfying the Bishops , and deargy , 
to the end forsaid peace of 30. articles might be 
vnanimomly by them and the rest accepted; 
these genlkmen were hnraanly receaued and 
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listened vnto by the lord Nuncio and BUIiops of 
Clonferry and Femes , (wliich two were chosen 
by the congregation to attend on the lord Nuncio 
in that afiiiire) after all was heard and considered 
ot , and all they said represented to the Congre- 
gation , there was nothing of securitie found as 
to Religion and churches. 

Heere it is to be particularly observed , that 
the Lord Leutenanc Ormond vpon a sudden 
departed from Eelkennie to Dublin like a man 
possessed by some feare , when Sir Luke and the 
rest were vpon tbeir way to Waterford , which 
departure of bis prescinded all espectation of 
giving sacb securitie and satisfaction as the 
Bishops and Cleargy expected. Heer upon the 
Congregation tould 8ir Lucas and the rest of 
the Gentlemen , there was noe other way re- 
maining for satisfying all good men , then to 
summon of new a General Assembly of the con- 
federat Catholicks , and tbere and then to have 
the 30. articles of 46. more nicely examened, 
and by them to be recepted , or rejected as pl,ease(I 
the prudency of the whole Catholick Assembly. 

This is a candid and ample accoumpt I give 
you out of the mentioned divin of the propositions 
and procedings of the Bishops and Cleai^ as- 
sembled in Waterfoi-d , to the end (that all their 
transactions there and then rightly pondered and 
vnderstood) thev may appeare to the world (as 
really they are) innocent and blamelesse as 
acting nothing therin, but what the dictamen 
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of tlieir concionce led tbem vnto, louobing thtf 
30. articles. 

It 13 by this manifestlj known how Onnonds 
mercenarie pena , and others vpon their guf^es- 
tions (withoat any search or examination) haue 
both bitterly spoken and written of these Bishops , 
and of nil the cleargjr for putting a side that 
peace ; one of which (and that wrote bitterly) 
was F. Peeter Wailsh, who censured them 
grienously for soe doeing, though at the same 
time , this Congregation sate-, this friar was as 
much against the said 30. articles and Onnond , 
as another ; how he oame to Change his mind , 
and writ for Ormond against the Bishops and 
Cleargy , I know not , neither toHhia day hath he 
given any ground or reason , nor is able to doe , 
for that bis instabilitie ; and if incase he had 
apparently given, yet noe regard ought to be 
had by any good and Zealous Catholick , of what 
he sayea, in as much as he lyes vnder the cnrse 
of an excommunication major (as I haue said in 
the Preface) pronounced against him by a general 
Chapter of his owne order, against whom he 
most rebelliously stands out refusing submission 
to them. 

I hope these things well considered the Bishops 
and Cleargy assembled in Walerford will loose 
noe eateeme in tlie sight of good impartial Chris- 
tians , but rather be commended for their zeale 
and fortitude in Gods cause ; wee are not to feare 
fire Dor sword , nor the gi-actness of men , when 
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wee speaks for God and hU glorie. Lo^Mebar 
(saith the divin paalmist) de tataioMJt tuit in 
contpeetit rtgttm ff turn amfiaidebar. 

This diuin by ma sboue cited proteeted before 
Crod and his Angels, that the Bishope and Gleai^ 
liad noe intention to offimd Onnond in t^at pro* 
seeding, or to blemish Iiis bonnor in the kiaste 
but they were much rnsalisRed with the Cumiti, 
of Treaty , for neglecting and not performing the 
trust laid vnto their chu^e ; by wbieh protesta- 
tion you Bee the Bishops gave noe cause to Or- 
mond to depart Kelkennie for Dublin , nor as 
much as thought of Ins goeing , or suspected in 
the least that he would be gon, but hia owue 
conscience whyspered various thoughts " vnto 
him : Boe that mts trepdabat tmore vbi nan erat 
timor. He trembled with feare where there 
was noe occasion of feare ; howeuer since this 
great man departed for Dublin , he fostered an 
inveterat odium against the Bishops and Cleargy 
swearing and protesting ha will be avenged of 
that stinking creuw (soe he is heard to call tbem) ; 
which vnusuall forme of speech to an iutire, and 
of an intire body of Bishops , vertuous , learned , 
and honorable men , (divers of them being noblie 
descended.) If this be I say a language beseem- 
ing a noble man of Ormonds qualitie, or rather 
the language of a rash, profane, and insolent 
person, let any discreet man iudge. 
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The Calumniet and aspersions cast hy Fa. 
WaiUh vpOH the CangTegatimi of lames- 
towne , and especially that of forcing 
tht Lord Leuteiiant out of the 
Kingdom, confuted; and 
their proceedings jus- 
tified. 

FouK yeares after tbia CongregatioD of Water- 
ford , an, other conveDed in lamestowne (a, title 
tuwne in Conaght) two yeares after the second 
peace concluded with Ormood in the yeare 1648, 
hy the TnanimouB consent of the Kingdom ; 
Ormond keapt a great stirr with this Congrega- 
tion , and Fa. Wailah (who busied himselfe still 
and alwajB in verifying of Ormonds doeings) 
must needs write Tnhan&omly of that venerable 
congregation , saying (in bia litle printed booke , 
he calls by the name of " the more ample accompt> 
pag: 105) that vnfortunat and fatall Congrega- 
tion gave a scandal which aspersed them , and 
aspenied not them , and the whole Irish Gleargy 
alone , but euen their Communion and Religion 
in its total extent, speciaUy through these 
Nations. Further he says, they rendred the 
Catholicks vncapable of any mercy intended by 
the King for tender conaciences; that great 
X 3 
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argument being (eaith he) the Iriah rebellion in 
4t , the opposition and reiection of the peace of 
46, with tjl the circumstances and consequents 
of eoer since the fatall worke of Waterford Con- 
gregation : the opposition likewise made by a very 
considerable part of the Cleai^ and people to 
the peace of 48 , and the Clewgy'a rendring it at 
last fruitless (euen I saj after a general reception 
of, and submission to it) by the declaration made, 
and censure issued at lamestowne , and hy the 
indenours before and afther that last vnfortunat 
meeting of the Bishops ; finally their twice 
forcing, or at least putting a necessitie on his 
Majesties Leutenant to depart the Kingdom." 

The diuin (who justifyed the casting awej of 
the peace of 46) answered Wailsh in this kind. 
' This fa : shewed himselfe presumptuous and to 
buiasie in censuring the Cedars and Pillars of 
the Church , to whom he ought to bow his head 
for reuerenee , and would hane done soe , had 
he been a true and humble child of S. Francis , 
all he haue said, or can say, will come to no- 
thing, and his arguments will be found of noe 
more strenght then a wauering reed, (such a thing 
he is) for hauing plaid lack on both sides ; will he 
dare say he had more piety then all the Bishops and 
CleargyoftheKingdomP more learning then they 
all in one body ? more lone to the flocks and people P 
more fidelitie to the King P more interrest in the 
nation ? or had he better knowledge of what past 
since the making the peace of 48, till the meeting 
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of lamestowne , then they all 7 what tiuthoritie , 
power or comission had he to iudge the decrees 
of Bishops and Cleai^ ? he should rather have 
listened to Seneca's advise, ai judical, cognotce, 
know adore you iudge, he knew not the grounds 
the Bishops went vpon , and consequentij gane 
an eiTOoioua iudgment ; there needs noe other 
reasons , or arguments for convincing him then 
the riew of the acts and Decrees of the said 
congregation : in calling the congregation fatall 
and vnfortunat , he shews neither education or 
hreeding towards these two venerable meetings.' 
He is erroniously mistaken in saying they gaue 
cause of scandall to the people ; as for the reuo- 
lution of 41. it hath been justified a holy and 
lawfull.war, by a skilful! and learned pen : the 
Acta of the Congregation of laraestowne alaoe 
hane been made good and maintained by what 
I hane writ«n , and was not yet answered by 
Fa: W&ilsh; the peace of 48 was not rendred 
(as he pretends maliciously) fniitlesse by those 
of lamestowne , or the people : the Irish Oomis- 
sionera bane snfficiently proued. this in London 
before his Majestic and Counsel Besides the 
Bishops ncuer intermedled in that peace , hauing 
still esteemed the same as a pretious iewel of the 
Kingdom dearly bought, and such as euery nun 
desired to performe , it hath been alrendy suffi- 
ciently proued that they did not render these 
Articles fmitlesse ; but Fa : Wailsh sayes , they 
rendered them fruitleess by pntting a nei'essitie 
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(which is the eecond proportion objected against 
them) vpon the LotJ Leutenant to part tlie 
Kingdom , and thii wee aleoe denie ; Fa : Wailsh 
will find noe anch decree of ours to that purpose : 
if his Excellency was able to doe any good in 
the extreme condition wee were in , y/hy did not 
he stay ? the obligation of being Lord Leutenant 
would haue him stay , and this was not taken 
from liim , the truth is he was not able by bid 
staying to face the enemie , or defend what aa 
yet was in the King's possession , and this it it 
made him gog away , ashamed and confounded 
to hare lost vb nil wee had in our possession , 
when he made the peace with ts, and that he 
aaw noe way of regaining the places lost, this 
made him leaue the Grouemment with the Lord 
Marqnes of Ctanricard , when he saw evidently 
all WM goeing to wrack ; they say it is a secret 
inetinot of ratts to leane houses that are like to 
goe to ruine , or Tessells that are to be drowned : 
this truth we haue /onnd by experience ; the 
Lord Lentenant had a stronger ground for leauing 
Xrland, then the secret instinct of these smat 
beasts , reason made him euidently know that 
Irlsnd was to be aooo lost , (his coming to vs was 
a great, if not the only cause of this vnrecouer- 
able loese) and that destruction was approaching 
their doores : shall I make this manifest F First 
there was noe mony , nor treasure to pay the 
soldiers , which did not vse to fight without good 
pay , though our cause for fighting was the best 
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in the world, for liues , liberties, fortunes., 
estates , and religion ; wee had good experience 
of this, and wee neuer saw in anj couiitrie 
soldiers aoe wel paid j now cleare it i^ , there was 
noe way for paying , ei^ noe fighting to be 
expected; secondly there was noe amnnition of 
pouder far defending the places wee had , nor 
for field service ; would men (thinke you) expose 
themselues as marks to the enemie , expresly to 
be killed without any defense? Thirdly tJiere 
was noe revenue, or rents to be had for sup- 
porting in the future the souldrie , officers , 
traine of Artillerie , nensions for Commissioners 
of trust, and other necessarie Commissioners 
attending the Annie and puUick : this truth is 
cleare out of the Gentlemen Commissioners at 
London , to wilt , " that there was roe towne or 
considerable place when his Excellency did 
depart, in his Majesties hands, but Limerick 
and Galway, and the Counties of Gal way and 
Clare , the other parts of Connaght being wast , 
and the rest of the Kingdom lost ; all which (as 
they auerre) happened before the proceedings 
of that part of the CleMgy mett at lamestowne , 
as was said before. Fourthly tliere was noe ex- 
pectfttioQ of ayde from any part of the world." 

In this place I shall desire my Lord of Ormond 
or Fa : Wailsh for him to name me any person , 
Lord , Gentleman , Citizen , manhand or yeo- 
man, that would giue at that time by way of 
lone, or gift vnto the publick anything? what 
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hc^E then had mj liord Leutenaot it any sub- 
stance to DiHintaine the war? they will eay there 
remained as yet the Citties Limerick and Galway , 
and in these were many rich men ; but let bun 
tell me who was able to get these riches ; the 
Lord3iahop of Limerick? noe; the Arch- bishop 
of Tuam ordinarie of Gftlway? noe; the Com- 
missioners of trust; nor those, noe nor all the Bi- 
shops and Clergy of the Kingdom with them ; nor 
my Lord Leutenant himselfe ; in whose face they 
shot their gates : I confess my Lord Lentenant 
had his faction in Limerick (though the maior 
and honnester part were against him) the re- 
corder Stackpole a rotten fellow, his Creagh.i, 
Whites, Macnemarraa and Fenella, all these did 
not prouide the least in way of loane or other- 
wise; they painted honnest men in itlcollours, 
and tould his excellency vnder hand , they were 
to be Biispectcd, and feared; but at lost they 
them selues proued traitours and knanes, and 
these they would haue suspected, proued honnest 
men , true to God , king and countrie ; tell me 
(I beseech) who were they , who fonly betrayed 
Limerick to Irton, after mnny moniha noble re- 
sistance, were they of the lord Leulenants fac- 
tion ; or of those adhered to the cleargy ? they 
were the lord Leutenants people, the aboue 
named , who l)etrayed tlio towne and bloud of 
innocents: who were tl icy Irton put to death? 
they were those adhered lo the cleargy and King- 
dom , Terence O'lirien Bishop of Emtlie (tlie 
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BUhop of the towne escaped narrowly) Sr. 
Geffery Galloway , Geffery Barron , an ornameDt 
to his country ; Mr. Dominick FaunJn Alder- 
man, Mr. Thomaa Stritch Aldennan a rigliC 
honneat man ; Mr. Uiggens Doctor in pbysick , 
tind fa; Laurence Wailsh priest, these were all 
put to death by Irton ; Hugo Neale a man nobly 
borne , and who stoutly before defended Clonmel , 
taken prisoner was sent to London , committed 
to the tower , and had suffered but that he proued 
himselfe Alien bom in Flanders , though of Irish 
parents : did any Creagh or White or Stackpole 
&c dye or suffer that day ? no6 , but Irton one 
of the kings great murtherers struck dead those 
he thonght loued the king, what noise then doth 
this giddy friar keape about Ormonds departing 
the Kingdom , and must etone to death all the 
Bishops and cleargy for hauing (as he says, but 
falsly) forced Ormond away ? and if he hod 
stayed , let him lell me , what could he doe more 
then the marqaez of Clanricard haue done, 
whome he left in trust with the Gouerment? he 
was not able to doe soe much, and this father, 
and all the Kingdom knew it , and this indeed 
made him part the Kingdom: let then any tell 
me doth not Fa i Wailsb speake against bis con* 
science , when he pretends the Bishops did force 
the Lord Leutenant away ; again let thb father 
tell me would not the people that obeyed his ex- 
cellency's orders, commands, and letters at 
Iioaghrea^ , and who vexed much for his soke 
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the Bishops aod Cleargy for what waa done at 
lumeBtownei and for having indeauoared to doe 
them all good: did not these in that Aesemblie 
disclaime in , and seeme to det«at the proceedingB 
at lamestowne to pleasure his excellencie (I 
ineane the major part, but not the eounder part 
of them) would not these people keepe him , if 
be had been pleased to stay? nor did the PreUts 
intend to cross there the major vote of the As- 
sembly , for all their decrees , and excommunica- 
tions were [made with this limitation , that the 
Assembly whensoeuer they were pleased to meet , 
could dispose of all things in order to their owne 
preseruation ; and consequently could of the 
matter of the Lord lieutenant's goeing or staying: 
and would not they who soe adhered to him. 
Eland or fall with his excellency? to fall they 
•■: ere sure had he stayed ; and some of them knew 
i ! went espresly away that he might not be

..;,', as tbey did , and for this reason (though not 
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certaine hia departure would cure the dangeroos 
distemper of the Kingdom) some hopes they had , 
that the Ttiion of the People would be greater, 
and cOQirage , and more cheerfally contribut to 
their owne preseiTatian ; this waa really the in- 
tention and mind of that congregation , which I 
knowingly doe speake; let Fa: Wailsh pnt in 
print what propositions or dreames he pleaseth , 
or build castles in the ayre for excusing Ormond. 
This well grounded feare of theirs , and the de- 
sire they had of the Peoples preservation , moved 
them to write to his Excellencie in an humble 
manner that he would be pleased to take a viage 
for France to the Queen and Prince (now King 
whom 0«d preserve) for to get aydes and suc- 
cour , and to leave the Ooverment in some trusty 
hand; with this letter they sent the Bishop of 
Drommore (a great frind of Onnond's) and Char- 
les Kelly Dean of Tuame to express their iiit«n* 
tions to his Excellencie. 

Heere I set you downe the letter and instruc- 
tions, that you may passe your iudgement on 
them , and first I giuc you this notice that in 
that gniae Congregation was not a woord spoken 
of his Excellencie other then with respect due 
to his person , qualite , and greatness , though 
there were then persons present seuerall Bishops 
and other Cleargymen tunied out of their 
Churches , and homes , not well knowing whi^ 
way to tnme themsetues , which calamitie befell 
them in time of his goverment. ■

" May it please your excelleDcie wee receaved 
your letter of the second cummt , wbereiii to our 
admiration wee saw some ezpressioDB that seems 
meant for casting the blame vpon tb of the pre- 
sent ead condition of the Kingdom , which wee 
hope in good time to answer to the satisfaction of 
the whole world and NaUon , in the msaoe time 
wee premit this protestation as wee ore Christian 
Catholik Prelate that wee have don our endea- 
vours with all eamestnesse and candor for taking 
away from the harts of all , jealousies , and diffi- 
dences occasioned (as wee conoeave) by soe many 
disasters that befell the Nation of late , and that 
in all occasions wee were reddy to accompanie 
all your Excellencies designee for preservation of 
all his Majesties interests in thb Kingdom, 
whose state being for the present desperat , wee 
thought it fit and ourdaty to ofiervnto your Excel- 
lency our sense of the one only possibilitie and 
meanes wee could divise for its preservation , 
and that by the intervention and expression of 
my Lord of Drommore and Doctor Kelly deau 
of Tuame ; they will clearly deliver our thoughts , 
and good intentions as to this effect : wee pray 
your Excellency to giue full credit to what they 
shall say in our name in this businesse, which 
will be stilt owned as our commands laid on them , 
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and the expieseion of the rincere harts of j^oar

"lamestowae 10. Aug: 1650." 

11)18 letter was signed by all the Bishops sit- 
ting in the Congr^uioii. The instructions that 
accompanied tins letter , vere as followeth. 

" First yee are to present Tnto his Excellency 
the nast d«stntctions , and desolations of the 
Kingdom , the Citties , townes , places , etc that 
wee have lost in th& space of few months , espe- 
cially Wexford, Boss, EilkenDie, Clonmel, 
Cashel , Corrick , the forts of Tiecrohan , Car- 
low , &C. almost the whole Frovisces of Munster 
and Linster, with the churches and church 
livings in them , and that the Cittje of Water- 
foord and the fort of Dnnkonan blockt vp by di« 
enemie) noe armie being to releeve them) are in 
danger to be aoone lost , as alsoe the rest of the 
fcingidom not yet lost , which is bat this Province 
of Connsight , and the countie of Clare. 

2. " That the People seeing noe visible armie 
for their deffenoe to oppose the enemie , are come 
to despsire of recovering what is lost , or deffend- 
ing what wee hould ; and inclining (for the safty 
of their lives and estates) to compound with the 
Parlament , by which agreement the Kings autho- 
ritie will be infallibly cast off, the Catholick faith 
(soe wee feare) with the time exstinguished , and 
the Nation first enslaved , will perhaps in the end 
be pluckt vp root and branch. 
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3. " Yee atiall protest before God , Angeb ttnd 
men , in the nune and behaUe of the Congrega- 
tion , that the Prelate of this Kingdom have em' 
ployed their earnest and best endeavonr for re- 
moving the fesres and jealousies of the people , 
and that they^ have noe power to doe it , finding 
the miversal sense of ttie people tA be, that 
fate doth waite upcm these times. 

4. " Yee shall present to his Excellency how 
wee finding noe other hnman expedient remedle 
for the preservation of this Nation , and his Ma- 
jesties interest therein , then the speedy repiare 
of his Excellency to the Qoeen and Prince in 
France , for preventing the destruction of all , 
doe humbly pray he leave the Kings authoritie 
in the hands of trusty persons to his Mqastie, 
and falthfull to the nation , and to such as the 
afiectioa and confidence of the people will follow , 
by which the rage and furie of the enemie may 
with Gods grace receave some interruption ; wee 
humbly offer this important matter of safty or 
destruction of the Nation , and the Kings inter- 
est to his wisdmn ftitd consideration , and yee shall 
assure his Excellency, wee shall in the meane 
time doe what lyeth in our power to assist the 
persona intn^ted by his Excellencie. 

" Tee are alsoe to pray his Excellencie will be 
pleased to give yee an answer within few dayea, 
for that wee are not in a condition to cootinne 
long togither." 

I aske , if there, foe any thing tn this letter , 
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mesealge , or instructions , bat what ia humoiii , 
civil , and with great respect to tiia Excellencie ? 
In this nature the Bishops soe demeaned them* 
selves , even then when the greatest danger of 
dtstruotion was over them, ytA when most of 
them were destroyed alredj , and reduced to ex- 
treme pouertj , through the loss of the kingdmn 
in .the short time of his goverment. 

I farther demand ia there anj thing in this 
that fauonrs of txeason or disaffection to his Ma- 
jestic , or of opposing or destrOTing of the peace , 
or of desire to put aside the Kings auUioritie 
and gouarmsnt 7 was there any thing in all these 
proceedinga could offend this noble man P or 
conld any man draw out of thia an occaaion of 
carping or reprehending the Prelata ? certainly 
noe man, excepting thia father, or some other 
Ormonian flatterer : was it I pray you , aoe haigh- 
□OUB a crime to deaire the Lord Lentenant to ti^6 
a viadge to the Queen and Prince , for to aeeke 
supplies to support the war , and leane the Kings 
•ntboritie behind him , in hope wee mi^t doe 
■ome thing against the enemie in his absence hy 
these intrusted by him , in as much as be him- 
aelfe did nothing all that time , but lost vs all 
wee had as likewise what was guned from the 
enemie in the begining of his owne Goverment ? 
great Crenerala have been displaced for want of 
success , though valoroua soever ; thia have been 
don in the Boman and Atthenian commonwealths 
the moat florishing in the world. 
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An sncient old woman came to Philip king of 
Macedon in presence of all bis Grsndes, beeeech- 
ing his Htueatie to give eare to her complaints , 
and doe her justice , the king replyed, he bad 
noe leasure to attend ber , at which answer the 
bould poore woman said in presence of them all , 
igUvr nd (if Jtex 1 what are yoa King for , but to 
doe va iustioe ? if yon will not hcare me lay 
downe your crowne , which you got to doe me 
iugtice ; immediatly this great king stood vp, gaoe 
her andience , did her iustice : would it not , I 
pray , well become ray lord of Ormond to listen 
to the iust and reasonable request of soe many 
Bishops , spiritual fathers of the people , while 
they humbly prayed him to take in hand a viadgo ? 
certainly I am confident that the great Manarchs 
of Spaine and France wonld give eate to what 
aoe many Bishops would say. , and take it mach 
to their serious consideration , and I doubt not 
but our owne King would hare don it , though 
of a different religion. 

It hath been said by some of his owne friends , 
that he himselfe desired to take suoh a viadge in 
hand , but in as mncb as the Bishops desired him , 
he went backe from his owne resolution , what 
the reason is I know not , if not to crosse their 
desire. .

. Now wfi come to the jealou^s and fearee of ttaa 
C&tholick nobili A and Gentrie in London , yeare 
1660. well set forth in a letter from F. Wailsh 
vnto Ormond, who, uot-with standing all the 
rest did feare , yet the F. did not , nor aa. much 
as suspect of Ormonda disafiection and reattie to 
hia oonntrie , and Gatholick friads , wherefore 
Ormond may say to him , what our Saviour said 
to the Centurian, Mat. c. 8. Noa imeni tmUam 
Jidem m ItraeL Here I give you the fathers letter. 

A letter from Peeter Wtulsh to the marquez 

novj duke of Ormond and second time lord 

leutenatU of Irlaad , deHring a Just and 

mercifull regard may be had of the 

Roman Catkolicks of Irland , 

written Octob: 1660. 

'* Since I had the honour of Speaking last to yoor 
Excellencie , I reflected (by reason of several dis- 
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couraee had this week with persons of qnalitie) 
on the dayly increase of the feares and jealoosies 
of my oountriemen , which is the reason that 
insteed of waiting vpon you this moming abont 
prinat coDcemments , (as I intended) I chose 
rather out of my inalterable affection to your 
selfe , to give first this paper , and therin my 
thoughts , and my desires relating to the publick , 
that is , to yourselfe , to his Maiestie , and his 
Kingdom of Irland. 

" My lord I thought fit to tell you that consi* 
dering the general feare suzsd alreddy ahnost oii 
all the Notolilie , and Grentry ,*and others here 
of that nation , and reflecting on the vast differ- 
ence t'wizt my owne beleefe and theirs , it seemes 
vuto me I behould in tb all (particularly who 
have relied for soe many yeares on your vertne) 
aome-what fulfilled not vnlike the mist«rious ex- 
tinction of all the lights to one in the ceremonia 
of TenebrtB in holy weeke : /or my lord I observe 
in the generalitie of the Gatholicks of Irland 
here , even (I say) of those , who have been soe 
.long your constant beleerers, your paesionat 
frinds, a dimness and darkness seazing their 
jn^^ment, even your fastest sticklers heretofore , 
loosing at present their expectation of your future 
appearance for them , and hopes of their delivery 
by you at any time evermore ; some through ig- 
norance of states affaires , and intrigues obstruct- 
ing as yet ; others through inconsideration of 
these wayes to you knowne , much wiser , though 
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Blower then foll^ and ragluiess could chalke out ; 
and some oat of prejudice, or an euil will, 
which blinds them , and makes them abuse the 
timoTOQsness and credulity of all they can to 
lessen yonr esteeme and your dependence, all 
they are able. 

" My lord , these thoughts , which more and 
more troubled me dayly , because I have dayly 
new occasions to reflect on them , and therefore 
would noe longer but give them yonr Excellency 
even in this method and writing , that they may 
take the deeper impression , as very mach con- 
cerning you, since your one welfare, and tbd 
kings and peoples , (in my jugment) very much 
depend on a good esleeme of soe great a minister 
as your great deserts have made you. 

*' But with all my lord I will give your ExceU 
lency my most earnest and most harty desire , 
that you delay noe longer then shall be necessary 
to cleare these clouds of darkness , and cleare 
them in thi^ present conjuncture by an efTectnal) 
demonstration of the justice and favour yon in- 
tend the Catholicks in your Articles of 48. when 
they soe freely put themselves , and their power 
into your hands." 

Father Wailsh your letter is well penn'd ex- 
pressing excdlently the general fetire that seazed 
vpon all the Catholics of our nation in London ; 
a truer expression coold not be. "I observe ," 
you say , " in the generality of Irland here , even 
I say of those , who have beene soe long as welt

fonr constaat beleevera , aa your stodfist Aiads 
ft dimness &c" And for the better pemuding 
him to shew liia rertne and affedioii to hit Cft- 
thoUck friends , jou loll him , " his own welfare , 
thekiagB&cdid mnch d^and on a great eate^ne 
of soo great a minister as his great deserts bare 
made him :" Nothing can be said in reason to 
mose a gallant man more then what you hare 
said. In the end of your letter you presse him 
cloaely to doe the Catfaolicks justice by vertne 
of the Articles of 48. saying " when they put 
thetnselvea and their power into your hands aoe 
freely." 

Certainly good fa : had Ormond loved you and 
the Catholicke of Irlond (those you name his 
fastest frinds and aticklerg) as much as yon and 
they loved him , would he have given a good 
answer to your rational lines , but you tell 
nothing of his answer , if good or bad ; if it were 
good, I am sure you would have published it 
amongst the rest of hia great vertues, soe aa 
your silence in this argues noe good answer : 
all you prayers good fa: to Onnond are in vaine , 
you have cast your seed in a barren land , Hoc 
nt atpra Petram , and your prayers withered and 

Had Ormond been a worthy man and lover of 
Ids country, he bad dispersed those clouds of 
darkness as you desired him , taking away those 
feores of hb true friuds by appearing for the 
natirai as behoved a just man, and as he was 
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bound by vertue of the articles of 46. himselfe 
being the kings commissioner vpoa concludiDg 
that peace. These are the affections and duties 
required at his hands by the Catholicks. 

Dodi his greatness (thinke you) give bim a 
Privilege that the Catbolicks should love him, 
tati he tiate them ; tii&t men nobly tionie and 
laany other w6rthy persons should for soe many 
years rely vpon him putting great trust in Mm , 
Rod he in the end should betray them in the 
greatest cancernmeat they had in the world F if 
he hath in this done like a true Gltristlan or 
gallant nobleman head of soe ancient a family, 
judge you and all others ? 

You speake aft«r of Ceremonies and Tenebne , 
all wee had irom Onnond were but Tenebne and 
I>aikne3fl , nor did your glorious light in the 
Triangle ever shine propitious to the Catholicks : 
tug trusty frinds and sticklers have too long re- 
lyed vpon a reed of Egypt, a reed without stay 
or vertue , such as your Ormond was and is. 
Such in London of our Xation (aa you say) that 
feared he would prove , as he shewed liimaeUe , 
1 see were wiser then you , that trusted soe much 
in him, and could not be persuaded he would 
play booty in the end and abandon the. Catho- 
licks , their feare was groun^d in good reason , 
and your confidence In him was vaine , and yon 
roiwine still deceaved in that your confidence ; 
ob 1 would to God the Gathidicks had feared him 
in< good time , if soe , Onnond had never come to 
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tbe power of. annoying tbem, or to looee them | 
bat Sero laptunt phryges : he deceaved the person 
most trusted in huu , and didbeleeve (as you doe) 
that he would prove the deliverer of his country i 
I meane the Earle of Ciancarty (then lord visooat 
Musgry) his brother in law, who seemed sore 
vexed in his dying bed for having placed trust 
in Onuond , (on errour destructive to his Kation) 
and tould his Excellency (then was the time not 
to dissemble) the heauyest feare that possessed 
his eoule goeing vnto an other world waa for 
confiding eoe much in him , who deceaved them 
all , and lost his poore ceuntiy and countrymen. 

Jt is plain truth (and F. Wailsh you know it 
to be Boe) the great opinion very many of the 
assembfy had of the sound jugement of my lord 
Clancarty (speaking nothing of his high descent 
an fortune) made many of the nobles and gentry 
follow bim , and in the end they all found them- 
selves deluded. 

You know well that young Musgry (Clancarty 
bis heire) who was Cotonell in France , 8 Stout 
and valiant person , one of the hopefullest men 
of his Nation , (nho was killed in the first war at 
sea against the Hollanders) could never indure' 
hb vDcIe Ormond after seeing his sanistrous 
wayes , his cunning artifices , and his deserting 
the Catbolicks soe fouly. 

You have indeed F: earnestly prayed Onuond 
and conjured him to appeare for the Nation, and 
to obtoiuc foi them the benefit of the Aitides of 
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the peace of 49. (which he himselfe was bound 
in bonuor and conscience to doe) and you con- 
stantly expected their delivery by him ; and 
when shall that be thinke you P CTen then , 
when the lews shall see their Mcssias long 
waited for. 

Honnest friar , Ormond hath deceaved you , 
and tooke a course to increase and secure his 
owne fortunes , he collogued with your country- 
men ) and in the end stuck to that aide , that 
preyed and robbed them of their estates , and 
amongst all he had the greatest share , as is well 
knowne to all ; yet not a woord of this in your 
writings , of the high elogies you give of his 
wisedom , vertue , and most pretions qualities that 
can adome a states-man. 



CHAPTER IX. 

In this Chapter is clearly set downe Omonds 
wrongfult invasion arul possession of se- 
veral Irish Catholick gentlemens es- 
tates , well expressed in the case 
oj St. Kobert Lynch knight 
and Barronet.

Bobert Lynch and his beires , and yet my ItHxl 
tooke those lands from him , quo tituio quo jure 
is the question ; defiend F. Wailsh if you caJi in 
tfiis place your great patron ; ipsa rmderetit 
tould Ormond, that he was doeing wrong and 
robbery the lands appertaning to Sr. Bobert, 
that jadictHm Botarala quo (as S. Basil speakea) ah 
imquit , bona fitdle ditcenure pouvmut , clearly 
convinced Ormond that he was doeing a robbery; 
that law of nature , quod tUn nmt mi fieri aUeri m 
fecerit , that light of which holy David speakes , 
ligmUum ett super not lumen mtltus tui dowme : all 
those sacred lawea cryed out the depriving of Sr. 
Bobert' Lynch of his estate, was factum contra 
legem dei atenam .- all those lights of Giod and 
nature condemnes this fact , soe that fiitu operit 
iCfinU operantu , objectwM etrcmnttaittiee i ^ oMiua 
qua agebat OrmoDiua erant eotara legem Deii what 
then can he say or plead for himselfe ? or you 
for him p he cannot allege that he acquired that 
DopmiuM by any pact, stipulation, donation, per- 
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mutatkoi or prescription ; what then will men say 
in tliis cose ? noe other (Jien that Onnonds inva- 
ding Hiat gentleman's landa was (ip«rf wn {atratwuvni. 
Idkely jrou may tell me the King made a grant 
to Onnond of the said knights estate ; you know 
well that m lege natura noe human power can 
dispense , and it is certaine that the Uw of na- 
ture doth bind all kind of men , and that ncme 
can pretend exemption from the fon» of that 
law , the impression thereof being a light made 
in every man's haert , soe that this Uw binds as 
Well the prince as the lowest man : Ugi natura 
(sBlthLactantioH) necprarogari/iu ett, nee derogart 
«E hoc aliquid Uctt , negue tola abrogari potett , tue 
twro out per lemtuM , out per poptilam hoc Uge ^tie- 
ran pouumiu 1 shall I say more ? probable it is 
that God himselfe cannot dispense in the law of 
natnre, take 6. Thomas his authority for it: 
quia id tapierUiee divinm onmino r^mgnat, 
proindegue fieri nonpotest 1. 2. qutett. 100 ar. 
6. 4^ ratio eat (saith the saint) quia lex natwalit 
nikil aliud est , vt doeet S. Aug : quam iptiut 
etenue Ugit Sf ineommutabilit rationis ip»iiu 
diviiue ttg>ientia in mentibug kominum facia 
tranteriptio. Now it is evidently cleare a man's 
Hie , liberty , fame , landa, estates and fortunes 
are his owne I^ the law of nature , and that by 
force of the same law ^i mi$ potett te defendo ^ 
mo , eini ft repellere i and soe could Sr. Robert 
^[sinst Ormond invading his estate had he beene, 
able to doe soe. 
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But jroa will Bay the lands and eatat«B of aub- 
jects forfeited to the king for treason , rebellion , 
&nd other like crimes by way of attaindeur may 
be disposed of by the king : I grant that, but 
this authority for taking aw&y from such men 
their lands and estates , the prince hath &om 
the Uw of nature , which doth not protect any 
privet man to doe against the publick good, 
wherefore the common wealth can t&ke away the 
life of a man and his estate , (though both, are 
his by the law of nature) when he transgresses 
against the prince or publiok good ; to whom by 
pact or law of nature he should obey : this the 
prince can doe for justice sake , but not for con- 
venience, or at his will and pleasure) for the 
bonds prescribed to the jurisdiction of a prince , 
are justice , law , and reason , and not to doe his 
owne pleasure. Now I would know from you 
what crime hath Sr. Bobert committed P was he 
convinced of any crime against the king before 
any bench of justice ? what hath he done ? who 
charged him ? the law of England (a good law) 
sayes noe man can be condemned but by course 
of law , that is the subjects birth-rigbt , and to 
that effect are lawee made, that justice may 
be don to all men : princes are obliged in con- 
science to administer justice ackording to the 

I demanjagaine, what hath St. Robert Lynch 
don ? you will aay he wits iugaged in the Irish 
rebellion, (for soe you still call that just war , 
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which you conld never as yet prove nor never 
ahall) but grant it liatli been a rebellion, Sr. 
Bobert Lynch , aa all the confederat Catholicks, 
bad an act of oblivion from the king , in the 
peace of 48. ergo your rebellion was pardonned , 
ergo Sr. Hobert Lynch cannot loose his estate 
for that , nor hath be since that time entred into 
a new rebellion , or committed any act of trea- 
Boo ; Onnond cannot say he broake the Articles 
of peace of 48. for he still observed them , and 
adhered to the gouverment and to [Onnond, 
and had nothing to doe witli the congregation ot 
lamestowne whose acts were by Ormoud es- 
teemed or reputed treasonable: tell me tLea 
what right had Ormond to that noble gentle- 
man's estate ? you see the King's grant (if any 
he gave) being against thft law of nature and the 
law of the land is voyd , and cannot excuse Or- 
mond'a conscience , and if the king by a wrong 
information , had granted one man's estate to aa 
other , that other cannot prescribe , quia num- 
guam erat in bona Jide , and consequently in 
conscience he is bound to restore the said estate, 
because he houlds it mala fide : and the prince 
himselfe rightly informed is obliged in con- 
science to have the estate restored to the right 

But now let us returne to the other part of 
'the F : letter , wherin he vseth a Christian free- 
dom of minding the king and Ormond how dan- 
gerous a thing is the violation of pabliok faith ,

aadhowBnch transgressors have beene severiy 
punished in all ages; bnt above all be brings 
downe a formidable example of pablick faith 
broken with the Gabionites , and how King 
'David for appeasing the great Ikmin , and the 
anger of God come vpon the people , deliv<ered 
to said Gabionites seaven children and nephews 
of Saul, who crucified them alive upon a mon- 
tiune to expiat this pnblick horrid un even in 
the face of sun. Lib. 2. Beg. c 21. he ends his 
letter to Oi'mond thus ; 

" H; lord I conclude here but with my hart; 
wishes , that in the house , and at the Counaells 
of our great king , your Excellency may both 
appeere , and prove your selfe hereafter , what 
you are in part already , an other loseph , that 
by the best advises you may preserve the best of 
Princes and all his people of fioe many different 
nations of the British monarchy ; may it be soe 
my lord and may the Catholicks of Irland in 
particular owne you a great deliverance ; as I 
can not but confidently expect from you in due 
time, for my light in the triangle cannot be ex- 
tinguished. But my lord may not innocent Ben- 
jamen alone, nor frindly Buben onely, but even 
Symeon and Levi, and their complices ^;ainst 
you heretofore have cause to blesse God for you 
here after ; may they all find in effect , that you 
have the bovrells of loaeph ta fot^ve and com-' 
passionat them , and his power to deliver tbem , 
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and his faitfa to beleeve that God pennitted tbetr 
evil against you even in foroiog yon twice away 
from ^em , of purpose to preaerre you for their 
good, and that ;you might retarne even this 
second time their great deliverer. Propitious 
heaven and your owne good Gteniua (my lord) 
■econd my wishes , and may your faith-full be- 
leever see with his owne eyes the full accom- 
plishment; that he may employ all his dayes 
after , and all his labours in consecrating to pos- 
terity your name , with this Elogium of loseph , 
the saviour of his brethren , and of his country , 
and of all the People , and these are the barty 
wishes of my lord 

"your Excellencies most humble 

" and most devoted servant P. W." 

Here is a glimons pereloee of that famous let- 
ter ; good QoA what a faire flourish wee have here 
of magnificent woorda , and even nothing but 
woords , vowes , and dretuning wishes , tliat will 
take effect at once with the Velleities of the 
damned soules of hell ; first he insinuats the great 
wisedom of Ormond in the bouse and counsells 
of the king , and would make vs beleeve be will 
appeare like an other loaeph , and by the best 
of advises preserve the best of Princes our gra- 
tious king and all his people of soe many diffe- 
rent nations of the Brittish monarchy ; soe as 
the very Brittish crowne ia ^aine like to snfier 
as other fintal knock , if Ormdnd's divine coon- 
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sells and advises doe not prevent it ; whst lOan 
can read these magnalia without gearing at this 
fiyar'a folly ? he then says , may the Catholicks of 
Iriand in particular owe you a great diliverance, 
as I can not but confidently esjpect from you in 
good time , for my light in the triangle can not 
be extinguished. Certainly the man have been 
in a pleasant humour and some joniall exstasie 
when he wrote these things ; but I see the spirit 
of propheeie forsooke this friar long agoe , and 
nothing (I am Sorry for it) fell out according his 
prognostication , for Ormond did quite deceave 
hifu in his hopes , and astreau predictions , and 
his false light in the triangle (if ever it was in 
the triangle) is shamefully put out ; for the peo- 
ple of Iriand in stead of this hopefuU delivcranoa 
owe to Ormond their downfall and vtter destruc- 
tion. He then speaks of beloved Benjamea 
of frindly Ruben , as likewise of Symeon and 
Levi and their complices against loseph giving 
therby to vnderstaud that the Catholicks sould 
Ormond as Joseph's brethren sould him to the 
Egyptians , which is as great a lye as could b& 
framed by a diabolick mind , wheras Ormond , if 
he did not sell the nation (as Clarendon the 
Chanchelour did) he hath at leastwise betrayed 
them in trust ; pray good F : name the mar- 
chand to whome wee sould your Ormond P tell the 
price wee had for selling him? name the country 
be was transported vnto. 
Now be comes to the bowells of loseph in Or- 
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mond' , O tbo merciful! bowells of Ormond in com- 
{taaaionating hia countiymeD I It is true he had 
great power to doe va good , but turned that pow- 
er to destruction , cnrryed away by a spirit of 
rancor and revenge ; wberas you say wee forced 
Ormond away out of the country , it is a eham- 
full lye ; but he himselfe withdrew , in as much 
aa he could doe noe good to the countrie (as 
above said) next yon tell ua he will become the 
great deliverer of hia countrie : O the great de- 
liverer Ormond of his countrie and countriemen 1 
of the Cathoticks of Irland , noble Ormond I that 
brought them oat of choines aod bondage , that 
defended them faith-fuUy ag^nat Orery , Mont- 
rath , and the rest of that rabelment of rebells 
when thpj had a contest before king and coun- 
sel ; that consoled them in their extremities , 
delivered them from hunger and famin , that re- 
presented to the king their loyalty and affection , 
and made good to them the Articles of 48. 
wonderfuH deliverer of the nation Ormond I The 
lying friar perclosed his letter with this great elo- 
^um and prayer: That Oimond may prove a 
loseph and saviour of hia brethren , and of hia 
Countrie and of all the people. 

Change your stile idle and vaine friar , writ 
truth once in your life , and tell the world that 
thy Ormond hath not been a loseph , nor saviour , 
bat the mine , looser, and destroyer of his bre- 
thren , and countrie and of all the people. Ton 
may as wel prove crueltie to b^ mercy, Helio- 
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gnbalus was a Cato Vticensis, <xr a Pbotion of 
Athens , and that Memalina wife to Claudius wm' 
a T«stal nan , ae that OniUMid was a loseph to tbe 
Irish. 

Let who please compare Ormond with loseph, 
and then judge this friar apootatizing frt»n sB 
ptetie and his order , a Ifsr in calling OnnoDd ft 
loaeph. 

loaeph in Patipfaai'a house was ftdthfull to bis 
maister , conteneot and vertnous ; loseph ia 
prison was patient .obedient to Gods will, and be- 
loved of all ; loseph in the conrt and gorelne- 
meat of B^ypt was wise , just , humble , and ia 
noe way proud or arrogant ; if Ormond hath those 
vertaes , let those that know him tell vs. loseph 
was of fioe great wisedooi and Frovidencp , as he 
prevented seaven yeares famine by gathering 
corne in time of plenty , and selling it in time of 
scarcity and hunger to the people, thereto pre- 
serving them all from starving , wherefore Ffaaro 
called loseph the saviour of the world : surely the 
friar cannot stile Ormond saviour of Irland or of 
the Irish in this sense ; he preserved none of 
them from famin, but starved thousands of them, 
by taking away Ibeir lands , estates and bread : 
this his crrel tyrsnnie and oppression of the pooie 
makes them strick the g&t«3 of heaven with 
grones and sighes and cryes , they all say aloud 
Ormond cruel man ! " thou hast taken sway the 
pleadge of thy brethren without cause , and the 
naked thou hastspoiled of cloatfaes , widdones thou 
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hast sent awa; emptie , and the srmcs d popiUs 
thon haat broken in peeces." lob. c 32. 

Those are flateriog £riar the workee of mercy 
Onnond thy Itneph have done the CathoUcks of 
IrUnd ; Uiat is ttie tenderness of his mercifull 
boweUs towards them , those are the effects of bis 
great affection and care of them ; and all this> 
being soe, epeake fa : Wailah troth and shame 
the divel , what hath thy Ormond to doe with lo- 
seph P thy Ormond (I say) a man ,J[of whome it 
ifi generally spoken and beleevedj could never 
forgive an^ thing that looked like an offence , W 
injorie done him, wheras mercy was the great- 
est vertue in Zoseph, and his remitting and for- 
giving ibe injuries dwie him by his brethren who 
sold him over to the Egyptians. 



CHAPTER X. 

Evident proafeg of Omtondg deserting the 

Catkolicka ckeefii/ dratcen out of his 

owne letter to Orery. 

Yaou the feares of the Catholicks of our nation 
in London , that Ormond was to desert them , 
and their good cause , let as pass to eleere ai^u- 
ments fully convincing that noble man of this his 
mind and determinatiim to abandon said Catho- 
licks and joyne with Oreiy and the rest of that 
tribe, aa really he did. 
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God said to (he Prophet Ezechie). "Son of man 
di^e the wall , and when I had djgg'd the wi£ 
there appeared one doore and he saith to me , 
goe in and see the most wicked sbominationB , 
which they doe here." lam nowcomming todi^ 
the wall, where 70a shall see the abominaticmB 
Ormond was doeing even about the time the cre- 
dulons &iar wrote him the above letter ; what I 
am to say here will appeare evidently by Or- 
mond's owne letter to Orery , which is in this 
forme. 

Ormondes letter to Orery. 

" My Lord agreable to the particular friend- 
ship I desire to have inviolably with your Lord- 
ship , that upon oecaaion , the King's naming me 
to the gouvemement of Irland , I should have 
writen particularly to you , but I held it not soe 
particularly necessarie , because I vnderstood a 
principal condition is that noe change should be 
made in that > hoever it may make ma more or 
less able to serve yon , eoe that I presume im the 
old foot , and lay asside all ceremonies : I hope you 
will find , that since I had some title to make it 
my basiness , the mains dispaches in order to tlie 
setlement of that Kingdom , have not gon on 
slower then before , which with some thrifty al- 
terations hath past his Majesties approbation in 
full counsel , and will spoedyly be transmitted, 
and if it be possible the great act of setlement 
with it , that with the retrenchements, the seca- 
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rhie as well of their possessions , as of a constant 
payement , of what is left of pay , may be secured 
vnto them ; I assure you noe diligense nor meMies 
shall be wanting or omitted on my side to hastek 
both to you. I thank your Idsp. for General 
Preston's pions oath , I neaver saw it before , but 
the fruits of it , and of an other perjurie soone af' 
ter I found ; and in tnitb found nothing but di- 
rect treachery and disobedience from the geoe- 
r^tie of that pec^ , governed bj the worst spi- 
ritual guides , that ever lead a poore people to 
destruction , but they doe , and it is just they 
should , find the smart of it : I have a designe to 
make that snmrt where it is reason it should , it 
is to execute the act In all the fandation of it , 
which most be immoveable by way of plantation , 
and transplatation (I meane of the Iiish) for it 
must be laid as a ground , that noe adventurer or 
soldier shall be removed &om his lott , by which 
all the ends of Batisfaction and security , I thinlc 
will be mett ; which my conceptions are in the 
hands of your frind , and tells me he liieth tham 
well ; when they are brought to forme you shall 
have them sent you. I am yours &c. Ormond. 
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« CHAPTER XI. 

A paraphrase vpon the mistefioua meaning 
of this letter. 

In tbia letter a blind man m&7 parceaue tbs 
great ofiectioQ Ormond beares to the Cromwe- 
lians , &nd his longing desire to see them paid and 
satisfyed of aU their challenge and demands j 
more coilld not be desired bj them , then what is 
promised by Ormonds letter (the 1 2. Counties in 
Irland that Cromwel and the then parlament al> 
lotted them) the same ofTection and care he (utso 
of the adventorers of London , as deeply in re* 
liellion as the rest Ynderstood here ; " for it most 
be (said Ormond) lud as aground, that Doe nA- 
venturer nor soldier shall be remoued from his 
lott , by which all the ends of satisfaction and ae- 
ctiiitie, I tbinke will be mett; which my conce^ 
tions are in the hands, of your frind, and tells dw 
he likes them well:" this frind he meanes is Chl> 
rendon , who sold away Irland and the Catho- 
licks of Irland ; Ormonds conceptions ran vpon 
the satisfaction and securitie of the Cromwelians, 
that they should not be remoged from their lott, 
neither the adventurers ; in manner ibat by this 
frindly distribution , there was nothing left to the 
Catholicks , for what the Cromvrelians aai a4- 
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TBDtnrers possessed , were 22. coantyes of thiit; 
tfro in all Irland. 

If Cromwel were but &liue Bgfune , and hau^f 
■n act of grace from his majestie for himaelf^ 
he could not demand nor de^re more for his close 
Sticklers , than what Ormond assures them of. 
Oood friar trouble ^oor brsines noe more with 
these Strained letters of yours vnto Ormond as 
for favour to the Catholicke , ctmebtsum eat con- 
tra ipsoi : all is disposed of, and to the veiy re- 
bdls , your Ormond have atopt bis eares to your 
flattering eloquence , and left nothing to the 
tnore innocent Catbolicks , an eternal staine and 
Memish to his name and family : and this he was 
trotting (to your cmfusion friar be this spoken) 
this he was plotting I say , even then , and at the 
same time you strained your witt to pen htm that 
learned letter: it is much, that for the confi- 
dence be placed in you bis prone Orator, and vS- 
fection be bore to his noble brother in law Clan- 
cany, and Kindness to his gallant nephew 
Tonng Musgry, that be concealed all tiiese his 
hidden stratagems from you all , even from his 
intimat ould frind Mr. Beling. 

This letter is replenished with tend» love and 
•Section to Orery, "my lord (said Ormond) agre- 
bUb to the particular frindship I desire to have 
inviolably with your lordship;" whata sudden al- 
teration (if they be sincerely spoken) is this, a 
noUe man held still to be a royalist , to becrane 
ne Ttiexp«ctedly a fautor of Cromwelians , a 
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man as Ormond , who stuok soe closely to the 
king in his royal banishment , and rnparalel mis-' 
^tunes, the kings cabinet connselor, to deeire 
ffld insinuate freely (withoat aoUcitations froni 
the other side) frindahip and particular amide , 
inviolably to be obserred and performed with the 
kings mortal enemie , not long agoe , with Orery 
I meane , whose witt was brewing to crowue 
Cromwel king of the three kingdoms; Ormond 
tells this Orery. " I hopo you will find that ainoo 
I had some title to make it roy basiness , the 
maine_dispaches in order to theaetlement of that 
kingdom , have not gon on slower then before ; 
which with some thrifty alterations hath past bis 
Majesties approbation in full counsel, and wilt 
Bpeedyly be transmitted , and if it be possible tha 
great act of setlement with if &c Ormonds bo- 
siness here (which he made his maine worke) was 
to Tudermine and destroy the Irish intrest his set- 
tlement , (as hee means) is to see all disposed of to 
the Cromwelians, Adnenturers and Souldien, 
not foi^tting himselfe , and some others, aa 
treacherous to Ireland , as hee himselfe , or Or- 
rery ; heere you may take notiee of his godly 
conscience in hauin^ a speciall care to see a 
constant payment (of what is vnpayd,) secnred 
for the 7ngodIy crew : tell me Ormond, Sauionr 
and loseph of your Countremen , what is yoor 
meaning by a constant payment to those who 
fought soe vigoronely against the Crowne and 
Royoli Blood ? is this the Crownea interest ? 
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will 70U hsne reconciled enemies coaetantlj' in 
p&j , and eeruice ? is this loj&ltj or loue to the 
King , to tume out true , and faithfull mea to 
the Crowne , and conflrme bloudy Traytours A 
thejr place ? How many be there , that won- 
ders as well abroad as at home , hia Malestie 
takes noe notice of these proceedings ? certainly 
tliere can be no great argument of lone to the 
King, in forsaking his constant and faithfull 
Bubjeots & making new frindship with his ap- 
proued enemies , thy affection to Orrery & others 
dee sound some misterious pollicie, as men of 
weake c^iacitie cannot reach vnto, howener, 
there be those , that say that the roote of all this 
proceeds from an vnsatiable desire of (otin tacra 
ftoMt) and willingnees to be reuengeil on the 
poore catholicks of the Nation. 

He then thanks Orrery in his letter for an 
oath hee sent him that General Preston made , 
and sayea hee never saw it before , but found 
the fruits of it , and of another petjurie eoone 
after. I need not in this place make mention of 
the antnent and noble familie of General Fres- 
ioa (Viscount of Taro) cadett to the most noble 
house of Gormanstowne the eldest and first house 
(^ viscounts in Irland , a familie allwayes true 
and faithfull to the crowne, and of great pietie 
and deserts ; that the said Oenerall ever show'd 
hemselfe a gallant and valiant men in all dan- 
gers , is well knowne , and though Ormond and 
Orrery both have been Comnmunders of Ar> 
G 3 
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mlee , tbe first under his Majeste, snd the other 
under Cromwel , X can scarce beleeve either of 
them , gained (by , or in any expidition) as mncfa 
iftnour and appkuse as Preston had at tbe seege 
of Lovain (where heseged by the French in ths 
jrear 1634.) by a sallie made in the head of 300, 
of his owne regiment, vpon St. Peters day early 
in the morning , breaking vpon the French quar- 
ters , routing and killing all opposed or resisted 
him , to the losse of 200 and eightie French soul- 
diers, returning Tictorious sound and safe with- 
out loosing a man, and was received with triumph 
and joy of all the people of Lovain , which no- 
ble exploit of his is celebrated by the famousest 
writers of those dayes , as Vemulceus and Pn- 
teanus. There was in General Preston another 
thing of greater prayse than all this , tme Vertoe 
and pietifl , being a man that feared Grod , and 
loathed to doe against his conunandmeots , soe 
that it is a calnnmie to call him peijnred ; bat 
if Orreiy and Onnond shall be admit^d to judge 
honest upright people, many will be by thein 
censured as noble Preston is , for perfidious , and 
perjured men : but pray why may not Preston 
and others say to this Onnond , " Qttit tt contti' 
tvit Jvdicemf I will conclude with Gienend 
Preston, for whom I doe say , that his life beb^ 
sifted out from his childhood , he wilt not ba 
found to have done any base or vile action. 

Here Ormond is not resolved to bIo|^ , but 
passes on further aod sayes to his new moulded 
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Friend Orrery : " and in truth I fbund nothing 
bat direct treacherie and disobedience from tlie 
generalitio of that People :" it is true " Quod ex 
(AtaulaiUia cordis oi loquitur ," in thia place i but 
I would have his -grace know (in a frindly man- 
ner I speak) that there ia nere a Butler a live, 
nor have been in times past, noe, nor of the 
Geraldines nor Bourkea (families renowned b» 
BOj of the Butlera) nor even of the old princely 
blood of that nation , as your o Brian , o Nealls , 
Hourchoes , o Donnells , MachulJes , o Con- 
nors, ^, vhose word or testimonie would be 
esteemed , as to the blenushing of the generalitie 
of a nadon , to make them treacherous and per- 
fidious : Father Walsh harken and take notioa 
of this s^endid attestation your greet Mectenas 
Oraond gives of the Catbolick people of Irland , 
that in trath hee found nothing but direct Trea- 
dteiie and disobedience from the geoeralitie of 
that people : what man soe impudent , would 
manluQ soe notorioos a repnmch and infamie 
cart vpon a sound body of men , a whc^e natim 
tsithfoll and loyall ever and all wayea to the 
King ; in this place good Father I discover that 
(notwithstanding your intimacy with Ormond) it 
doth not Btopp Mm from giving you , the lie , 
who in BeveraQ places of yonr writings doe prove 
the gener^tie of the Nation (though you write 
■gainst some particulars) to have been loyaH and 
taMifuU to the King , now Ormond doth blemish 
^ generalitie of the Nation by the fore-meB* 
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tioned spott, hee turnesto tbeBisbope, Pastorr^ 
and Fatliers of the people , and telb his loving 
0rrei7 , th« people were goTemed by the wont 
spiritutj gaids , that ever lead a poor people to 
destraction , and aayes further , they doe it , and 
it is fitt they should find the smart of it , and that 
bee hath a designe to make the Koart when it is 
most reaaoD it should be. 

Heere my Lord Duke osarps a great presum- 
(ion in Baying the Biahoppa were d'a"ift ll guides 
to the people: he is far mistskea in his false 
Stippositions , the Bishops were not they /that 
niisgiiided the people, & lead them a stray, be 
is miatakeu I say again. Vox popaH sayes it is, 
he, and he alone (Ormond I mean) that lead 
them blind foald , deluded , and trapan'd them to 
theyr deetructioD , downefall and ruine , Seanng 
vpon all they had , Fortune , Libertie , and Es- 
tates , with the rest of his complicea, and not the 
Bishops. 

This good Duke seems to have a strange anti- 
pathie to these venerable Bishops, for each 
where he affronts them , (an argument of an ig- 
nominious minde) hee wil have noe peace with 
them. Though his Grace a while after the 
Kings restauration was created Duke , and Lord 
Steward of the Kings house , and Lord Leiite- 
nant of Irtand, and one of bis M^esties privie 
oonnsel in England and Earle of Brecknooke (in 
Wales) oreated , that he might sit in the Parlo- 
ment of England ; to be short bee attainted tO: 
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ibttt bight of fsTonr , with our good Xing , u 
none in the three Kingdoms did reach vuto ; yet 
all this signified little or nothing to him , till he 
bad seen theme Gatholicke Bishops (allredy much 
afflicted) trsmpled ander his feet , tfaeyre sufier- 
ings coold not appeaae his wrath , theyre inno- 
cemcie could not satiefie hie conscience , nor thejn 
integritie rectifie hia erronious jndgement ; but 
nnst needs write to his beloved Orrery , his new 
friend, saying "that these Bisbopps were the 
worst siHrituall gnids that ever lead a poor peo- 
fde to destruction." This is Ormond's testimonie 
to'.tlie King of the good Bishops ; he sayd they 
were Tn^tonrs and disaffected to his Hajestie 
and crowne, (and sayes the same still) all this to 
kindle his Slajestiea indignation against them , 
and by that way to see himselfe revenged of aii' 
injuria (l>ee imagined) don him by those of tlrc 
congregation of Waterford and lamestown, of 
which wee have sayd enoogh above. 

Saint Paul himselfe (diuine tmmpet of the 
word of God,) though bee suffered cheerfully 
and Innocently many reproaches , contumelies , 
and imprisonments for Grods cause and sake , 
yet hee would not have his fame to be taken 
Mray or stain'd Bonum ett enim (saith the 
Apostle) niAi tnagii mori qitam at Glmiam mean 
Quif evacnet ; Stdnt lerome , in Imitation of 
BaiBt Paul, sayea Ad SUentiam! Apottoliei el 
Bxen^li , et Praoepti «it , «( HdbioMM* ra&mem 
am ectunetUite kmtmt , ud ttiam foma ; FinaUy

hatjl these wor^ , tenets quod dixi atqae dittim- 
guile , dute res tHta , Gnuctentia , et fama , CoMtiA- 
aUia Necenaria ett tibi , fama Proximo tua , qm 
fideiu ContcientiiE tna , negUgit famam tuam crude- 
Ut ett. The Bishops being ianocent are to follow 
Saint Fftulos Example , to defend theirs fame 
against Onnond , and greater man than bee , 
and theire lunocency , Piety , and knowne la- 
tegrity will tfaronghly defend tbem. My OfunioD 
is that Onnonds vnquietness come from the fai^t 
of his spirit : for that the appetite of ambitiom 
men is commonly Boe inordinate , & tbeire 
will BOO unbridled , they cannot indnre lo aes 
thenuelrea thwarted in the least, or crossed, 
Boe that , though they possess never soe maoh 
contentment in all things , yet if in the least they 
finde themselves opposed , all the rest seems 
noysome unto them ; an Example of which wee 
have in Holy Scripture , (in the book of Heater ,) 
of Aman. who abounding in wealth and hononr, 
Fleasares , and glories , seeing that Mardocbteas 
th^ poore lew , let him pass without doing him 
any reverence , (which Mardochsus did out itf 
feare of offending God , knowing well Aman 
was a deadly enemie to God , and to the lewee ,) 
was soe vexed therwitb , that hee assembled hia 
wife , Children , and frinds , having told them of 
all bis Glories and Familiarity with tiie Kiag 
Assuarus, and bow hee alone was innited a Itu^ 
with the King , to Queen Hesters ba&qoet , bee 
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'Bhtd : ana for all I have this pompe , magnificence 
and Glorie , I think I have nothing , as long as 
I see MardocIuBua sitting before the Kings doore , 
and p^onniog mee Doe reverence (Even eoe 
OrmoDd, having all Glory, and prosperity, 
-yettthinksliee hath nothing, while the Catholiak 
Bishops (that offended him not) doe not pros- 
tnde themselves at his feet , and snbmitt to his 
fatindly transported Indgment.) Then Zarea 
Amai» wife and his &inds answered him, 
wying , commamid a beame to be raised of sixtj 
onbita high, uid speak to the King. on the 
in<»ming, that Mardochfens may be hanged 
thereon, and soe thon shall goe loyfuU and 
mexUy to the feast, but all went quite to the 
OontriU7 , (ud to Amans expectation , and to the 
expectation of all his frinds ; the Gibbet raised 
bj Aman, for Mardocbteos, was turned to 
Amans owne destruction. 

Tiiat hee (as I said before) for his great ambi- 
tion , accompanied with a revenging minde , can 
have bat little ease or rest ; The Prophet says , 
Imipnu quati mare tervetu , gvad quieicere «on 
poteMt " The wicked man is like a swelling Sea, 
' wbioh cannot rest ;*" there can be noe greater 
. execatkmers or torments to the minde of man , 
. then amlntion, en uy, and anger, this madeHorace 
tmy; huidia neaii box intenere tyranni tormmttaa 
majia. The tyrants of Cicilie never found a 
greater torment then enny. 

!{&. cap Sij. 
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Seneca tells us the ambitions man reeeivetfa 
not Boe iniicli eoutentemettt by seeing maaf 
behinde him , as discontent hy seeing any before 
him i there ara many great men in this age ucIe 
of this disease , such aa cannot know wben thej 
are well , and though great tliey be , will striae 
'Still to be greater , see that they can at noe ^me 
be at ease or at quietness , much like that Italian', 
who being well, most needs take phi8i<^ , and 
dyed thereof, vpon whose sepulch^ this Epi- 
taphe was engrared , I was well , and would be 
better , I too^ phisck , snd came to th» 
phereter. 

Plutarch expresaeth natnraily this unqiuetMas 
of smbitiouB mindes in Pyrrhus King of Epirot , 
who having greatly enlarged his Dominions with 
the conquest of tJbe great Eangdom of Haoedo- 
nia , b^an alsoe to designe with himseUe tiie 
conquest of Italy , and having Communicated 
his deliberation with his great cous^our Cineas, 
hae demannded bis advice, whertoe Cinaos 
answered, that hea greatly desiml to know 
what hee meant to doe when hee had oonqnerad 
Italy ? Sir quoth Pyirhtis , the Eingdom <rf 
Cisilie is tben ncere at hand , and deserretb to 
be had in oonsideratioa , as well for tite fertUtt^, 
ae for the riches , and power of Hie Daad. Well , 
quoth Cineaa , and when you have gotten Cica- 
ly , what wiU you then doe P Quoth Pynhns , 
Africk is not farre of, where Uisre are divvn 
goodly Kingdoms , wlncfa partly by the fame at 
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m fonner conqoesta , and pardj hj the valour 
of my Bouldieni may easily be subdued. I grant 
it qoothCineas, but when all Africk is yours, 
what mean yoa Uien to doe ? When Pyirhus 
aaw that bee urged tiim still with that question ; 
then qnoth Pyrrhus , thou and I will be metry , 
ftnd make good cheer ; whereunto Cineaa re- 
plied , if this shall be the end of your adTea> 
tures and labours, what bindereth you irom 
doeing the same now , will not your Kingdoms 
of Epyras and Macodonia suffice you to be 
merry , and make good cheers P and if you had 
Italy , Cicily , Africk , and all the world , could 
yoa and I be merrier than wee are , or make better 
cheere than wee doe? will you therfore Yenter 
your £ingd<Hn8 , Person , Life , Honour , and 
all you have to purchase that which you have 
already? Thus said wise Cineas to Pyrrhus, 
rc^Kchending bis Immoderate ambition , who 
knew not when ha was well , neither yet what 
hee would have, seeing bee desired noe more 
thea that which hee bad alleready , which in the 
end cost him deare ; for following his owne 
amhitioa, and unbriddled appetite, to amplify 
his Dominions ; as bee gott much , soe he lost 
much being able to conserve nothing any tyme , 
and at length having entred the towne of Ay- 
ro8 by force , hee was killed with a brick batt 
thiowne down by a woeman from the top . of a 
house ; heere you see the wretched end of Pyrr- 
hus his ambition. 

B 
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H&d Ormood sucli a cotmsellonr by him , as 
Cineas was , & heaid unto him , hee had lickfy 
^ie«a happisr then he ia at present, such b 
counseUour I mean &S would saj unto him 
intrepidl; , when hee toAe the couise of strip- 
ping hraaest gentlemen of theire estates; my 
Lord I would desire to know what yon resolve 
to doe , when jou have by hooke and crooke in- 
grossed the lands , and inheritances of Innocent 
persons , poore widowes and Orphans unto 
your selfe ; when yon have obtained all , ia the 
thing you ayme at , only to make good cheers , 
and be merry? if this be yourdesigna , yon need 
not trouble yourselfe soe mnch , nor expose yonr 
conscience to danger , nor your honour to such 
an Ignominous shame and infamy, (which shall 
endure to all ages) in taking away that which is 
not jour owne ? farre better content your selfe as 
you are , and feast upon that great patrimony 
your Predecessors left , cannot that estate whidt 
maintuned them honourably (without damping 
any other) msintain» and content you ? but I 
see this is an erill familiar, those exulted to tha 
height of greatness and &raur in the Princes 
eye have noe connsellours that will speak fraify 
the truth, as worthy Cineas did to Pyrrhus; 
few are neere Kings and Princes , can say that 
which Seneca requires to be said by just upright 
men , Logvimw qvod SetUimiu , et Stnlimut 
quod Loguimur , "this is a thing wanting ia 
Court ," Bomo qui dKat vesitalem , which Soiecft 
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excellently expressed to bis frind , LuQiliua , tfaus 
JffoMlrabo tibi cuiiu rei impia Laborattt magna 
ftutipia , quod omnia poitidentibtu , detit unum 
Stnlicet qui verum decit ; " They live not in 
courts tnd the houses of Kings that will sererij 
speake, And sincerely the tmeth," what man 
can wi4>ont teftres behold soe many great per» 
sonages , even Christians in this age , that live , 
and doe farre wickedsr things , then Dentils or 
Pagans hare doa , or does , which had more 
respect and regard to theirs Idols (in whome 
tbey iQiprehended mum dietie) then tboae to the 
tme and lining God. 



CHAPTKB Xn. 

If Ormonda attendance, and service 

apon the King ut Am banigkment, 

met with sufficient ream- 

venee and reioard. 

This qnerie yon may take to be something ex- 
travagant , soch another as if one had doubted 
whether it be day , even when the snn shines , 
and is scorching of the earth , potting men into 
such heat and sweat , as they must of all neces- 
sity put of theire cloathes ; however this querie 
is qulcUy ntolred, by cidonlating the yearly 
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rentBOnnbnd had before the warre , and cdtifcri- 
ring the same with this his present estate, in 
doeing of this the work is don , and jour ques- 
tion resolved ; what rent say yon had heelmme- 
diatlj before the waire ? 7000. pound sterling 
Boe more P in as much , as that vast estate of his 
wss engaged to men in long Leases , Moigaged , 
and incnmbred with Annuitys ; what then is his 
present rent and estate? neare vpon eighty 
thonsand potmd starling annuall rent (and I 
donbt whether any subject in Enrope have the 
like estate, som say hee hath more ,) bnt how 
corns it that a man, that came home naked and 
bare after soe many yeares toe and froe in tJie 
world, (as severall other noble men in poverty 
and need) came so snddainety by saeh vast ftcqni- 
sitions P This is quickly answered ; bU was 
made over to him by the kings grant , as for Ex- 
ample , Six Corporations , (whioh his Ancestoors 
never had) all the estates of his house leased , 
soe that the leasors are constrained to begg , hee 
had alsoe conferred vpon him the estates and 
lands of many honest faithfull snbjects ; all this 
and more bestowed vpon him by hia Majestyes 
free grant ; now see yon whether bis service and 
attendance vpon bis Majesty , be phntifiilly re- 
quited or noe ? My Sentiment of Onnoods ac- 
quisitions I delivered in the case of Sir Robert 
Lynch as a hove , now whether the Kj^ hath 
dsly and leg^y bestowed otiier mens estates 
f piMi hia Grace , is left to efeiy maiw thought , 
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' to think wlut hee wiU ; however I un of this 
opinion , that (alt being well conridered by hii 
Majesty , and this portentoui liber^ty to that 
noble man , veil examined ,) hia Majesty will 
finde but little content or joy therin, nay to tba 
oontrary , his Royal hart will be in an ocean of 
nnqnieteess , seeing aoe many deserving families 
numberless widdowes , I&nooenta and orphans , 
deprived of theire propper right , forced both at 
faonie and abroad to unspeakable wants, cou' 
sumed by hanger , vermin , and miseries , and 
all this , to raise ap the greatness of one man's 
funilie, that was great anongh of it selie ; If tlie 
Law of God or nature will allow of soe many 
thousand Innocents to perish and be destroyd , 
hy depriving them of theire rights and lively- 
hood, is a maxim that toucheth much his Eoyall 
wisdome , for it is written , that God will have a 
care of the widdowes and fatherless , and in due 
tyme wiU chastise and oppress the oppressors of 
those ; thousands of Innocents are sacrificed in 
this ouF age , to increase the estate of one man , 
can Instice suffer this ? can the mercifull breast 
of a merctfoll King endure to see soe many speck- 
tades of woes and miseries withont reliefe P will 
not God at long running looke downe vpon these 
vnlawfuU prooeedings P certainly hee will , and 
lo the confusion of the possessors. 

But Let us grant the parents of those lanooent 
creatures ran into a Rebellion , (as Onnond, Cla- 
rindon, and odiera UMj BQggesied to the King) 
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b&ve the Utile btbes , (not bome at tbat tyme) 
been rebellsF What have tbzj don against the 
Crowne ? Miut they all snfl^ and perish iot 
theire Farents crimes ? (crimes 00I7 impnted t» 
them, but aerer prored ;) God hunaelfe sayes, 
Fiiiiu WM portabii imqvitattM patria , " The childe 
shall not beare the iniquity of bia Father ;" but 
Ormohd e^ys the contraty , let them suffer and 
perish for the erroim of theire Parents, goo 
th&t I may be thereby both great and wealthy i 
luttititt iiu^.(saye8 the Holy Ghost) raper mm, 
at imputat in^j sitper etim , " The lustice <tf the 
lust fall Tpon him, and tbe Impiety of the Im- 
pious vpon him ;" the quite contrary is is this 
cose , for the Inst have not found lustice , nor 
mercy , the Innocent children (of the snpposed 
rebells) are punished as Impious , left naked and 
to noe mercy. Saint lerorae his saying is not 
regarded in this place, Ntc mrtutet , nee vUia pa-^ 
retUam liberii la^aUw , " Let not the virtoes , 
or vices of Uie parents be impoeed to the Chil- 
dren;" there is a God above all , when heecomea 
to examine those open injustices, Clarindon 
Onuond and others and the rest (inatrumeats of 
the mine of see many, tJiousud honest funiliea) 
will not appeare, all will be made moreoleare to 
theire confuuon ; but wee most leave the Inno. 
cent to God , who though he ia pteased to Cha^ 
tise them with the Bod of his anger (out^of his 
secret and just ludgments , the which wee must 
adore) jet the cruelty of those afflicteie , (wlw 
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ploDged as in an ocean of Cidaniaties) will not 
eacape hia Kv&ae sentence and lustice. What 
a ridiculoiis cooceipt ia it, of some of Ormonda 
Aatterera , who tcdl the World, Oimond -waited 
on tbe King out c^ meer affection , and tlteirbf 
ioet bis estate and fortunes at home : truly noe 
man hath bine wiser (if it be wisdome to deoest 
and robb honest men of theire estates) then Or- 
mond in his acquisitions , which aa the worid 
sees , are great , but the nmledietion of God doth 
fcJtow things unjoatly acqaired , and likely tbe 
bread hee now eates dipped in the teares of wid- 
dowea , and blood of the Imocent doth not taste 
sweetly : 

I c(Kdd not heare of any had the fortmiQ that 
OnnoDd had in tbe time of the Kings exile , bee 
was still near tbe King, knew all his A/cana , bad 
the comfort and honour to suffer with bis King , 
(a safBcient recompense for all his attendance) 
and at the same tyme his Liady (a wise woeman) 
was honoured and comforted by Cmmwell ; and 
her children much carressed by his children, soe 
gratious was this Lady in Cromwells tyme , and 
iQ his eyes , that ghee obt^ned three thousand 
pound or more for her joynter per-annum; who 
more inward with the King then Ormond 7 who 
more respected by Crumwell then the Lady of 
Ormond P and shee well requited Crumwetls 
kindness, to his relations, cheefly to his sonue 
Harry , upon tbe Kings restanration , wbo ob- 
tained upon her knees from the King (as we

have been informed) that H&ny CFomwell mipht 
enjoy the estats given him in Ireland by hia Fa- 
ther in the tyme of hia FroteotorBhip , among 
other lands hee had that of Mr. Sedgrave of £1- 
leylan a good and ancient familie , which estate 
he sold to one Sir Patrick Moledy knight , who 
poaaesseth it to this day , and the relict of said 
Sedgravea Miatres Jane Nottinghsm (a good and 
vertuoua Ladj) lives very poorly and in a sad 
condition with her children , without joynt«r of 
relief; and aoe my Lady Dutches of Ormonds 
fioliciiatiouB for Harry CrumweU , weare for the 
childe of him that murthered the Kings Father 
lyid against a poor widow and her babes , a widow 
wlKee Father and Kindred were ever faithfull to 
the crowne , and were not these think ye Godly , 
and misteriooa prayera and intercessions. 
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CHAPTER Xm. 

Sow the fmgaiity t and laudable kutbandry 

of the AacierU Renowned Heroes , did 

content it telfe , and have bin 

satisfied with small retoardt 

given them , for the'- 

rare services by th\ 

common wealth, 

G^BB^T reason, that deserving men shonld be 
looked upon , and requil«d accordmg to the ser- 
vice don to tjieir country or Prince ; this custome 
hath been exercised in the best , and moat flou- 
rishing common wealths of Rome , Athens , Car- 
thage , and LiacedJmonia , who reflecting vpon the 
deserts of theire people , and services don the 
common wealth at Iiome and a broad , did by 
statutes express eternize theire names , and fami- 
lies vnto posterity , as alsoe by gifts and rewards ; 
And these (soe collated) munificencies , were by 
distinct names called , as some , by the name of 
Adorea, martial praise, another was called 
" Corona Aurea" , a gold crowne , Navalis a sea 
fight crowne , soe Castrensis , and Obsidionalis , 
a field and siege crowne , Sx., now and then they 
gave your Hostas Dcauratas gilded speres , and 
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etHue times thqr gave certwne akers of ground 
aad meKSurea of come , more or leas m ibej de- 
served , uid such meaBurea were called Hemina, 
which in phiucall measure is not three gallona : 
heere it is to be noted how great Heroes , and 
flhampioiu anciently were recompenced : for 
theireextrawdinarfBerricea dim to die(coinmoa- 
wealth) with smaU piesenia , and , well contented 
were thej with the same , see great have been 
theire frugal hasbandry , and parcemonie in alt 
theire life , that hardly wee can give credit to what 
historians write of tlieire wonderfull moderatitMi 
in their publicke expenses , of Fompes , feast- 
inga , and showes ; Great men were sober in 
those ages. Titus Livius , tells us Quintus Cin- 
cinatBit was carried (rota the plongh , to the dig> 
iiity of S dictator ; which wane being ended , 
hee returned cbearfully to the plough againe ; 
faee relates alsoe how the Ambassadors oF the 
Samnites found Curins Dentatus, another I^ 
tator, making ready, and deansing of rootes for 
his supper, and even at that tyme, hee says, 
there were noe more in all the Romtm Anuiea ti 
waiting men (such as wee call calones) but two: 
Mu^us Antbonius , not hee (tfaat fatidl man to 
Cicero, and to the Common-weidtb,) butanother 
Chosen Consull of a great Annie design'd in to 
8paigne,bad bot eight servants , soe Garbo in 
the same dignity pJaoed, (as wee read) had but 
seven ; what shall I say of Cato Uie senior , w Ito 
in the same Imployment , power and commission 
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named tim ceaeor (tbongli contented wiielj wit^ 
aaek & mntH retenoue) was Captaine G«nerall in 
tJieise Annie , a fiuunis oratonr , and a pnident 
coaneeloiir rep«l»d b;f the Coamen-weaitb , (m 
the CoDOBioii-wealtiL ,) and by till Borne for his 
sober 1J& , was caUed a good fatber to bis chil- 
dren , a good husband to his nife , a frugall 
hoiuekeper, and a naa {a great praiee in thofle 
days) well akitl'd in the plough. 

JBpaadoondas « famous Captaine , Protaotour, 
«nd flower of the Thebans , who foaght see mawf 
battayje vidiantlf , nevertbeteSB h ia wriUen , hee 
had btU one sate of Cloathes , which , when re- 
qutrad repin^aon , hee was forced to keep hooae , 
till mended aad brought unto turn ; This Epani- 
BMidas I qjeafc-of, d/edsoe poore, ea not see 
maA is his honse could be had , as to paj his 
fiueralls, wluch was performed by the Common- 
wealth. 

What need I epeak in this place of Fhooion , 
Socrates , and Jpbaltea , Miracles of nature , and 
wiaeet if Athens P This Fhocion , whe -fought 
2& battaiUs , Tictiorious -allways , and Irimaphant 
over his enimies , j«t a greater dispieer of riches , 
honours, and titles, (as histories doe testify,) 
refused one bundned talents , sent unto him by 
Alemader the great as a Present , demaundihg 
of those bniDght the Present , what was Aiexau- 
ders meaning in sending to him alone , and only, 
that Present , they replyed , for as moch as bee 
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takes you to be '^a only man of honour , and 
merit amongst the Athenians ; to this ' hee An- 
swered briefly, why then let Aleiander leave 
mee soe during my life, which is a thing I can- 
not be, if I receive and accept of his talents of 
gould ; vpon the same Fhocion , Alexander of- 
fered to bestow severaU Citties , but hee answered 
the Messenger , goe , relume , and tell thy Mas- 
ter Alexander , that I took him to bee of 80Q no- 
ble a spiritt , as he would doe nothing that might 
render himselfe and mee in famous , which is like 
to follow if I accept of his gih , for hee will be 
esteemed a bryber , and I taken for a corrapt 
man , and traltour, to my country . in this place 
I could make mention of Cato lunior , Glo^ of 
Rome , a man did hate to flatter any body , tiaa. 
Cato brauely opposed Fompeius the great ia som 
things, and deoyed him is daughter in Manage, 
saying I will not give my Daughter in -hostage to 
Pompeius , for feare that hee liimselfe , (by that 
acthm) should be against the CommoQ>wealth : 
yet after lulius Cteaar became Tyrant , this Cato 
rancked himselfe on Fompeius his side , soe ma<^ 
was this Cato addicted to poverty , and idl sort 
of hard safinngs , that it is written of him , anS 
of Phocion , that they went a great part of tbo 
yeare bare foot , and hare head^. 
. These prophane examples of those Heroick 
ChampioDB , I have brought heer expresdy to 
the great confusion of our Christian disaolut 
great personages, that they may see bow these 
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ran vertueB shined , and were Imbraced hj Fa- 
gwis , vhich they abhor to exercise , or have 
Beenin themselTes, Frugality, Homility, honest 
and discret poverty, zeal to theire Country, 
contempt of wealth and hononre , moderatioa in 
theire pomps , ahowes , and , feaatings . These 
ore the vertuea , and the weapons with which 
those ancient Heroes kept theire common-wealth 
in peace and Concord, Glory, Wealth, and 
Prosperity ; with these I say they have eternised 
theire fame to future ages , not with Fride , Am- 
bition , Extortion , Emulation , Deceits , Voine 
Aasentationa , Gluttoniea , and the like rices 
familiare to Christian personages. 

CertaiDly there is nothing procures in a Com- 
mon Wealth sooner , Enry , & Discord , betwixt 
person uid person , then to see som very rich , 
and others very poore , ( equality among fellow 
anbjecta is a pretions pearle in a Common- 
wealth) for Commonly wealth puts men up to 
. Boch a height of pride , as to contemne and dis- 
Bpise other beneath them , and they soe dlspised, 
can not but beare enuy , and hatred to those 
dispises them. Omtte pomum habet nitm wmoD , 
MTU taUein diiutiarum xaperbia est , every apple 
have its owoe worme , the worme of wealth is 
jHide ; This age wee live in ia mounted to the 
height of ambition and pride , woe are all going , 
or would faine goe beyond our reach , pride in 
onr eyea , and pride in our thonghts, pride and 
MDlntion in all our actions , now a days fotsootix 
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to sat forth on Arabassadour , wee must hsre t, 
whole legion of eervuits in tbeire retenne , at if 
hu taahisfij could beare noe force otherwise ub- 
leaa the wealth of a Commoa-wealth must be 
Axhanited to support tfaoae KxtravagaiicieB, &e(e- 
nues , and needless traynes : whecM feonett 
Cato the ConauU (a greater man tfaien they Sot 
dignity) cont^ited himselfe with three servantt. 
The Historian J^uatimu gives us a rare exam- 
ple of this. After a peace had bene concluded 
between the Boouas and King PTrrhue , Cinese 
was sent l^ hijn to the Bomans iar better eon- 
firming that agreement. Ad pacem cm^mmmdam 
Cauai Roma cwn ii^vatitae a Pyrrhm denii «(• 
tat neiDMaw, catu 4owuu mamerHmt pateret, 
MDtfnt That is " For better confirming a peace 
with the Bomans Cin«au beiag sent to Rome 
wilii great [wesents found noe hoam open to t«- 
eeive tJiose guifts." O rare eontempt of gouM 
Mid guifts in Bome that in see vast a ciUy noe 
house was found , would reoeive guifts , noe doore 
open to Cineas with his gould , alas there is noe 
such citty DOW in rtruin natura .- it wxs Imposai- 
bk such a citty as Rome was then cmild be taken 
or beUayed. We have in Kngland a rare ex- 
ample of integrity in Sir Thomas More Cban- 
cellor of that kingdom , a Lady presented him 
a cupp of gold , a wiiile after a sentence was 
givoi for her in a just caose. Sir Thomss re- 
ceived the same ; and much conuiended the 
workmanship and value thereof , and then had 
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it AUed with Spmnish wiiw , and drank to the 
Lad;, saying, Madam yoa gava mee a cnp{i of 
gold lill'd with good wine and bee diamiHi'd her. 
O when di^ England see agun such a Chan- 
celli^ 1 certainlf CliBiiceUor Hf de was not such 



CHAPTEE XIV. 

The Rewards given by the Ctmanim-weaith 

of Rome vnta two noble Romtaa Hora- 

tint Codes and Cams MuiiKsfor 

tkeire rare services don to 

tkeire country. 

Tbs right order is to begin with the exployts 
of the two noble Romans, and after to come un- 
to the rewards and remunerations given them 
for theire stupendions service ; Titus Livius thu 
ftuentest of biBtorians, Libra Secaado RomaiuE 
Bittorite setts forth tbeae gaTlant mens serricea 
in this nature ; having Porsena Sing of Etru- 
rians beseiged Eome (saith Livius) non ungvam 
aUai ante talit terror Senodun iaoaji'l , adeo valida 
turn eUisina erat , mogtimqae Porteaa iiotnen , nee 
holies modo limebtU sed laoi met cives , n« Romana 
plebt taelu perculsa receptii ta iirieni regUms, vei 
com lerritvle pacem accipereti "Alt noe tyme 
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luTe SDch feare ceued the Senat , soe strong a 
thing then Ctusina was , and the great name of 
Forsenn , which did not only feare the enemies 
hnt even their owne cittizena , for a[qirehentioD 
the people of Rome etrucken with fearo of 
king's againe received into the Cittf , and would 
accept of a peace with slavery." 

Porsena made warre with the Bomana, to 
have proud Tarqnki theire king admitted once 
againe , whome the aome people banished a waj 
with all that race, for tita fonl rape of chast 
Lucretie and other T]rrannie8, at this tyme 
there was a woodden bridg that crossed over the. 
Biver Tyber supported hy many pyles fastened 
in the ground , through this bridge Porsena's 
men thought it easy to make theire way into the 
citty, Horatius Coclea a noble Roman, (a man 
worthy of perpetual prayees) had the keeping of 
this bridg , when he saw aH his men faU back 
and retyre , bee obtested and prayed them by aU 
that is , or can be deare to the Goda Immoitall , 
and by the sacred liberty they were fighting for , 
to stick to him , and defend the bridge , other- 
wise that the oiemies would quickly master the 
bridge, and disperas themselves in the capitale, 
and hart of Rome , insulting over the Circum- 
ecript Fathers, killing and putting all to the 
sword , men women and children , bee Further 
desired and would have them stay , at least to 
cast and breake downe the bridge by all posst- 
ble meanes, and tbatliee himselfs in the means 
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tyme vonld putt n etopp to the EDemiea , rnshing 
in upon them ; this would not doe , they muit 
fnray , two onlj of the number renuiining by 
him; " Dwt tontsn (saith Lmus) cum eo jwdor 
tenuit, ambot ciaros genere faetitque S. P. Lof- 
erimm , ae , T. HermaKiiwM. The lest at length 
h^ great entreaty fell upon breaking the bridge , 
and while they were in that work, ha pra/d 
those two worthy men to goe back nnto theire 
Fellows , and bee akme stood looking rpon the 
StmrianB wiUi flaming eyes , daring them to 
com , and try battail with him , upbraiding them 
with tile name of slaveB to Tyrants , that came 
to innade the Roman tiboty ; the Army stood 
amazed , beholding this unspeakable wonder , t4> 
see one man daring a whole Army , having made 
« load cry , tliey let fly theire darts at him , the 
wbtefa this gallant Roman receiued nndaunted 
with his shield , drawing neare they endevoured 
to fling him downe from the Bridge , bat the 
Bomans having brooken downe the Bridge by 
this tyme , gave great ontciyes of joy ; at this 
Horace being armed leapt into the river, (Saying) 
Tibtratt pater , te Sanete preeor hac arma tt kmxe 
mtlitmt propitio fltmane accipiat , notwithstanding 
the Store of darts they flung at him in the river , 
hee gott away safe. Swimming ovei'to higowne 
people , who was very loyfully receiued : The 
Historian concludes , Ann ourw ettphafama habi- 
Inram , ad potUro* ^vom fidei ; " Hee attempted 
that A thing ia to have more fame by posterity , 
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then Creditt ;" la the meao tyias Fonena »nt>- 
wiUut&niliDg th&t this attempt of the Bridge had 
noe Bocoesa , kept his close siege to the Cilty , in 
manner that they were in evident danger to be 
at long ruimiiig , overcome by his Army ; Stor 
Socceeded a noble action , a gaUaot man Cuna 
Mutins bf name appeared to free the Cit^ from 
this Feare , a reaolnte yoang G^tleman ; fervent 
in afeetioti to hia Conntiy, aa Cochlea was, 
Cajui Mutim his deaigne was to kill Foraena, 
the great enemy of Rome ; reMlring in hie 
minde thia great enterpriae, hee came to the 
Senate and said , Tnautrt tibmm patrat , ^Mfratrv 
n panim, cattra Soititon voio, nea prteia nm 
popuUUwKva nmcem ukor , sxytu ti dy luatait m 
ammo ett fiachm i "Fathers conscript, mj re- 
solution is to pass over Tiber , and soe rod) inta 
the enemies Camp, not to plunder, or to doe 
any devastation , For , if the Goda will but help 
nwe , I h&ve a greater matter in my minde ;" Ctf 
these expressions the Senatoura approved mnch, 
bee departed , and soon came into theirs Campe , 
having a knife or dagger under his coat to kiU 
Foreena , and having approached the plaoe' tlie 
King was , it fell out , that it was a pay-dey 
with the Sonldiers, drawing neare hse ki&ed s 
Commissioner or Secretary neare the King, 
inking him to be the King , and sue gott a 
way, making place for hiraselfe with his sworde 
brandishing before hira , till at last overlaid by 
the maliitade , hee was taken , and t«n^hl 
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lM6)re tbe King , bung qtMslioned wliohee waa, 
and (rtma whence hee came, faee answered more 
like nolo a man to be feared , then a man in 
feare ; saying to the King , Bomateu mun cbiU , 
C. mutium ooctiat , Aottu hoiiem oceidert voltu , nee 
ad mortem mnuir aaini alt qtamfnt ad cadem , et 
faeere,elpatifortiaBommantHi "ACittiseni^ 
Borne I am , by name C, madtM , I tboaght bb an 
enemy, to Kill an enemy, neither is my hart 
backwarder to dye , tiien it hath bine forward to 
kill yon , to doe , and aufibr strong things is the 
part of a Eoman." At which nadannted Ex- 
pieasiong the King amaiied and troubled , com- 
mannded to inuiron him ronnd about with fyre , 
but the Cowagious young man patting his r^;ht 
band in the fyre , and there holding it , as not 
fteJing the tyvB , (said generously ,) £n tibt ! vt 
SeMtia* qaam vile corpua sit ift , qvi magntatt 
Gloriam mdetU t " Behold I that you may know 
bow Tile is the body to those who seea great 
glory ;" The King aatoniabed at the band bur- 
ning withont any regu^l of payne , leap't out of 
(ps ohaire and commannded Uie young man to be 
Kemoved from the Altar, uid thai said to him 
tiieae Bjngly words , Tit vera abi in ta moftu , 
f«MD in ne hotUlia auitt, /nierem JuaUa 
virtule e*i« , ti pro meapatriaitta virtui ttaret , 
fHtno Jure belli Uberwm te , intaotum , inviola- 
tumqtte dimitto : turn Mutius , qwui remune- 
TQnu merituM i guandogttidem inquit eH apud 
te eirtuti ionot , W ben^icio tuleriM a me, qwtd 
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mtnti nequiili, TVectnti conptravtmiu prinr 
dpet InveHlutu Ronvtna , ut tn te hoc viagrai- 
taremur , mea prima tor* fuit , cateri, mt 
c%tiqu« eeciderit , prima , ^mo ad te opportutmm 
fortuna dedtrit ; tvo yuitqut tempore aderunt, 
** Be you gon , more Cruel to your selfe than to 
mee , I would wish you to be of good counge\. 
if that rertue hsd been for my Country , l^ Um 
Law of warra, I now dismiBS you untouched, 
unviokted," to wbome Alutius said, as if to 
recompencB the favour don , in as much ae you 
regard vallour , and vertue , you gett that from 
mee by the benefitt you doe , which you eonld 
not by threats. 300 Of the Chiefest youths of 
Rome , wee have conapired to invade you in this 
nature , It fell out I should be the iir^ , the rest 
each one in his owne tume, m it will fallont 
will perfornae theire duty. MatuU being sent to 
the Romans (after this was called SccevoU , for 
the burnings and woundings of his right hand) 
Forsenna seeing his Lie was saved l^ chance 
that time , and that there were as yet 200 , and 
ninty-nine more of the Frimest of Roman youtJ^ 
designed to the same expediUon ; of his owne 
accord hee offered the Romans a-peace, and 
▼pon honourable conditions one of them being 
(that which they desired above all) that hee 
would have noe more to doe with Tarquin , or 
his-peojde ; ^^I'o (said the King) Bine teu beth 
opu» ett , ten quiete exilio querant Joctan, 
nequid me»n vobiscum pacem dtttineat, dietit 
facta meliora adjeciU 
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Cerild there be more or nobler services don for 
B siitna coimtiy , tben these Horatdus Cochlea and 
C Muting attWpted ? it is not eaey to be desided , 
which of these two showed greatest vallour and 
afiection to Rome ; Cochles hee alone fought a 
whale Army and freed the Senate, the people 
from Massacres , and Borne from being taken i 
Mulius terrifjed King Forsenna, contemned the 
fo>n» of fjre and removed the siege bj his strange 
example of fortitnde vpon most honourable con- 
ditions for the Romans ; Oh two Grlorious Cham- 
pions of Rome I O Immortal Heroes ! O Patriots 
flaming with oharity and affection I when shall 
we ftnde in this age snob unspeakable services P - 
Now as to the rewards given them. 

What reVards think you had Horace , and 
Secevola given them : as to Horace (as Liviua 
says Grata erga taiUam virltUea Civittu fait , (to- 
tua in contiltii potiia .- " The Citty was kinde and 
gratfidl towards such mentis and vertues , then 
wu by order an image errected in the Senate 
hoBBB for him ;" I must confess that was honour- 
aUy don , but what more ? ■ What other recom- 
pence and remuneration have they given? Agri 
gutmtum vno dit Ciramaramt datum , " As much 
groniod asbee could in one day plough ;" what 
have they lotted for Mutioa P Patret CBayd Li- 
viufl) CW a6uio vtrtutis catua , tram tSitrem aghim 
data deder« ,- " to Mntius the senate for bis rare 
(irtoea bath ^ven beyond the River Tiber a 
pigtt of g)*ound aa a gift, Qn portta iAHa frafa 
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apgeUaia ," vbich' aftermaia «» called by &6 
name of the Hudan Crreen ; Heere yoa naj sea 
the recompence given to these inoomparaUe mttt 
was but a few aken of gnrand , wiUi wludi tbein 
sobriety remained satisfied , having don all tfan 
did out of affection to their country, not tor sem 
end or hope of remnoeration. 

Having spoken of the rewardB given by Bcms 
to Horatins Cocfales , and to Mutins for nnparal- 
leld services and attending upon the Khg in time 
of his exile ; I dare say , in the first place , there 
is none of the adorers of Ormonds vertues, (net 
one) will preeame to say , that the gi«ateat of bH 
his services hee did Ute King , came ; it conU 
com neare , those of the foresaid Btmians ; yet 
it' wee compare botii tbeir nnaaten1ixm.i to 
' gether, theires will appears like a graine of saad, 
compared with Mons Olympus , as for the lands 
given him , hundred thousand of afcers , is -tfae 
meanest gift of all ; but what doe I speake of 
Ormond , Lord of a most andeDt family of Eailei 
of above 3D0yefiTB. (The first Earle of diat ft- 
mily lohn Bntln I7 name , was created in Aa 
Ba^ectfEdwardthethird,anno.l32a) Wbca 
George Lane his reeompences are mounted to aa 
mreasonable measnre , a man inferiu: to ftoo- 
sands, both fbr his birth and servioe to t&e 
EjDg, Ormond's secretary now Sir 6«orge Lane? 
this Lane , by the King's grant of other mens ea- 
tates enjoys many thousand akers of ground , f»r 
miHv than CocUes , or Uotiiw , the deliTeieiB of 
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Bame had I'tUsnew knight bad cenfered upon him 
the estfttes of two wonihipfull esquires that of Mr. 
Thomas Wading of Waterford , and that of Mr. 
Philip Hore of Kilshalchan ; the scale of Kilbsrrjr 
neare Waterford, hee hath fn»n the fonmer , a deli- 
oions place , with the whole estate vpon a thousand 
pound a jcare , and Kilahal«on within seven miles 
of Bnblij] , a ftore teat with the livings of e%ht 
hundred pound yearly, these gentlemens chil- 
dren (which were many in number) by this mu- 
ni£cencie , are to shift for themselvee ia great 
misery , the Lord knowea in what conditjon they 
are in , and this befalls them and several oth^v , 
that George Lane should be gratifyed (an un- 
knowne man). For writing for Onninid , hee 
has conferred vpon him , other estates , in all 
neare vpon foure thousand ponnd an&uall rent 
(this wee are infonned) brave rewards for a Se- 
cretary ; I dare confidently say stout and valiant 
Cidlonells, Officers, and Gentlemen of qoali^, 
which firmly adhered to the King , Foi^ht 
stoutly for lum , and lost both life in the bed of 
hoaonr , and estates in his service , have not , 
nor any of theiies , in recompence received the 
least provision , reward , or comfort : in this I 
may say that Gteorge Lane , his penn hath been 
more Fortunate and profitable to him , then theae 
notds gentlemens swords have been unto them : 
ajMd inconrragement , and cold satisfaction to 
worthy Soyalists to see this little Lane and meb 
tik« ntght-aprang-muBheroms to have stickt the 
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Fflttheaa of the earth from ftm iMUer ^htabi' 
then themaelres , and perhspa ibe hands of *«' 
low men as themaelTes , will bereadj to plunk 
them up root and branch, whon the season shall 
■erne , to cleare the Land of audit weeds ; by 
what meanes this will com to pass I am quite Ig- 
norant , but I think the lustice of God will make 
way for it, and take , not oaly from George Lane» 
and men of that ranck , but even from Onnood , 
and the greatest of them all , the conferred es-. 
tales of honest men , for seldom the btessing of 
God doth accompany unjust plunderers and rob- 
bers. And it is the opinion of severall tme 
haned subjects to his Majesty , that things are 
not like to prosper with himselfe , untill this be 
don. 

But I heare Bnm body say , Ormond hath don 
the £iDg great serrice, though he hath not pre< 
served the Monarchieof Brittaine , as Cochles.and 
Mntius did that of Borne , and that his afiectioa 
to King and Country have been as great as 
theirea to the Seaat, and commm wei^tli of 
Rome , occation being only wanting : as For his 
affection to King and Crowne , I beleeve hee had 
as mach as: another noble man , (but to hia Coun- 
try , where hee hath bb estate and lands hee had 
none at alL) If affection to the King can draw 
rewards , and Bemunerations , there be thousands 
loved the King , and the intrest of the Crowne of 
England as much as Ormond ever did , and ap- 
peued undoubtedly in all occationa , agunst the 
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,rB , Mrerflwless thousands of ttma 
Dorer bad aa Aker of gronnd , nor a Cottage to 
■heitei* tbemselTea in , in frosty weather , id r^ 
CompenBstion of BDOh affbotion i therfore I doe 
Iteira conclude that Omond was happily Fortu- 
nate in his afibctioiis to tbe King , and Crowne , 
and others wqm not, having obtained those Ez- 
trutrdinary rewanta from hia Boyall Majesty, 
which in tbe inauing Chapter I doe reaolve mon 
amply to diecorer , and speak of.

Thcsk reminieratians will bee foond soe great , 
that yon must needs cODfese Ormond was not 
Loyall grattB i neither doe I in any way doabt 
bdt there bee som Baaaa'a of the great Torek , 
and some of the chtefeet of them wonld come and 
Bern our King , and serve him Loyally for aoe 
incredible a recompenoe as Ormond had ; Let u» 
now speak of the quantity and quality liiereof 
iceordhig to the best notice wee have received, 
Wee have Baid above bis Annuall rents before^ 
the warre was but seven thousand pound starling 
(bis -atteieot esUte being Ihen tBcumbred with 
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Annm^, ud Leases, whtcli otherwise was 
worth fortj thooStuid pound starling per annum) 
aod at present it is vpou Eighty thousand , now 
the first part of his new great rSTennaes is the 
Kings grant of all thoae landa of his owne estate 
whidi were leased, and nioifjaged; the rest 
were grants of other mens EstAles, aod other 
gifts of lus Majes^ : for anoyding the trouble of 
aearching afUr all his partJcuIare gettinga , (many 
there are without doubt nnknowne to mee( I will 
here pot downe certaine Qutcres in number 29> 
Oat of which , hee , that will , may take notice 
of these Immense recompences given him.

1. Whether it be not demonstrable by seareh 
made into the Records of his Msjestys Auditw 
General of Ireland , tliat had his MiyestyB Re-

2. Whether upon search made of his Mi^estys 
Gxcheqaer in England , there doth not appear 
upward of two hundred tJiousand pounds sent out 
of Snglaud into Ireland since the Duke of Or- 
monds last Government there ?

as in gifts , and grants , that amounted to six 
liDitdred and sixty thousand pound starling: if 
this wonderful and strange masse of treasures be 
not sufflcent Reoompence and reward, Let the 
reader judge; Fot this amounts (according to 
Hnrobants rating a Tunn of goold) to sixty &ree 
tunns of gould ; one Tunn of gould only makes 
a great noyse, and surely is a vast somm of 
monyst what then' shall we say of sixty three 
Tunns ? we finde in the Chroniclea of England 
that thirty thousand markes, or Forty thousand , 
to have been a Queens Dote in Marriage , Elleo- 
ner Daughter to King Edward the second, mar- 
ried to the Earle of Gelders. (after Diade Duke) 
bad but fifteen tturasand pound portion , Queen 
Isabell Dowager to said Edward the second and 
mother to Edward the third (most Glorious of 
English Kings danghter and Heire to Philip the 
Fairs oS France) had allowed her by her stm 
bat a thonsand pound joynter a yeare , aeTenkl 
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nch pusagea wee may finde in the Cronides oiF 
England , and othen ; yet the Doke of Ormond , 
as is to be seen in the 12. Qiuerie of those in 
Relation to Ormond , granted the profits of a 
rent of one thonaand five hundred pounds a yeare 
(the parke bee hath neare to the Gales of Dub- 
lin ,) to the Lord of, Dongannon , and to Colonel 
Cooke a Singly Liberality. 

If Father Waileh or any other will say , that 
these Qusriea are Idle, FriTiJonB, needless* 
and of noe regard , I would aske of the same , 
and know whether matters of Fact , and Pro- 
poeitiones tentu nota (as are the Estates and 
lands of other men , and the Corporations now 
aetually in Ormonds possession , things that 
cannot be hidden from the Eyes of men) are 
Idle , needless , and Frivolous ^eames and Fi^ 
bles? noe, but Foule aud unhandsomethingB 
against justice, honour, trust committed unto 
him , and Goverment of that Kingdome of lie- 
land, conferred by his Majesty upon Ormond. 

If bis grace or any for htm , can answer the 
aayd Quieries , why b bee , or they soe long 
mote and silent P they strick home to the quick , 
they render bis integrity suspected , they wound 
his Fame and honour ; certunly if there were 
any way to answer them, and to prove them 
Ftdse, Father Wailsh hs4 long hefore now 
spoken Loudly to the world j If Onnonds in- 
tegri^ and vertues be Calumniated by these 
Qowries ; I wonder there is ootbing said in bis 
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vindication ; none appears for him ; but what 7 
in a matter that cannot be defended , it is but 
wiBdom to be aileut ; the whole Country knowes > 
that Father Wailah, of all men is most concerned 
to appeare for Ormond, and vindicate his in- 
tegrity the best hee can, having in his several 
writings described bim for a vertuous , npright , 
jnst , jadicous , and most rare statesman , now is 
the tjme good Friar to prove this , jou see "to 
what pozle hee is brought vnto, bj these 
Queries ? you see how guilty he is on all sides ? 
stretch him now your hand if you can , ^d bring 
him of clearly and unspottedly from all these 
blanushcB, that etaynes his person soe deeply, 
now in the tyme , I say , to prove him to tiia 
world, what yon gave in paper of him, and 
make us all -sensible that hee is deservning of 
ihoae Epitihites , you are pleased to confere upon 
him , in the little booh called the " Irish colours 
Foulded ," you have put downe a Faire method , 
and good docnments I must confess , for finding 
of Onnond in the charge of Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland , when yon bid him by all meanes beware 
of the man of sin (meaning Orrery) who would 
have his grace buoy up our interest wholy , that 
is the stronger , and more prevalent of Orrery 
and his complices; and sink utterly the other 
tnteiest ; that of the Catholicks , against all 
devine and bumaine Lawes ; many rediculons 
things of this nature hath this Fryar said about 
luB Ormond , and this was one : bat Ormond con- 
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tnry to bia cleaire and Connsell baoyed up Orrs- 
1^8 interest , and soak the Interest of the inoooent 
ftarty , because it was tbe weakest ; For whiob 
bee had a notable share of the grsnts , and estates 
bee now enjoyetb. 

I Bee good Father jrou are veiy unfortunate in 
yonr conceipte of Ormond ; who grants nothing 
of these tilings you demanded ; I have a mind 
to prodoce in this place, other lynes of this 
Frytn (unto Ormoud) out of tbe some Foutded 
Colours ; iSj Lord (Quoth hee) " I shall minde 
your Grace of what you know your selfe all- 
ready, that you shall behould under your Gorem- 
ment a very great number of simjJe poors Inw^ 
cents and most afflicted creatures , if any snch be 
in &9 world , and that you think that God hath 
Frincipelly created you , and faithertoe preeeired 
you amidst soe mauy dangers , and now at last 
inspireB oar gratious King to send you for tbem , 
and therefore that your greatest care must be tft 
open to them your breast with an emoroiu ccan- 
passion , extend to them tbe bowels of your 
Charity, streatch to them aSeotiouatly your 
helpfuU hands , take theire requests , lend eara 
to theire cryes , and cause theire affaires to bo 
speedily dispatehed , not drawing them along in 
delays , which may deroor them , strengthen year 
Arma against those that oppressed them , redeem 
the prey out of the lyons throate, and tbo 
Harpi's talons. By these expreeeioos one would 
have thought Ormond to be a man f like to doe 
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great tbisn , bat hare wee hvre much emooke , 
ttnd noe fjre , ftdn bloasoms , and noe Fruite , 
exoellent documents ^ven, and yet nothing done'; 
take the pajnes Father to goe up snd domie 
Ireland, and beare afflicted Innocent peo[^, 
tnA nuke a list) of those , to wfaome Ormond in 
tyme of his Grovemment " Opened hia hart with 
iUi amorous compassion , to whome hee did extend 
iba bowells of his charity , to whome heo did 
«tt«at^ out his helpfull hands , those whom hee 
presetted out of the Lyons throat , or the Har- 
pies Talon." Ton will com to shsrt of your 
vatieinatlcmB , and hopes , nothing like this , hut 
Mtker hee was the Lyon prey'd on them , and 
did noe lustioe to the Orphans as yon desired , 
Nor wipe away the teorea of a forelome widow , 
hee steeped n6t in oyle the yoake of a people , 
which lived on gale and wormwood , and whoe 
righed under unsupportable nec^sityes, Hee 
hath dtm nothing in his Gorerment for the ease 
of that people, bnt along with Orrery and the 
rest pild , and pul'd them of all : truly good 
Father you seem to mee a man much inchanted , 
and indeed to be in a state of blyndness as to 
yonr understanding , that Harpaste was in her 
corporall sight, of whome Seneca , Bpist ; qiuit- 
quageirima ad bunlittm writes in this forme , Skr- 
pattern uxoris mea fatuam icw hereditarimn doman 
m donui mea , rtmauUie , hac falva tubit6 dedjt 
vidtrt , tncredibilem tibi narro rent , ted veram , ne- 
teU ttt» $e cacam , tubinde padMgogam nan rogat 
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ut imgret , ait doMMi temebrotam eut ; " HftP- 
pwtes , yon ^ow , the changling of mj wife is & 
Hereditaiy legacy in my bonse , this changing 
suddsinly lost her sight , I tell you an incredi- 
ble thing , but true ; sbee doth not beleeve that 
sbee is blinde , now and then ehee dearee of her 
gaide to remone from thence, shee says the 
house is darkc and obscure." 

I am much of opinion Father Walsh , that ttua 
is your condition , in relation to what you say , 
or write of Ormonds afiaires , and person ; and 
toe I take my leave in thia plaice of both , leaving 
you in your manyfold blindnesse in as much , as 
jon wiU not see ; and leaving your Ormond to 
the Fruition of these vast recompencea , or as 
' rather I should say , Bobberys of poore orphani 
and widowes , which will have coe good end ; 
8oe much be said of bis recompences , received, 
and rewards ; in the next Chapter I shall give a 
disdnct , and the briefest accompt I can of the 
manifest Ininrys hee hath don to his Country , 
and Countrimeu.

His suhuerting our union mth 
Vlyssean practizes. 

Not widifitanding all the trust and confidence 
the generality of that people placed in Ormond , 
both great and small, yet little affection did hee 
Bhow to his country , or Countrymen ; the first 
Lijniy and stratagemme hare bine to worke a di- 
tdtimi amongst them , hee was the man let fall 
the venemons apple of discord in the middle of 
that vniled body, theire vnion , (the basis of all 
pRMperity) continuing, noe power , noe enemy 
yn3 able to prevails against Uiem , this union was 
onr onlyest bulwark , and would prove (if not 
nibaerted ,) Formidable to our Enemys at home , 
aad a broad : that Commonwealth doth prosper , 
whose Gittizens are r£ one accord ; Concordia 
res panuB crescvnt , ditcordia res ntagna dil<i- 
bnntur. Ormond his chief Imagination hath bin 
to take aw^ this vnion , this hfe of our conf&- 
dantcie ; wlut people , common-wealth , or natitm 
more knUt in mutu^ Charity ,) at the first be^ 
gianiogoftbe warn) then wee? TheBkAopfl, 
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Clergie , Noblemen , Gentry , townes andCittya, 
and the common people looked all one way , all 
possessed with the same flame of Religions zeal 
to preserve , and recover oar libertys , Country ; 
and religion , all were Cor unum , et anima vaa , 
whilst Parsons , and Borlace did goneme in Dub- 
lin , and Boe had wee still continued if Ormond 
bad not been chosen Lord Lieutenant ; by whose 
influence upon the people all was lost , subverted , 
and supplanted. 

If you demand how conld Onnond destroy this 
vnion , and would his relations , even and dearest 
frinds , which looke the oath of association, be- 
com perjurious and perfidious forOnnonds sake? 
Would tiiey forsake the sacred confederacy , and 
t^e best quarel in the world for bis respect P X 
doe not meane to say, ^is affected him most 
were , perfidious and peijnrious to this country , 
yea I hold his relations and friends to have baesa 
good Catholicks , how then say you could Ot> 
mond debauch them from theyre union and con- 
federacie? his E^cellencie, you must under- 
stand , had 4 great number of his relations among 
us , and many more persons of good quality , jthat 
had nothing to do with him , hdd him for aman 
of great integritie and afiection to his countrie , 
and took him for a man of virtne, juetioe, and 
sound judgment, a man that had power to doe 
us good , and a good willingness thereunto , and 
hoped that he would represent unto the king our 
oi^i'enions and bndeiu under orael statesmen , 
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tiiat destnijed and eoBlaved the rabjects by iheir 
Gleigbte and cunning artifices , and in fine that ha 
tfould prove the de&Terer of this conoeipt , wbicb 
proved but a dreame ; conferred all mena aSectioDB 
vpon him , receaving and embracing all the re&- 
BODS , and such sentiments as he pleased to in- 
fuse unto them , and ordered all tiiejre conrae 
(in all wisdom, aa the; thought) hj his waj^ and 
dlctanien , by this meanea were undermined our 
union , and our gaard destroyed , Ormond's per- 
suasions in Court and countie , his reasons were 
^te^med the beat and wiseatf hia Mends and 
Facticm cry Ormond is a wise man, he loves our 
interest, understands our cause rightly; this 
publicke confidence well knowne , faatb been no 
small meanes for him to decesve his Friends , 
and they deceaved the Generolitie , possessing 
then with snch and such imaginations , till at 
last we grew in good earneat could in our pro- 
ceedings ; diseentions aprung up , and our union 
(the lif^ and atrength of our countrie) dissolved 
and brooken , desolation and destruction run over 
all places , and we then began to disagree in our 
consultations aai debates about the publick ; ja- 
lougiea invaded our assemblies , diffwence rose 
between such and such Families , between noble 
men Gentrie, and even omoung the Bishops and 
cleargy , some speaking high of the British m- 
tereat , others of the interest of religion , and 
countrie : in the concusion we come to be reg- 
mmt ir re <im*um : in the meane time Oimtoid ,

eond was donoogh Lord Viscoant Uuegnie (afiet 
Earle of Clancartie) who married Ormocda ^ 
dest aister, Mr. Riohard Bealing'a aecretari* to 
the connael and a member thereof, married to 
said Viscoant Mountgaret's Danghter, Mr. Ga- 
rat Fenel Doctor phyuck , intimeat domestiok 
coanselonr to Ormood for some yearea , Mr. P^ 
trick Darcy a Famoua lawyer, counaells in law 
to the house Ormond. Mr. Geflerry Browoe « 
sound and good lawyer , and Sir Laeas Dilloa 
Knighte an able personage, both much addicted 
to Ormond'a wayes esteeming them the best : as 
for the Lord of Mountgaret , he was a plain ainqde 
man , hnt the other fire were substantial Peecea 
as the land could afibrd , Ormond was theire d&- 
light darling, and joy, and thoogh tb^ had 
wilt sufficient to understand his ways , and pon- 
der his erill designee this they have notdon* 
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but rafter gave him full scope to worke what hee 
pleRB'd , out of the fore-spoken confidence placed 
in him ; by this meanes these wise-men were de- 
eeired, deluded and inuet^led away, and wee 
with them ; our repentance is to late , and with- 
(tnt remedy , and wee finde oar error Fatall and 
irrecoTerable , and wee hare lived to see Or- 
mond close with our deadly enemys, and him- 
eelfe the greatest enemy of them all.

This Lethean capp ministered by Ormond 
nnto ns , the confederates , 8ta|»fyed out wit soa 
mnoh , as wee could neither understand nor per- 
ceive one another, wee became mnoblitce to 
tiie eonfufiion of Babell, when one sought for 
stone , the other gave him sand , and when sand , 
hee brought him stones , 

But the first stepp to our eonfoBicm was trealiea 
of cessations , by those coaferrencea hee deceived 
our people , who went still vpon the opinion of 
his affection, he spunn us out with new devices, 
and delays , and in the Intrim wee omitted the 
<q>ertunity of doeing , service , wayting dayly for 
apeace , for Ormond had brought us to that fools 
paradice , as we neglected our owne preserve- 
tioo 1 great natters hee promised to our commit- 
tie r^ treaty , % good peace , the which when wee 
bad , was worth nothing , as fonnerly said , where 
I advertised you bow the Committie of trea^

If 
Onnond had power from the King to grant b^ter 
Articles , then the thirty Articles ; will not yma 
nndentanding be convinced , that bee plajd fooljr 
with tbe confederate Catholicks , and that his in- 
tention was not frindly nor hoBeet , aitd that bia 
only deaigne hath tune to deceive iu P his Ma- 
jesty in B letter to Ormond december the fiftienUi 
1644.

Srane wbat 
lower downe he hath tbes Words , " and to show 
this is more then words , I doe hierby promise 
them, and command you to see it don , that the 
penal statutes against Roman Catholicks shall not 
be put in execution" &c. and concluds the letter 
thus , " soe recommending to your care the speedy 
dispatch of the peace of Irland and my necessary 
Bupplie from thence , as I wrot you in my laat 
privat letter , I rest." Of an other lett^ to the 
Marques of Ormond, Feb: 1644. Oxford are tiieae 
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words. " And now ogun I con not but mentxm 
vnto you die necesaitie of luelning of the Irish 
peace, for which I ho^ : jroa are allrsdy euffi* 
usB^y furoisbed from me of materialls ; bat in 
WBe peu^ eannot be had vpon thoee tearmea 70a 
must not hj uxy meanes fall to a new rapture 
with them bat contiDue the cesBation , aocarding 
to « postscript in a letter by lack Bajnys , a cop- 
])ie of which dispaloh L Heere with send you ,

f In caae vpon parUcular mens fancies , the Irish 
peBcs should not be [procured , vpon powers I hare 
Itlndy given you , I have Uiougbt good to give 
you this further order {whieh I hope will prove 
Medlesse) to seeke to renew the cessation for a 
yetre , for which you shall promise the Irish (if 
you can have it noe cheaper) to joyne with them 
against the Scot and Insiquin" &c. Those Letters 
ftre to be seen in the Kings book stiled SeUqvuB 
tacrtB Carolina. By thee lines yoa see how 
oletily hia Majestie insisted vpon a peace wiUi 
the Insh , and fayled not to that effect to send 
Ormond materials sufficient to satiafie the Iridi 
Ciith(^<^ , having hevrd theyr complaints and 
thflyr reasonable articles , for they demanded no 
other thai the libertie of theyr religion , benefit of 
theyr estates and priviledges, yet Onnond in his 
peoceof 30.Articlesgrantwl not tlies things, nor was 
K 3 
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it in his thought to joTiie with ub Bf^nst the Beot 
and Insiqain the Kiogs professed enemies , who 
owned for Ihejr master the vanrping power , and 
partement of England , and there were report! 
grounded vpon very good presumptions , that hs 
Sent some of his forces to asist the Soots in the 
North against as. 

* We come now to a third and maine agrivaaae 
and injurie done the confederat Catholicks , whioli 
was the yealding up of Dublin castel , sword and 
all to the Parliament , not withstanding thafthe 
Queen and Prince sent from Paris a gentleman 
expresly instructed to his excellencie , to prevottt 
the giving up of these plaoes to the Kings ene* 
mies and rather to close up a peace with tiw O^ 
tholicks ( the only way then appearing for letli^ 
the Kings affaires ) this action hath been <«e at 
the Tglyest things Ormond ever did , to render 
therfore my reader fully capable of tiiis perfi- 
dious proceeding , I shall be obliged to enbu^ 
my selfe therevpon , this will be made cteare out 
of a discource of the lomey that the Agent sent 
from the Queen and Prince ( Mr. Wintergrant a 
Catholick Gentleman ) made himselfe , who cwnA 
to Ormonde with his letters and instructiona b^ 
fore he had given up the castell of Dublin ; { tin 
cittie was rendered before to the parliament ) the 
cheefest part of the discource runs thus : " hit 
M^eatie being a prisoner at homby, and all ne- 
gotiation for his deUverance and restablishment 
S' Iqjnry. 
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fendered frritlesa , it was thought fltt hy th« 
Queen snd Princ« of wales with theyre counsel) 
Uut some body should be sent to Ireland with let- 
ters and instructions to my Lord of Ormond for 
0ettleing of a peace in that Kingdome," for that 
purpose said Mr. Wintergrant was chosen, and 
accordingly receaved certain instructions sent by 
ths Queen , all these instructions tended to'the 
settlement of peace between the confederat C»- 
tholickt and the King's partie, &s appeareth hy^tha 
express words of the second instruction : " ye 
AmU inform the aiud Lord Lieutenant how sensi- 
ble we and the Frinceare, of thepresenttroubles, 
of the kingdom , as well in consideration of the 
King's aflayres In generall , as Pardcnlftrly out 
of the apprehension of the great ajid imminent 
danger that may thereby happen to those which 
yet remain under the obedience of him the said 
Lord Lieutenant, and how desirous we and the 
Prince are to contribut alt that is in our power 
to reconsile the things in question between the 
said Lord Lieutenant and the confederate Ca- 
tholicks of Irland , whereby all of them may be 
firmely United under the authoritie of our dear- 
est Lord the King and thereby enabled to defend 
themselves agtdnst the common enemie , and sea- 
sonably assist the King in his other dominions : 
he also brought letters to the Lord Xuncio and 
Bomun clergy and to several noble men , and to 
certaine corporations and oitties to be first shewed 
to Ormond and as he pleased to be delivsnd or 
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not delivered , all was left to Onoonda braaat, 
and this Mr. Wintergrant was to pnrsoe all liia 
instmotions in such manner as the Lord Lieate- 
naut shall thinke fitt, and in all other things je 
shall saith the inatmction governe jonrselfe ao< 
cording to the advice and orders of the said Lord 
Lieuteoant ," In the sixet instruction are these 
worda ; " If he the said Lord Lieutenant shall 
direct ye to rapayre to the Lord Nuncio , Assem- 
bly , Clergy , or snpreme counsel of the Lidi 
nation, or to the General assembly now met at 
Kilkennie, ye shall rpou all occasions, wheo 
yourdiscretioD shall think fitt, publish a tow and 
declare the great iaclinaUon which we and tiia 
Frince have to coutribnt efiectuaUy all that 'eb^ 
be proper for us and him , to the speedy conolnd- 
ing a hai^y peace in Lrland." 

These were one sort of instructions I rec^ved 
saith Mr. Wintergrant , which were not to be kept 
soe privat but that they were in some cases com- 
municable , but these Uiat follow not soe : 

Privat Inatructimu, 

"You shall deliver to the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland foortien blanks now given to your posses- 
sion by us , and the Frince , two whereof ware 
joyntty signed by us , and the Prince , six others 
signed by us alone, and the other ux by the 
Fnnce alone. 

" You shall acquaint the Lord Lieutenant that 
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wee and the Prince doe authoriez uid apoint him 
to fill up all the said blanks in euch manner , and 
Hf encfa purpose , and with euch contents , as hee 
stall thuk most proper for the service of our 
dearest Lord the King in his Irish afiaires , and 
yt shall ttsvm him the said Lord Lieutenant that 
as wee and the Prince repose this trust and con- 
fidence in him , that hee shall make use of them 
as he shall think fitt , for the advancement of the 
peace in Ireland ; soe will both of ns at all tymes 
avow, and jnstify those instruments soe to be 
filled up by him as oar owne acts , and as don by 
our owne partieular directions , and command ; 
yon shall more particularly acqntunt the Lord 
Lientenant from us , and the Prince , that if in the 
treaty of peace , or in the conclusion thereof, hee 
desires to be assisted with any further authority 
grounded upon any letters sent to him from the 
kinge or otherwise in our power , then we desire 
him the said Lord Lieutenant to fill 'up his blanks 
signed by as, or the Prince with such authority 
from DB , OF from us and the Prince , or from the 
Priaoe onlyin such manner as heeshallfinde most 
proper , and conducing to such a peace. 

** Yon shall likewise particularly acquaint him 
the Lord Lieutenant , that if hee shidl finde it 
proper for the advancement of the peace there, 
that your selfe , or your selfe with any others 
now in Ireland should in our name , and autho- 
rised by us , rep^ to the assembly- Greneral now 
held at Kilkennie , or the supreme counsel of the 
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Irish , or to &ny other body or persoDB with the 
overtures of a treaty or any particular , in order 
to , concerning or conducing to the same ; oA 
desire ia , and we hereby authorise him the said 
LiordLieutenant|accordinglythathee should flUup 
one or more of the said blancks, signed by us in 
the nature of a commission letter, or instructions 
with' such anthority from ts , and in auch manner 
u hea shall think fitt , and that hee would accor- 
dingly insert the name of such person or persons 
as hee shall think fitt to be joyned with yon in 
thb Imptoyment from vs. 

" These particnlars you are to communicate to 
none but the Lord Digby , and Lord Clanrikard, 
unless the Lord Luetenant shall think fit to give 
yon other orders concerning the same. 

" Then followeth the Princes approbation of 
all the instructions of both sortes , with his com- 
maund to pnt them in execution in these words. 

Charles Prince, 

" Wee have perused and doe fully approve 
of your iaatructjons bearing date herwith, and 
Signed by our Royal Mother ; and doe appoint 
and authorise yon soe far as you shall finde va 
named therin to put the same in execution." 

Charles Prince. 
" Woe have perused , and doe fully tpproye of 
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your private ioBtractions bearmg date berwitb, 
^igned by our Boyall Mother , and liierby ap- 

Sint and antborise yon soe farre as you eball 
de va named tlierin to put tbe same ia exe- 
cution." 

'-' With these instructions and many letters not 
only to my Lord Lieutenant Lord'Clanrikard , 
and Lord Digby ; but alsoe from the Queen to 
the Nuncio and Cleai^ie , to Kelle and Pres- 
ton, with all the considerable persons then a 
mongst the Irish , I parted from Paris a bout the 
16. of march 1G47. in Companie of my Lord 
Craffoi4&c. 

" From Nantes I landed at Waterford the 
6'th. or 7th. of Aprill , and yet so vnluckely 
aa the assembly at Kilkeonie had brooke vp 
that night at t£n of the Clock , ^rhich they 
would not have done had they first heard of my 
landing , for soe Mr. Barron , (wfaoe hath been 
an Agent hier in France for the confederat Irish) 
and to whome I sent a post soe soon as I was in 
waterford , writt back to mee j indeed I was 
very unfortunat for the Assembly had both 
power and meanes , to doe or undoe , what they 
had don in order to a treaty , which the su- 
preme Counsell limited within bounds by the 
Assembly , afterwards had not. 

" Being com to Eilkennie I was by Mr. Bar- 
ron brought to the Counsell , to whome ( after 
they had caused mee to sitt in a Chaire not farre 
from my Lord of Antrim thetre President nor 
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wo(4d the; hears niee till I had done ue ) I de- 
livered tiie cause of my commg thither , which 
was the Queen and the Frince hia desire H^ 
peace ia thftt Eiugdom , and for tha Queen shes 
was not only moved unto it for the Kings in-> 
trest , but alaoe by a zeale to the Catholick Re- 
ligion and good of the Pet^de. 

" The day I came to Dublin I was that night 
brought to my Lord of Ormond , to whome I 
delivered such letters as wrae for him , and then 
said , that hee was sure those letters expressed 
civilitya from the Queen and Prince ; much bet- 
ter then I could ; and that therforc I had no- 
thing more now to say untiU I had such instruc- 
tions diuipbered as I had , which were many , 
and would take vp som good tyme , and by which 
hia Xiordfihip would finde the confidence her Ma- 
jesty and the Prince had in him , which was soe 
great , as noe reports could shake , though wee 
had weekly newes , of his treaty with the Far- 
lament for delivery of those places under bis com- 
maund , to which his Lordahip replyed ., that con- 
fidence shall never deceive them , and that hes 
who had ventured himselfe , his wife, and all his 
Children in the Einga service , would make noe 
sample of ventaring or casting away one scruple 
when there shall be cause , (this bee apook be- 
canae one of his sons was then hostage with the 
Parlament ,) yet if there be neceaalty hee should 
give up those places under his commaund , hee 
would rather give them to the English Bebella . 
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then to tlie Irish Bebella , of which opinion hee 
tbonght eveiT good EngUduoan was ; to this X 
H^lyed nothing." 

Chmond having seen and peruaed these pre- 
mises , and now spooken of instmctioits , I de- 
mannd in this place , what his grace can aleage 
for hinoselfe , that can excuse his bai^wardnesi 
in satisfTing the reaonable and jnst demannds of 
the confederal Catbolicks ? Hee cannot say hee 
wanted power and authority for condnduig a 
peace with them , seeing hee might insert in tiie 
papers of 14 blancka what conditions , what Ar- 
ticles hee pleased himselfa, the Queen and 
Prince being resolved To owne and justify the 
same as theire Boyall act and deed ; Further, hee 
had jrom his Majesty a great latitude of power , 
to DOmpasB such a peace as the Qaeen and Prince 
(then) desired, (notwithstanding the Flection of 
the peace , of 46 , as is to be seen , by the Kings 
Letter to Ormond Februarii 27th 1647. in tJaese 
words , page 268 , of Reliquia CotoHiue, . 

Ormond. 

The impossibility of preserving my Protestant 
anbjecta in Iiland , by a continuation of warr , 
having moved me to give yon the power and di- 
rectioDSi which I have formerly done for the 
eonclading of a peace there , and the same prov- 
ing dayly much mcn« Kvident , that alone were 
reason Enough for mee , to enlarge your powers , 
and to make any commands in the point mwe

poudre , but besides these considerations , bwi^ 
now manifest that the English rebells hare (u 
farre aa in them Ijes) given the command of 9' 
land to the Scotta , that theire ayme .is at a total 
Bubveraion of Religion and real Power , and that 
nothing lass will content them or purchase peace. 
Heer I think aj self boond in conscience , not 
to let slip the meanes of settling that Kingdom 
(if it may be) fully under my obedience, nerer 
to loose that assistance , which I may hope from 
my Irish subjects for such samples aa in a leas 
pressing condition might reasonably be strack at 
by mee for theire satisfaction ; I doe therefon 
command you to coaclnde a peace, with the 
Irish, whateveritcost , Boe thatmy Frot«slaiit sub- 
jects there may be secured , and my regal authority' 
preserved; batforalltHsyouaretomakeformeA 
the best bargfun you can , and not discover yonr 
enlargment of power , tUl ye needs must , and 
though I leave the management of this great 
mat^ , and necessary worke intirely onto yon , 
yet I cannot but tell yon , that if the suspen- 
sion of Fojming's act for such bills aa shall be 
agreed upon between ye there , and the {ab- 
sent taking away the penal laws agunst Papisis* 
by a law will doe it ; I shall not think it a hard 
bargaine , soe that fireely and rigorously they en- 
gage themselves in any assistance against my 
rebells of England and Scotland , lor which noo 
conditions can be hard , not being " against ctai- 
a^nce or honour." 
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Can tbere h&aaf thisg clearer tlien these ex- 
jtresgions? can there be a larger commisiion 
^Ton, or t^ more straighter commaund Iftjd on 
Ormond for oompaasing speedilf ^ peace with 
the Irish CUiiolicks, then what is repeated heer? 
ean Ormcmd pretend hee wanted power to con- 
clude a peace , (»■ the Eing a willingaess to have 
it done ; his M^es^es intentions , desires , and 
solicitatians to that effect , are vrged in these 
words , " what ever it cost soe mj Protestant sub- 
jects may be secure , and Bojral authority f there 
18 nothing soe certaine (securiig Catholicka Be- 
legion) then that wee desired, and Tnanimon^y 
annded to secure the £ing3 intrest and proroga- 
te and to help him to our power, and not to 
molieat or trouble any of bis Protestant subjects, 
if not provoked by themselues therevnto ; take 
notice in this place of his royall assent , to a Sns- 
pensiim of Poynings act for sttch bills as should 
be agreed ypon betwixt Ormond and na , and the 
tak^g away the penal Lawes against us, neither 
did bee think it| a hard bargin "soe wee freely 
and vigorously *'^pi4 our selves in his Boyall 
service against his Bebella of En^and and Scot- 
land ," and says , " noe conditions can be to hard , 
BOe this be don , and that in performing it nothing 
is Bgtunst conscience , and honour ;" heer you may 
flbeerve the distinction his Majesty makes at that 
tyme betwixt his Catholick subjects of Irland , 
tutd those his Protestant Bebells of England , and 
Scotland , hia Majesty , (whose intiest it was , 
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■nd the only Zn^e of tlut fiuit , to apmva , <ff 
dlsaprove na as such,) gave each according hit 
desert , calling lu his Xrish aubjecta , and those 
ot Eogluid and BcoUand his Bebeb , yet Ormond 
in hifl conference with Mr. Wintergrant , calls na 
ethenriae , (euen £ebels as those c^ EB^aod and 
Scotland were ,) adding therernto that if iben 
were oecessity to give Tp those places ruder hia 
otMnmand , vnto any of 1h& three nations , hea 
would rather make them over to Im Engliafa re- 
bels then to his M^eatys faithfull Irish aobiects ;, 
of which opinien hee thongbt every good Eng- 
lishman waa : to which expression , Mr. Winter* 
grant (a Boman Catholick and a person who had 
a better <^inion of tbetre conscience , then Ot- 
mond) replyed nvtiiing. 

By Ute prefated expressions of Onooad , yoa 
sae how hee declared himselfe for an English- 
man , and being the Kings Lieutenant in that 
Kingdome , hee showed himselfe only exteriomiy 
for the King , but interiourly a right Parlamea-- 
tier , as by his severall open disobediences and 
distructive delays to the King , Qneen , and 
Princes orders and instructions , (as to tbe bast* 
ning of the Irish peace) is manifested ; such • 
one m efiect I nmst confess , his darling Orrery 
would have him to be , by all attributes , of Be- 
ligion , breeding , perron , speech , diaposBitions , 
by his Lady and children , and predeoesson 
(though Iri^ , and well skild in the Irish speech ^ 
and of 4S0. yeares and more standing ia that 
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ccnmtiy) wonM to God Orrery had gotten his 
wish in this , and that his Ormond had been of 
two Bjdes an Englishman , and that our Conn- 
try , Bnd Countrymen had never knowne i^- 
mond , Orrery , or Orrerys father : were it soe , 
tiiingB had gone far better with vs , and with the 
conntry ; yon see how this Statfiman makes noe 
difference between the confederate Catholicks, 
and the Rebella of Scotland , and England , whoe 
got vp in actuall Armes against the King , wfao 
bought and sonld him & had him close Fri- 
Btmer at the same tyme , these wordf were spoken 
by Ormond : con Ormond prodooe anoh an oath 
t^ association (made, and agreed vpon by the 
Farliameittaiy party) to maintaiDe the Kings pre- 
TogBtives , rights , person and Royall interest , as 
wee have made and set forth vnto the world 7 
vpon all occations , and in all places , even in the 
lowest ebb of his Majestys affaires , wee sptAe 
with veneration and respect of his sacred person , 
when they in pnlpits, streets, banks, and 
tiieatere , in their privat meetings ano Counsels 
disdainfully violated hia sacred person , and per- 
saed him even in theire new hooks , as you may 
see ia the Heu I and Ciy 1 (tf Mercatius Britan- 
icus , ridiculonfily set Imh in this forme. 

" If any man can bring tale and ^dings of ft 
wSfull King , which hath , wilfully gon a stray 
from his Farlintent witli a gni^ conscience , 
Uoody hands , hart full of Invaken vowea , and 
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proteBtationB , if these msAs bo not sufficient , 
there U another in the month , for Ud him speak 
and 70U will aoon know him , then giue Dotice to 
Britanicin , and you shall be well payd for yoni 
painea ; God sane the Parliment." 

Theae and socb like eeorriloiis diarespecta , to 
hia Boyall person would be tbeire quotidian pas- 
time , yet our good Ormond was pleased to list 
TB in the ranke and cathalogue of tfaoae redicn- 
looa ^)rophaine Rebells, His Yncle, and his 
Brutber-in-law , the two prefated Viscounts , and 
the rest of his affected fUnda , woald hardly be- 
lieve (had an Angel affirmed it) that Ormond 
would harbour soe hard a thought of iba confe- 
derate Catholicks , whom hee knew fuU well in 
his hart to be good , faithfoll , and zealous sub- 
jects. Now notwithstanding all these instmi^ 
tions , and the Kings letter before mentioned , 
with all the instances Mr. Wintei^rant could 
make, (which were done with a great deal of cars 
and jucwnient) notwithstanding the accommoda- 
tion (whichl shall insertbeere) sentl^^confede* 
nte Catholicks to Ormond , iwtwithstanding tSi 
diis I say , hee yeilded 19 to the Kings enemys 
the Castle of Dobfin, the sword, and all, in 
which and by which action , hee discovered bis 
hatred to the confederate CathoUcka , his affectioa 
to die Parliament , his disrespect , and manifest 
disobedience to the Kings orders and commsndBi 
and to those of the Queen and Prince. KeiHier 
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wanted Ormond (as some men did tbink) Iiu 
bidden reasons that moved Iiim to negtect^aoe 
muoh , and sleight the SojaU authoritj. 

His Logick made him disconrBe thus secretly 
with bimselfe : the King is prisoner to his Par- 
liament , and noe hopes left for his redemption , 
hee is lUce to perish there ; the Queen alsoe and 
ike yomig Prince they are exiled , what can thej 
doe ? They are not able to help themselrei , 
mncb less to procure anyforraigne assistance for 
bis Majesty : the Farliment of England , with 
Crumwell have drawne all fUigland to their owns 
ude with Scotland , and a great part of Irland , 
as the la^e proviaoe of Ulster , where the Scot 
insqlted , and that part of Mnnater , where Inse- 
quin wiUi his Armj remained under obedience 
of the Farliment; mj best way then will be 
(quoth Onnond) to play my owne game the best , 
§nA make good use of the tymes ; 1 will therefore 
appcie exteriourly for bis Mtyesty , and yet 
oUige the Farliment in yielding np to them the 
Castle of Dublin , with the Kings sword and all 
the faire county of Dtibtin , rather than keep it 
and take part with the Irish , (and this I will doe 
notwithstanding the Queen and Princes orden 
and commands to the contraiy) for I may well 
feore , the Irish CatboUcks and I (though joyned 
with. Uiem) will he at long running mast^«d by 
the Farliment ; who will be mindlnll of mee in 
due tjrme for soe neceBsaiy and &indly an action. 
And truly it fell out S9 , Kir tliougk they showed 
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noe personal faToor to Ormond , thej showed 
great kindness to his Lady aUowing her three 
thousand poandst&rlingforfaer jojnter (as above 
sud) and Crumwells children were not less fiindlj 
to I^r children , and all this kindness hath been 
done them , hy all liklyhood in recompensation oC 
Ormonds giving np the cittie , castle , and ootin^ 
of Dnblin to the FarlimenL' 

Projects of Policy are deep and secret , and 
likly this act of Ormond was the Policy and wis- 
dom the Lord Digby meant , when hee sayd to 
Mr. Wiiitergnint , that the Lord of Ormond was 
wiser , then to unite with the Irish CathoUcka. 
But in the raeane tyme what became of ids Loy- 
alty ? Of bis great zeal to tus Miyestys inte- 
rest P Of his obedience to the Royall commands , 
and to the orders , and instructions of the Queen 
and Prince? Herein the King was sleight«d, 
tiie Queen and Prince put by , who as they held : 
the preserving of DubUa , the castle therof and 
country ahont it , to be the Kings great interest, 
and beneficiall for his Majesty , soe alsoe they 
did think the delivering up of all to the Farli- 
nent would prove a very great loss , and destruc- 
tion to his Royall intrest ; for preventing of which 
loss , and mischief, orders , commands , instruc- 
tions , and all power Were sent from Queen and 
Frmce by Mr. Wintei^rant to perclose a peace 
triih ^ confederate Catholicks at what price 

If tha neglect committed herein by Ormond 
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'(riletghting the Soyal powers nnd aathority, a 
clear argument of disobedience to him in both) 
hath i«dounded to the utter ovenhroir of the Ca- 
tholicks , and Kingdom , and consequently of his 
Majest/ intreat therin ; you my reader may 
judge , or any other Impartiatl ludgmeut P 



CHAPTER XVn. ^ 

The accommodation tent by the confederal 
; Catholicks to Ormtmd Lord Lieuteruait 
for presermng of the Cittie , and 
Castle of Dublin with the lands 
about it, rejected by him, 
■ and the reasons givea 

' by him for such 

^ GBHTI.X Reader , heer before I give you the 
^ accommodation presented, and ofiered by tiie 
f Confederate Catholicks , vnto Ormond , I think 
^ it necesfiaiy to give you first , the sound obeer- 
i ration of an vnderstanding and discreet Member 
J (made vpon the same accommodation) of the said 
J confederate Counsell of CatholicJES, which shall 
y. serve yon as a guiding light to the dearer vnder- 
t bonding how the matter was carried on , which 
. <ras word to word aa foUowetb. 

That the late Articlea <^ paoifleation Con- 
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etoded with the Lord MarquEs of Chraond Adbo 
1646. Being rejected by the generall assemUy 
with an vnanimous conaeDt , by reason the Lud 
Marquis of Ormood did not grant those eoudj- 
tiona vnto which bee was autbmized by big 
H^esty , and for that the King ^was brought 
TDto a condition incapable at present to perforroe 
any thing that was granted , and for that there 
wu noe security in them for Beligion or Katiwi, 
lod theJnsecuri^ not com to the knowledg of 
the confSlerata , vntill after the late pacification 
wu pablirited ; the late generall asseinbly in the 
begining of March last , Imployed Mr. Grifferj 
Barraa som tyme before Iinployed in France , 
and Mr. Grerr^ Fennell , both persons of great 
trnst , vnto the said Marquis with the iaclosed 
heads or Overtures of an accommodation to cim* 
tinue vntill his Majesty were in a free condition 
to grant honourable and safe ccmditions vnto the 
confederats , and the said Marquis after rec^r- 
ing the said Overtures byvertueofa letter of 
Credence from the said Mr. Barron and Mr, 
Fennell returned answer to the assembly , that 
hee would send his answers by messengera of his 
owne , first giving great hopes vnto tbow Im- 
ployed by the assembly , that hee would aever 
Xoyne with the Farlimeot. 

" The assembly expecting this anawer for one 
and twenty days received it not to the haaanl , 
and very great charge of the Kingdom ; bis 
Lordship in the interim treated with the Pu- 
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limeBt Conunigsioners , and the assembly fallj 
possessed with a beliefe that his Lordship woulil 
never conclude with the Farliment , a few days 
before the adjournment sent Theobald Butter 
Major of Hors in the Catholick Army to his 
liordship, t« know the cause which might retard 
or stay bis Lordships answer soe long , and soe 
mach expected ; at wboee coming thither the 
said Marquis (having as it seemes concluded 
with the Farliment, delivered host^es vnto 
theire Commissioners , Viz. his sonne me Lord 
Bichard Butter , and the Lord Dyllon , the 
Earle of Roscomon a considerable Peere , and 
native of this Kingdom , Collonetl Arthur Cbis- 
Chester Sonne and faaire of the Lord Yisconnt 
Chiscbester , and Sr. lames Ware Enigbt , 'a 
person of consideration with him , and of the 
Privie Counsetl) hier vpon the said Lord Mar- 
quis tould the said Major Butler, that bee would 
never propound anything to the confederate 
Catholicka that was in theire power to deny 
him," 

The Assembly receiving this answer soe much 
tending to the Kings disservice , by which the 
hopes of an accommodation was frustrated , they 
l>eing solemnly swome to endeavour an accommo- 
dfttion with bim, (which were consistent with 
Loyalty and Catholick Religion) on the fourth 
currant adjoam'd it selfe vntill the 12'th of 
November next ; soone after Monsieur Tallone , 
and Bbmsiear Hunneiy Residents to the King of 
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iVance arrived beer ^ tnd being with va at tbe 
Connmll declared that moat of thdre buiuinefle 
bitber was to solicit an accommodation tending 
Chiefly to the preservatioa of the Catholiok R«U- 
gion , and wee did on all joecations declare our wil- 
lingness and rediness to effectuate tbe some , and 
after severaU loumeja made by tbe said Mon- 
eienr Tallono to Dublin, wee did condescend 
to enlai^ the Ceesation at first agreed vpon to 
tbe )7'tb^ April, which was perTonned. Antl 
after colSeBcended , that in case good and par- 
ticnlare hopes were demonstrated unto ns , wee 
would out of zeal to our liege Lord the King, 
and in our great expectation c^ the interpoeitioii 
by them promind oi the Growne of France i 
embrace a Cesaation for six monthes , soe that in 
tbe interval tbe Lcvd Harqnis would accept noe 
Farliment forces into an^ of tbe Garrisons under 
bis command, and give good assurance fra: his 
performance therein ; whereupon Monsieur Tal- 
lone repaired to Dublin , and brought unto ua bis 
Lordships absolute den^all of Cessation for mors 
than three weekes , unto which wee could not 
condescend, in regardweebad just and pregnant 
courses of feares , that the said Lord Marquis did 
but seek that short Cessation in expectation of 
forces from the Farliment, (whereof we had well 
grounded intelligence from London and otlm> 
wise ;) and bis Lordship having during the trea^ 
with us received men from the Farliment into 
DuUia, and others bis Garrisons, and wee 
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baviDg Dnderatood that his Ldrdshipa reason for 
not granting a Cessation for the six monthes 
pFopouoded , was that thereby all hopes of hia 
agreement with the Farliment had bin taken 
Avaj, and that then of necessity hee must throw 
himeelfa on our party , before hee could fairly 
fall of from the Farliment , which , whether hee 
can doe or noe , the deliyery of the hostages and 
theire quality , and the forces by him allready 
received , and the dayly expectation hee hath of 
more , and the late propositions by hid sent to 
the Farliment (which if assented nnto 1^ the 
Farliment , hee declared himselfe to stick nnto 
them) being considered it may be eauly judged 
wherein the Impediment to an accommodatioa 
lyeth. 

Adding to the premisea for the more clear 
understanding of onr real desires to entertaine an 
accommodation with the Lord Marqnis of Onnond, 
for preserving and continuing the places nnder 
his Majestys obedience , which his Lordship 
holdeth , that since oar propositions sent him , to 
put his Lordship in minde of an accommodation , 
hee did neither by messaf;e or otherwise autho- 
rise any to treat further with us there npon , but 
utterly sleighted that treaty , by which wee had 
noe encouragement given ob to listen to a ces- 
sation , which in itselfe was noe way profitable 
to the a&irea of the Confederate CathoUcks , for 
the reasons afiore-said , other then in order to 
tlie hopes wee might have of an accommodatioa , 
1. 3 
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the eopgj of which propoestUons is hierwith 
Bent. 

Besides Hm motives affitresaid , wee have it 
hy assured and certaine inteliigence , that the 
Lord Marqois of Ormond hath already c(^ 
eluded with the FarlimeDt , and hath upoo con* 
fldence of prevailing for a riiort cessation with 
us , assured them that hee would htnild what hee 
enjoyeth untill the month of Maj^ , expeotiDg 
then the Parliment of Eoglaud theire Suppljv. 

Overtures for an aecommodaiion delivered by 

Doctor Gerrald Fennell , and Geffrie 

Barron Esquires from the Generdll 

assembly of the Confederate 

Catholicks to the Lord 

Marquees of Ormond 

in March 1647. 

1. That each party should continue theire re- 
spective govecnment iadependant of each other , 
within such quarters , as by the accommodation 
shall be agreed on , until a peace. 

2. That both should jc^ae in a warre, both 
by sea and land agiunet tiie £nemy8 of his Ma- 
jesty , and this Natitm , and that neither par^ 
shall make Peace , Cessadon or other Agce^ 
ment , or entertains any Commerce or Trafick 
with the said Enemys without the oonaent oC 
each other until! a peace. 
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3. That Dnblin and other Garrisoiu ia yoar 
Lordships quarters may be secured sgaiaat the 
said Buemie. 

4. That the Confederal Catholicks within tha 
quarters , that by this accommodation ghalL be 
agreed up<Hi to be left to your Lordship , aball be 
secured of the free enjoying of their Beligton , 
lives, £slal«s, and libertya. 

5. The like for aU other Catholics in the stud 
quarters. 

6> That your Lordship shall permitt none to 
live within your quarters, but such as will swear 
to the performance and accommodation. 

7. That your Lordship shaO enjoy the profitta 
of your Estates in the quarters of the Confede- 
rate Catholicks, paying such contributions out of 
it , as the said Conf»lwatB shall doe out of 
theirea. 

8. That the Confederats will contribnt to the 
maintenance of your Lordships Charge , ly rea- 
son of your place in a Competent way. 

Could there be any accommodation tfaoaght 
oa , more profitaUe to the King , more conside- 
rable to the Queea and Prince his expectati<»i , 
and more advantagious to Ormond himseUe, 
(who iJierby had the rents of a great part of his 
Estate , of that I mesne , that laid within the 
Catholick quarters) then this ? Let any iodiffe- 
lent conscientions man tell mee if any tiaag cotdd 
be more Loyail , or laying forth our great afiee- 
tioa to onr King in the distressed state bee titen 
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was in , tJieh thia ? Heer 70a hav« Onnonds 
mniwer to eaid accommodation , scot by Mr. WIb- 
tergrant vnto the supreme Counsel! the lO'tb of 
in«7 1647. 

The answers were as followeth. 

The two first propositions are such , as ^>ean 
fitter to be treated in a League ofiensive and de- 
fensive between neighbouring Princes , then be- 
tween his Majestys govemour of a Kingdom , 
and his subjects of the same declined from theire 
obedience , with whome it is inconsistent with bis 
Htgestjs Lieutenant to ioyne otherwise , then 1^ 
their retume to theire obedience , and submisaioa 
to his M^jestja Authority, 

2. To, the third. When they are thus re- 
turned to theire obedience , and have submitted 
to his Majestys authority , it will then be season- 
able, to consider of securing the Garrisons. 

3. The fine other propositions aze such as may 
be Stt to be considered in case of a sessation , 
whicb, when they shall propose vnto ts , wee 
shall take it into our consideration , and givft 
such answers themito as shall be reasonable. 

You seb the nature and condition of this ui- 
swer. Ormond would not com to any accommo- 
dation with the Confederate Catholicks , because 
they were^ (as hee saith) declined from theire 
obedience , vntill . they bad returned againe to 
theira Conner obedieace and submusioa to his. 
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M^estys Authority ; yet the very same tyma tha 
Mine Onuond treated pablickly of a. peoca with 
the Pailimsiit party (a peace is of a higher na- 
ture then an accommodation) open and knowno 
Rebels to the King , and who had hia Majesty at 
the Tei7 Bame tyme theire close prisoner , and 
not only treated with those rebeb , but even 
yielded np to them the Cittie of Dublin , the Cas- 
de , Bword, and all appertaining therrnto. 

Ormond gave to the confederate Catholicks 
and their propositions of an accommodation tho 
answer , hee should have given the Parlinieat 
party , hee should have aud to their commission- 
ms (with whome hee then treated) tliat it was not. 
ocnsiateut with his Majeatys Lieutenant to treat 
with them , untill they had set his Majesty at 
full liberty , laid downe Armes , restored to the 
King his Townes , Forts , and Navy, acknow- 
ledging theire obedience and swome aleagence 
unto him. This hee did not , hut perclosd s 
peace with them as above was said. If this his 
acting , (when hee could have preserved the 
Kings Cittie and intrest from his enemys by an 
accommodation with the Confederate Catholicks, 
as the King had commaunded, and the Queen and 
Prince ordered by theire express instructions sent 
to him by Mr. Wintergrant) can be excused from 
treason , let any indifferent man judge. 

Soe much I thought fitt to mention of Mr. 
Wintergrant his Imployment , of the Queen and 
Prinoea orders and instrnctionB for concluding a 
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peace with Irish Catholickfl , andof the Kings ex- 
press comm&undBtoOrmond to the same purpose, 
of the diligence of Monsieur ta Munnerie , and 
Monsieur Tallone to that effect in the name of 
the French King theire Master , as alsoe of the 
Articles of the aforesaid accommodation most 
advantagioQs to the Kings intrest offered by his 
subjects the Confederate Catbolicka. 

Fut all these together my gentle reader , and 
then judge if Ormond hath not showed himselfe 
(transacting with the Fartiment) disobedient to 
the Kings commannds , and to those of the Queeif 
and Prince, an Enemie to the Catholicks of Ir- 
land ,' and a frind to the usurping Fartiment. 

I now pass to a great and irreparable injuiy 
don to the whole Nation bj his Grace (a grace- 
less action) the excluding of all the Catholicka of 
Icland from the benefitt of the general pardon and 
indemnitr , graated to all his other subjects, of 
what B«ligion soever. 



CHAP. XVIIL 

How, and by wkome , were the Catholicki 

of Irland excluded Jrom the beneJU 

of general! pardon. 

GxHTAim it is , that the King intended the par> 
don and act of Indemnily as well for the CathoUdu 
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of Irland , as for those of England , and the 
rest of his enliiecta , which is made cleare and evi- 
dent by his Majestja speech in favour of the 
Irish CathoUcks , in the house of Peeres , July 
27th 1660. " I hope (siiil the King) I need not 
put you in minde of Irland, and that they alone 
shall ni>t be without the benefit of my mercy , 
they have showne much affection to mee abroad, 
and you will have a care of my honour , and what 
I have promised to them. 

Could the Kings intention of the benefitt of 
pardon and his mercy to the Irish Gatholicks be 
spooken in more cleare and noble expressions P 
but this Ormond (to his Etemall infamy be it 
said) hath cruelly opposed , in propounding a 
wicked and cunning proviso in the house of 
Peeres, which theire Lordships thought would 
bave satisfyd ua , and soe have just past it by : 
by this perfidious fraud of Ormond , wee have 
been exempted from the benefitt of the Indem- 
nity. This is the grace Ormond (Peter Walsh 
his saviour of the Irish Nation) bath don lu, 
for which the mallediction of God will likely 
fall upon him and his posterity. 

After being excluded from the generall par- 
don , Ormond , Clarindon , Orrery , Cloathwor- 
thy , and the rest of that holy Synagog put 
iheire heads together for drawing up a Bill of 
Settlement of the Kingdoms of Irland , (soe 
powerfnll they weare in cheating his M^es^ as 
hee gave them his ordinance for conceiviDg said 

.....Coogic 
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Bill of Settlemetat , and their owne Secratny 
had the penning of it.) B; the artifice of thoM 
great men , and force of that Bill \rea have lost 
ter ever our Landa , EsLatea , and the liber^ d 
free bom subjects. Thia Bill is of an Immena 
Bolck, fraght with faire Language aud bsrbft- 
rous contents and proceedings. (The^ call il 
the Kings most gratioue Declaration for tba. 
Settlement of Irluid :) This monatrons Bul<i 
with all its substance therin , hath bine reduced 
into few heads by a learned Laeyet aa fol- 
loweth. 

The substance and sens of the vast bill of 
settlemejit . 

1. Bj the late act of Farliment made for the 
settlement of Irland, all that might pretend tc 
be free from the guilt of the late Commotion are 
concluded from being heard, and theire estates 
disposed for the most part , to such of the English' 
as served the Vsurper Cromwell against bis latej 
and now Majesty. ! 

2. Those , who submitted to the peace con- 
cluded hj his late Majeatys Authority in the' 
yeare 1648, are by the said act debarred fromj 
the benefitt of the articlea concluded in , and byj 
the aame peace , and the publick faith then given j 
denyed tbem, as hath bine already deeree'd. I 

3. Innocents are eeeluded flrom being restoredl 
to their* houses in Corporations , a few excepted , 
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whoe were reatored to their bouses by his Ma- 
jestTes Letters. 

4. Catholicka are not suffered to have theire 
freedom in Corporations , or liberty of traficke. 

5. The Lords and other Cathoticks , whoe had 
presentatioDS of benefices, are lecloded from the 
benefit of theire said Privileges , exoept they be- 
eom Protestants. 

6. All the NoWlity and gentry , that submitted 
to Bud Peace of 48. and pnt tbemselves to Tast 
charges and expences in raising troopes , and Re- 
giments of Horse and foote, to serve his Majesty 
against the Usniper , have lost their Estates, and 
their Lands setded upon those , who made the 
Vsurpers quarrell theire owne , and fought vnder 
bim against the King and his Catholic subjects of 
Irland ; and not only that , but are alsoe excluded 
from aU Imployments in the Kings service , or 
Common wealth, except they reoonnce tbeire 
Faith. 

By these meanea they are brought to great dis- 
tress , want of Creditt , Livelyhood , and reliefe , 
^lil nisi vota awpertuftt. 

A ikort Ponderation upon these Branches. 

1. Never waa pionoimoed irom the begining of 
Cbristianity , to thii day, a more vnjust and 
wicked senlenoe againat Christiuis then bave been' 
by this act , which beares the name of the Kings 
most gratious Declaration , for the settlement of 
Irland. m 
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■ 2. What can there be mOre cruell , more tn- 
jost , more impious , then to hinder one to anstrer 
for himBctfe , and prov^ bimselfe Innocent ; what 
more agunst the law of nature P WLat can Uiere 
be more imqnoua, and anworthyofkingiypie^, 
thea to conferre the loyall subjects Eststea vpon 
open knowne Bebells P What more sacred tiiea 
pabUck FaiUi ? What more infamous then the 
violation of the same ? For which in all tTfiiKiSi 
dreadful! punishments have befalne the Vioia- 
tonrs. 

3. Can ihere be any tJiing more BarbuouB Mid 
agunst luftioe , then to torae an Innooentout of 
his owne house and right inheritance P 

4. The Cbristiansin Constantinople, and otbflF 
the Dominions of the Torek ; are dealt willi farre 
better , and with more moderation then the Ce- 
titolicks of Irland , whome those Statsmen have 
excluded from all Commerce ; which ike very 
TuTcks doe grant vnto theire Christians. 

5. Hen must renounce theire Beligion'i the 
Basis of salvaUon , or loose theire Advousins , a 
cruell Impious Tye vpon CaUicdick patrons , but 
each of them will answer, Aon Eman tantipa- 
ttUere. 

6. Heeryon see Bebellion rewarded, and Loy- 
alty punished , a preposterous and TUonstrbus 
kinde of lustice ; Behold bounti full. God this 
\heire portentous tini Impious iniquity. Now I 
see afflicted Countrimen you may ramUe up and 
downe the world, and loudly raise your Toyca 
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and say Spectaculum facti titmvg mundo Sf 
Angeiit , ^ homittibtu . " Wee are made a spec- 
tacle to the world , to Angels , and to men." 
Coald there be more formal Iniquity , then to de- 
TOSt Innocent true subjects of Iheire estates and 
Ubeny , and conferre the eome upon those fbu^t 
■gainst tiie King and Crowne P was it not a pre- 
tions knavery of these Statsmen , to perswade tiie 
Kittgjto such Impiety as this P 

What shall I think or say of these Statsmen , 
contrivers of this great wickedness ? Even that 
which SalvianuB the good Bishop of Missilis , 
said of the Lieutenants and Prefects of the Fro> 
vinces, Magittratut , (quoth hee) Et Proviiieia- 
rum prig^li Statamt son Jurandum , et agunt ipsi 
latToctaia , punitmt roptnont cum ipii tint Maxijni 
raploret i pumani txpolmtores domorvm , cunt ipri 
mtit etpoliatorei provhciaruta ; taatmo at adoptnf 
honor dot benefidi , ut temper habeaat jut UUroei- 



yet they themselves play the theefe ; they punish n^ 
June, and yet they themselves ard gi'oat snatehets ; 
tbeypuniah plunderers ofhotises, &themBelve6are 
the robbers and plundereraofinlyre provinces; fi>r 
this they have of benefltt by the honour obtained , 
that tfiey can always robb and plunder with au- 
thority. This have bine the liberty our pnefnted 
StaCeman have assnmedto themselves, and witli- 
ont quesUon theire maHoe most be deeply pol- 
Usbed , wIku they could perswade , deceive and 
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<lelud« a King stiled (the King of mercy mod 
pardooB) to'give hin Itoyall assent and approbatioa 
to tlie farementioned Act of SBttlemont , a.D no- 
speakable , and an unheard Justice , Pregentet 
viperaram quit domonttravit vobisfugere a Ven- 
tura Joa facite ergo fructum dignwa paniten- 
tia." Matth. cap. 3- ▼■ 8. " Ye breed of vipers 
who batb shewed you to fly from the wrath to 
come , yeild therefore fruict — worthy of penance," 
I am hiere compelled to cry with the Prophet 
Jeremy with tearee and sighs to God. "Bemem- 
ber Lord what ia false to us , behold and re- 
gard our reproach , our inheritance ia turned. to 
aliens , our houses to strangers." Lament, cap. '5. 



CHAPTER XIX. 

Of all these Usurpers who Hath used most 
Artifice aiid Perfidie ? 

It is by thia made evident, tbat all of them 
used much cunning and cruelty in compas^ng the 
worke of Catholicfe Irelands deatruction ; but 
Ormond hath surpassed them all ; take my reason, 

Orrery , Cloathworthy, and all of the holy 
Cromwelian crew have don noe lees or more then

Clarindon hath been but a stranger to our na- 
tion , wee first knew this crooked man in his , and 
our exile , and though we have don him good ser* 
vice , hee was evermore our Bnemy , and payd 
beneJitta don. him with Injurys, as men of hia 
nature nee to doe ; in a word hee was a man (as all 
that knew him wiU say) would for gold sell away 
the eonne of Gk>d himselfe , and for gold he hath 
sold us and justice. 

But Ormond the greatost Nobleman now of our 
Nation , in whome all tlie Nobility in generoll , 
and the generality of the people repos'd (a spe- 
cial! confidence faath betrayed that trust , a black 
Btaine of infamy upon a great Feere descended 
from soe Catholick and Noble Ancestors). Hee 
hatii not proved (as wee expected) a pillare and 
prop to his Nation , but a brused rotten Beed of 
Kgypt, deserting us in tyme of tryall, and jt^n- 
iug with all our Enemys , that thirsted after our 
Uvea and possessions. It ia true , we are not cue 
selves without some blame in the ruins of our For- 
tunes and Country, our sinne in our unadvised

Jagarth.) la 
floe wee hnve bine lost , because wee did not 
feare his cnftj wajb and dealings : but let him 
consider well , what annalls and poeteritj will aay 
of him for having betrayd us in thiB nature ; 
certainly hee hath don more unworthily than i^ 
hee bad oppressed us by open violence : Quia ' 
fraia fadiort quam aperla violentia. 

After this feate of distructirai don Dp<Hi na , 
at which natious abroad are amaized , and abhorr 
the acton, (and wonder much oar King that 
Spake Boe much good of us In facie toUt , gave us 
up sacrifices to our Enemys without all proteo* 
tion of our Innocency) what doe these gallant 
Usurpers ? Doe tfaey relent , or doe they feare 
tbe rerenging hand of God ? it Beemes noe : but 
that they rather looke like men left only to make 
Dp the number of those the Holy Ghost speahsof. 

" 'Cum (said they) and let vs enjoy the good 
things that are , let vs fill our selres with pre^ 
tious wine and Oyntments , and let not the 
flower of the tyme pass t8, let tb Crowne our 
selves with Rosea before they wither; Every 
where let vs leave signes of joy, because this is 
our porti<m , and lott ; let vs opress the poors 
lust man , and not spare the Widow , but let our 
strength be the law of lustioe , for that which ia 
weake is found vnprofitable." Have not I beseech

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yoa tlie doainga of those opprewed the afflicted 
InnooeDt Irish , been the ver; ume doeings of 
tfaooe the Holy Grfaoat speakea of, liring and 
pkinpering theouelves in great feostings , Bansu- 
ality, pomps, vanityg, pride, and pleasorea? 
They seem hj theirs life and manners to be 
Athiats , ( of that Tribe many these days liue in 
CouTta ) and if they are realy soe , they will En- 
joy the purchases they hare made by Bobbery , 
without any vnquietnesa of minde, for what 
should they feare , that owne noe Grod or paia- 
Bano« to punnish, and reward, sin and verttie. 
But if they truly beleeve in God , it is Impos- 
sible they can Enjoy wrongfully the Lands and 
livings of the Innocent , that perriab for want 
of them , without som disquietness of Conscience , 
and apprehensions of the lust ludgments of Giod 
to fall upon them. Those men cannot want some 
of Cttine'a feares, who after having killed his 
brother Abel had neverquietnessorrestof minde, 
but was still tormented with seuerall feares in 
hart and tremblings in his head , soe that this 
unfortunate bloody man terrefy'd and frighted at 
his owne action , cr/d out a low'd to God. 
Sax Eijdt nM hodie a facie terra , ^ a fane taa 
abteottdar , Et ero vague ^ profugut in terra , otn- 
Nu igitxT , qui tm utnoenf , oecidet me. " Loe 
then doth cast mee out this day from the face of 
the earth , and from thy face shal I be hid ; and 
shall be a vagabond, and fugitive on earth, 
every one therefore that findetb met: . clull kill 
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mse. Tin •pUling of ^ooosot Abels Uood mads 
him feara ^ would kill him , and therefore oU- 
wajB trembling , he feared men , uid fled from 
men , and though the Lord have putt a marke 
on CuBU , that wluwoever found him , should 
not kill him , ( a trembling in hia head ai manj 
hold ) Caine was allwaj a frighted , and aoe dia> 
tract«d , aa to hold that trembling of his head , 
tor a aigne given by God that hee ahould be kill- 
ed. You aee by ttiis how great is the feare and 
frightning of a guilty Conscience. And c^a 
tbeae men live without being frightned after kil- 
ling aoe many Innocent Abela bjr nakednefiS > ver- 
mia, famin, and all kinde of miserjs, having 
taken from them all they had in the world. Tbero 
hare been many opulunt persons and pf great 
quallity , Yea and som of tiiem Peeras and Lords 
^tbe Bealme have bin lodg'd in smaU'smooking 
Hntts and Cabins , and as I may well say buried 
there, and atarued to death with their wives and 
Chil^n. Can the Cruel! Robbers of these m^ 
liva without the feare of Gods anger? If they 
have not a trembling in the bead as Caine bad > 
Itkdy they will have a trembling in their harts. 
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• CHAPTER XX. 

The Author speaks to Omumd a lone. 

BoT my Lor^ that I may retume to your Grace 
( whose houBe I have ever honoured,) and spend 
a few worda with yuu alone. Amongst Birds and 
Beaste ( yon know full well ) som are Noble , and 
gora Ignoble ; Lyons begett Lyons , and Kagela 
ingender Ci^els ; your ancient house bath given 
of both LyODB , and Eagela. Your Noble pro-

fore they all cry out , can not the Duke of Or- 
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monds greatness stand without our fall and 
ruin , Is it possible my Lord IJiat this title of 
greatness is soe mnch increased in j»a , and that 
of Tertue deminished ? 

My Lord the Lyons of your house (I meane 
the noble Earlea) did praye openly and fairly , but

2.) that ga 
thereth nanj^hty Avarice to his house that his nest 
may ba on high , and thinketh hee is delivered 
ont of the band of Evil, thou hast thought con- 
fairion to the houee , thon hast outt in sunder 
many people , and thy soule hath sinned , because 
the sttme out of the wall shall cry; and the 
Timber that is between the Jnncturs of the 
buildings, shall answer, wo to him that bilildeth 
a citty in blouds , and prepareth a citty in Ini- 
quitye." A di-eadful expression 

Havo not you my Lord and the rest of your 
Complices cutt insunder many familys ; most of 
them er this consumed with hunger and Miserys 
are gon into the other world , and for BDch i^ 
them that Kve as yet, they are miserably perish- 
ing at home and abroad, will not the blood 
of those be layd at your doore? Your ambition 
have built nestea in a high place from the reache 
of bnman hands , but not from the hand of God , 
who with the breathe of Indignation will caste 
them all downe in his good tyme ; yee have 
honses and mt^nificent palaces for your posterity 
in Blonds, and the stone out of the wall shall cry 
out against you , and the Timber between the 
Junctures of your buildings shall answer , " Woe 
to tbem that builded cittys in liloud prepared 
houses in Iniquiifs ;" God in a momeul (though 
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St present yee gtorjr and tryum[4i in jour gresU 
lien mA pJaaHoree) c«ii fill your houses wi& di»- 
aolatuott, rooumiRga, %nonuny, dcfttt, feare. 
Kid trembling : And periiaps will doe it, when 
you leut think of it. 

When Sr. Ralph Fan ms condemned to.dje 
t^ tlie fwadicea of the Duke of Northumberiandf 
vtd brought to the plfux of Execu^n , in pro- 
teatidioa of his Innocency , spook. only theK two 
words, " Mf hlood sbsU be the Dnkos bolster M 
loBgo as bee shall live." 

iij Lord you ma; have (I Sure) msn^ of tbeas 
nneas; bolsters : cast thentfota an ejre upon tfae 
other world (whilst God mercifolly gives jou 
tyme to doe it ,) and take that car« now for yonr- 
aeli^ , that noe oUier will , once joa are gon , 
.and persuade your selfe, that without this care 
all is loet and gon for all etemitf . 



CHAPTER XXI. 

Ormond ierwusly advued to think t^f laufe 
Eternity. 

Mt Lord, God did forbid the Hebniee to miii- 
gel honey in the oblations , but commaunded them

.]k8|Ba<isa> those about thtai will not speak atmetii, 
Untdunre Masters will not willingly hsare. It 
is « great qoeation witii mee , if aay one c^ your 
'Hamw*ufl family, or of all those that depend 
vpoa you , and gaine much by you , (^ of all 
tiioae , that seem to be your frinds , will say to 
your Crraoe the language and words of the Pro- 
phet Iiai. f " Our Ixvd shall com to lodgment 
with the Antiants of bis pec^le , and his Princes , 
for yon have destrc^ed the vynyard, and the 
spoyle of the poore is in your house. Why doe 
jTMi eonsome my people , and giyn'd the faces of 
the poore , saith ottr Lord the God c^ Hastes P" I 
doe not think any of them hath spooken to your 
Grace in this kinde , tbongb tliey know well the 

■ Ism, cap. S' f ^—i< <^P' ^- 
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tpoj\e of tbe poore is in yonr faonse , rad dut 70a 
and many more powerfall men have GiTtided tbe 
faces of the poore and deatroy'd and consom'd 
tbem ; wherfore you and thej have Toason to 
feara , that God will soon com to ladgment widi 
700, vnlesa you will tymty preveot it. 

Wiae men should chase away from them fiat- 
t«rK« , as wee doe awallowes for making nests of 
dung in oar dwellings. My Lord flatter not jour' 
seUe with the great contentments of this world 
you Enjoy, vast revenues, great pomp, Co{m- 
ous Betenue , the veneration and low bowing of 
the people vnfo you , Grorgioos , atyre , magnifi- 
cent feoatings , all yonr lolitya and pleasam ; 
they will all pass a way like smook , and that 
eooQ , for they say you begin to be <dd : tJnee 
that tells your Grace these things can make yoa 
happy , doe but delade you , and you can carry 
away of all noe more then a winding sheet : it 
were therfore wisely don to forsake tjmly 
those tilings, that will forsake , and vndoe 
vs. And I think truly it woold be a great bles- 
sing to a person of your greatness and Imploy- 
raents , that G^ would stritA yon with aom great 
affliction and Cross , for it is not easy for those 
to be wise and holy , whoe see nothing roond 
about them but prosperity , delights , the aplause 
of men , and all sort of pleasures and sensaaliljs , 
and that noe man tells them tbey are in danger. 
Alexander the great, in the height of his Glory 
and victorys aufiered men to call him the Sonne 
of lupiter ( it was not Enough for his ambition 
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to be the Bonne of FhiUip of Maesedon swim 
and great King) but woonded with an Arrow in 
the siege of a Cittj hee said to bis courtiers and 
flatterers round abont him , 'Ecce omneijwant me 
etiejUium lovii : ted wlnut hoc me eate homi- 
num elamat. " Cehold all sweare I am the 
Sonne of lupiter ; but this wound proclaimes mee 
to be a man." Vexation makes ts know Gods 
greatness and our owne weakness. 

When die people of Israel murmoDred sediti- 
ously ^[ainst Moyses and Aaron for want of 
water , &od commaunded them both to take the 
Bodd, and stricke a Bock therwith ; end it 
should ^ve them water. All the ^me Moysea 
held ti^ Bodd lifted over the Bock and did not 
Btricke, there came noe water, but the Bock 
being twice struoken with the Bod water flow'd 
out aboundantly, and the people and theire 
Cattle did drinck plentifully. The hart of a man 
is a bard Bock , and will yield noe water of com- 
punction mtill stmcken by the hand of Grod , but 
when man is smartingly afflicted in his fortunes 
or health , then hee can weep , and know Qod 
and himselfei it were therfore wholsome and 
good for your Lordship to receive a great vex- 
ation, cross, and contradiction in this woiid , 
and soe I confess it shonld be to mee , that have 
nothing of contentations and worldly- pleasures as 
you have.

Harken as yet ray Lord (with this I make 
an end) to the fearfull words afflicted Jobe 
spake to those came to visit him, "Why then 
(quoth this Holy man) Doe the Impious live ? 
Are they advanced , and strengtiened with 
riches ? theire seed contlnueth before them , a 
multitude of Kinsmen and Kephews in theire 
sight , theire bouses he secure and peaceable , 
and the Rod of God is not upon them" (Job. 21) 
but did Job make an end hier? noe, but a little 
after hes says. " Where is the house of the 
Prince ? and where are the Tabernacles of the 
Impious?

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yon ihftU understand , that hee Inoweth the self- 
same things , because the wicked maa is Kept 
unto the day of perdition , and hee ahaU be ledd 
to the day of fury."
